ITuil thi'.'.g I oiiidusiuns been found by subsequent inquirers to be

' of ilic* ligature, brv'oinl which we^an never hope to proceed; butun- 
lortunatc^, othe.rs who have investigated this subject, have arrive-^ 
,.i.t com-luMOns somewhat dilfereni, and have found that although an 
evident (’ontracl.ioi^or the calibre of the vessel, wag the almost inva- 
tiable result of an apjilication of the ligalure as recommended by*Dr. 
Jones; yet its eninplete obliteration was sclddin observed. 

Mr. 11. 'L'kavkks imagined thiii. the cause of failure in these cases 
proc.eedfil irnin a loo speedy removal of the ligature, before the sides 
oi’the vessel hail time io contract Iho slightest adhesions, and*im-* 
prqj ing upon llie^ ivlea ol' Dr. .(ones, ha^ advised that it be. .'.uffered 
iTb rei«aiii*oii tin* \ e.'>.'' 0 ^ lor a short liuu*, until adlicsioiis should be 
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establish(;d between the opposing sides; by wliich means he hoped* y' 
secure iiiVaHably tlie desired result. 

To ascertain the truth of this reasoning, he* institutcMl a number ol 
experiments upon inferior animals, and actually reali/.cd ihenesuUs 
which*he had anticipated. Since the publication of his paper, the ^ 
practice he recommended has been extended to tl\e human subject, 
and in some casePhas, been attended with the h^jpiest etfects; in 
others, however, it has failed entirely, and has even been jumbu rn*- 
of the very worst coBScqucnccs. I’he length of time necessary for mu* 
ligature to remain on the vessel, the inconveniences which resull 
from a wound kept <»pen forty-eight or seventy-two liours, ainl tin; 
doubtful eflects of the ligature unless -sunbred to remain on bu 
tliat period, arc obstacles which must always pievent this pra<‘ti<*e 
from being adopted. It iherefore^remains for future ini[uirers to 
discover some means by which that direful malady, aneurism, can 
be alleviated, .without those unpleasant coijsecjueniN^s which inva¬ 
riably attend tlie present mode of operating, if indee<l sucli a icsuli 
be attainable. 

Some years ago Dr. Physick suggested the jiropriet y ol' an aniuuil 
ligl^UrCf thinking that it would be removed by the ab-^orbent.N: the 
external wound might therefore be closed, and all the bad ellects 
produced by the ordinary ligatures thus obviated.* V'e cannol. say 
positively what has Ifeen the result of this practice, hut believe that 
the animal ligature is not used somiuch as its i^iporlance deiuamls. 

The same gentleman has Iti&ewise suggested<(the um: of leaden liga¬ 
tures, with the view of obtaining such results as wern hoped J'orfroiu 
his animal ligature, or the temporary one of*Dr. Jones, -i'o <bis he 
was led by a knowledge of the fact, that bullets, buck-shot, and lead 
would remain in contact with almost any tissue of the body, wilhoui 
producing irritation or unpleasant copscfjuences, and that for an in 
definite period. So far as 1 know, a trial of this ligature has never 
blen made; with a view, therefore, to ascerfaiiV its ellects, I have 
instituted a number of experiments, the resultsijf which I will now 
relate.

/s—On the 16th of May, 1828, I laid bare the righi 
carotid artery of a dog, and, after separating it carefully fni»*i its ac- 
iCompanying nerve and vein, I passed niitler it a lead wire, and lied 
it firmly. Both ends of the wire were then cut oft’ with a pair of 
scissors, and the sharp |H)iiits bent down with a common dissecting 
forceps. The W'ound w'as now* drawn together with a few* slitcheM ol 
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■ iiilorrupted hulure, ami over these were laid some adhesive 
strips.* This animal was not confined, but sufTered to niu* at large: 
when > examined him Several days after, 1 found the stitches ulcc- 
^ rated «)u(, and the wound open; it had filled up from the bottom witli 
grauulatimis, but the <‘dges of the skin were separated to a tfc/lisider- 
able di«^t:iuce; with light dressings, it healed entirely by the 5th of 
.ibne.

I nliich appeared to be in a<^)erfcctl Y natural state. The end towards 
the heart wa^ not at all increased or diminishcd*in size; it was sealed 
up for three-eighllis*ofan inch in exteiit, by an organized substance, 
re»eml)ling a coagulum of blood in colour, but not in consistence, it 
being miuli iirmer. The end towards the head resembled the one 
in'.! described, in all particulars^ the substance, however, which filled 
its ixlreinity was of greater extent, and occupied the whole space up 
to ihe next bi«iuf:4i, which was rather more than half an inch. 

Not the sliglitest trace of inflammation existbd in the neighbouring 
jiarif*. on tlic contrary, they appeared perfectly natural. The lead 
itM'lf was erylosdd ii^a dense cellular substance, which formed for it 
a com[iU*le cysl. 


E.ijis //.—The right carotid artery of another-dog was se¬ 

parated from its contiguous parts, on the 17tli of May, and a lead 
wire placeii ariuiid it, as in Experimental. The lips of the wound 
were kept in contact with sutures and adhesive stri^. I examined 
it direi' days after, and found tliat it had united by the first intention, 
in the whole of its.eulU'se, except in those points included by tiie 
Tititches; tliese I cut loose, and dressed it simply with adhesive strips. 
When 1 looked at tliis dog again, I found that froAi the Itching of the 
wound, tlie. aiiimaj had scratched off the d^ssings, itfid broke'h up 
tlic now adhesions; T washed it carefully to remove the dirt, and 
drcssc^-it with simple dressings? It healed kindly, and was entirely 
well on the Oth of June, at which time I killed th9 dog, and made a 
careful dissection.of the parts. The cellular substance here waslnuch 
.tlflckcnad and indurated, forming a strong bond of union between the 
nerve, vciTi, and arteiy. The two former were in their natural con¬ 
dition; Abe artery was pervious its whole extent, to w'ithin three- 
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eighths of,an ipek of the wire: at this place the calibio was outireVv 
obliterated^ h firm substance, resembling bruised muscle, fdled ilb 
carity, between the ligature and the head,"the‘artcry was iuiprt'vious, 
and much diminished in size, having the appearance of a inei o corrl, 
not exce'eding onc-tburth the original dimensions of the vessel, /rhe 
lead preserved its situation anmnd the artery; it had bcco-ne entlrelY 
encysted, and not the ^lightest remains of infiammation esisiod. 

JSxpenmmt III .—I cut down on the left carotid of a third dug, on 
the 29th fifMay, amt proceeded as in Experimenis 1. and li. ditVur 
ing In 110 respect, except in dressing the wound; 1 used no stltdiev, 
but merely adhesive plasters.,, 

June lat .—examined the wound, and found that ii had mfitrrl 
thrtmgh its whole extent, but as I supposed tlio union not lo ]»»• \rr\ 
firm, the strips were reapplied, and suflered to rLMiiain on until Ihr 
5tl^ vdien diey were removed altogether. * 

June 27M.—The hnimal was killed and rnlnuti'. examination 
made. The leail wire was fopnd around the vo.ssel, tvhit h w.i- im 
pervious for an inch or more, as in the former cxpei iim-tji.s. Tin* .'Jui 
rbundiiig parts healthy. 

£gBpenmetil 1 f'. June 9^A.—•The dog whicii was the subjort of tin* 
last experiment, having entirely recovered from the first operati«in, 
liow became the subject of a second, which was peribrrAed on tin -1 a 
rotid of the oppc»site side. This was cOhducted exactly U'* i!\r pn - 
cedm|^':^c wound united by Ihe ihrst intention without the li ast dil 
ficultyyno constitutional symptoms manifested«lheinsi*ive.<. (Ju the 
27th, ftltUftnch time tliis dog was killed, an examination was. liken ise 
made of ibls^mdc of the neck; the appearances corrcs|)om.‘i tl e.vaetly 
with those Of the preceding experiments. 

JEgeperiment F. August 5th ,—T performed a similar rxperimeiil on 
the carotid of another dog. I killed hyu on the 3d of Septemhei , and 
found that the appearances differed in no respect from the fin-egoiiig, 

TThe^lead having answered my expectaUoiis' so well in llicsf* 
cases, t felt a great inclination to ascertain, whether Dial substance 
alone^possessed th^ property of remaining in contact witii tin; living 
tissues, without excitingurritation or any unpleasan^ consequences, oi 
whether similari^dlts might not be obtained by using the other me¬ 
tals.

Experimer^ XIV, October IQth. —This cxpcriiiieiit was conducted 
precisely'as the two last; tlic appearances upon cxamiiialinn wero 
the same. This dog was the subject of Experiment VI1. and was 
examined on the 30th of October. • 

Eij^rimmt XV. June 15th. —I enclosed lhe„humeral artery of a, 
dog in a ligature* made of a single stran of silk, previnusLy waxed. In 
applying the ligature, f. drew i^arely tight enough to [»lace the <»[>- 
posite sidles of the vessel in codKt, without dividing the inlornai and 
middle coats. Both^ends were then cutoff*, and the lips of the wogjnl 
placed in apposition; it did not unite, however, by the fii Kt iidenliuti, 
the dressings having been removed by the animal; it was now dress¬ 
ed in the usual way, andsoou healed perfectly by granulations. On 
the fourteenth day after the operation, 1 made a dissection of the 
parts: the artery wj^s tilled with a tirm coaguluiu, bnih ahovV and he* 
low the'place of thS^figature, which prevented the,possibility »>1‘ ha- 
morrhage, so firmly*did these coagula adhere to the pai ieles of the 
vessel. 

The ligature was found in the centre of a small h»nse and 

detached from the surrounding parts; the artery was ulcerated throu glu 
the ends being separated a short distance. 

Experimmt XVI. Jlttgttsl 15th. —repeated this oxperimerd on 
the femoral artery of aqplj];Ler dog; the* wound was ^init/'d by tlie fiist 
intention. Sept. 2d.^Upon dissection^ an dbacess as large as a pi;a, 
was discovered immediately undeotlie skin and above tlie artery: the 
loop of silk was found intits centre, and offered lufresistunct' when I 
attempted to remove it. 

ExperisndtexU XF!//.-—I passed under the femoV.*il artery olX‘x? piece 
of gum previously stretched and rolled to render it of a proper 

siiKe, aibd tied it with a single knot. This operation was performed on 
the 15th of August; the wound united by the first intention. Srpt. 
3d.—-An examination was made of the result of this experiment. 'I'iu; 
ligature was found encysted; the inner side of tlic cyst was uneven, 
and not in close contact with the gum elastic; from its appearance, I 
thought that pusifad existed, but was now absorbetl; the artery u as 
oblifhratcd to dhe next Itranch, both above and below. 

Experiment XVJII. .August The same experiment repeat¬ 

ed on the right carotid of another dog. 23d.-*-Pcrfectly uipted by 
^he first intention? September 2d.—^'I'hc gum clastic was found con- 
ta^od in an abscess as laige as half a nutmeg; the artery was im¬ 
pervious both above and below tlie ligature, and ulcerated th'*ough*at 
the place of its application. 

Ejperirnrnt A’/.V. September'*! st. —’fhe experiment willi geni elas- 
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ti^was repeate*! on tlic femoral artery of another dog, ayd the wound 
iinilc<l !n the usual manner. Tins dog was tlie subject of fisperiment 
xn.; c*nseijuently 1 hsd not an opportunity of examining him until 
^)ie 1 Gtk of (Ictober, when he was again caught. The cicatrix in the skin 
was be seen plainjy. On making' an incision at this placef I per- 
rcived a small lump, about the size of a pea, immediately under the 
sktti, anil at the lower angle of the wound. I opened this and found it 
to'contain the gum clastic ligature, surrounded by a snikll qdan|^ty.of.

iu ('»<ajJis>V^ihis point thoroughly, and it is to be hoped tliat some one 
fully I'ompetent 1o the task, will prosecute the subject.

Casa 111 .—William Pine', aged dbo(^been for many 
months in one of the cells of the Baltimore Alfni^ttse, in a spii^ 
insanity. From what could be learned of his hhitory prior to admis- 
5 >M,.he had beeb for some years in an onsettbed State of mind, and 
had •occasionally undergone medical treatment rad moral restraint 
on thaVacrount. IIU uiulcrstanding* at the time of hi* admission. 
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vsemed wholly obliterated, and he continued without after-cvidciicc 
or interv&f of reason, during the time stated; namely, for many 
months. His mann^ was generally silent and sullen, and ^vhoii he 
excited to any d^ree eiti>rty he spoke with rapid-incolie 
rence, his conversation' running into a chaos of folly, 'fhe matiV bo 
dily health seemed little affected by bis state of mind; he becaoie 
ilfcmewhaj; emaciated fifom confinement, but his pulse was always raliu 
and'equal, and the temperature of body natural. He took food rc- 
gularty,* though without that voracity of appetite frequently attend 
ing insanity, and the excretions necessary to health wcr€ suiBciently 
performed. In respect to ths latter, however, the patient had revort- 
^ to the state of childhood; the evacuations were passed witliuui re¬ 
gard to time or circumstances. •

1 have thus reported, as succinctly as I could, a few ciir,es, tend 
ingto show whilst 1 have terpied “the countervailing’’ or modilSin.*, 
influence of erysipelas, over other modes of disease witli wliiJh it 
may happen to come in conflict. Many other cases occurrim; in tlui 
alms-house, have served to illustrate its effects in a .similar way, olteii 
in a very i^vious degree.

• I<<on sensible that apology is due for extending this papeY to a 
length exceedmg its merit, and 1 regret to trench so far upon the 
space of the Journal* With this acknowledgment, I beg to repo»*t 
briefly two cases, bearing on the contested point of phlegmonoid and 
suppurative erysipelas. 

Nachel Shipley, an ajms-house patient, while convalescing from* a 
fever of the typhoid character, was affected- by inflammation, pain, 
and swelling of the left arm^above and beiow the elbow. The faint 
colour, cedematous feel, and appearance "of^small phlyctena*. or vesi- 
. cles, distinguished tho affection, as df the erysipelatous kind. Jly a 
free usq of a stiniulgmt, evaporating lotion, with strict rest, the b)cal 
iflffamraation was so nearly dissipated ^hat particular attention to 
the patient was discontinued. A week afterwards this man again 
presented his arm for examination $ it was now more swelled than be¬ 
fore, and gave unequivocal signs of deep-seated abscess, both al>ove 
the elbow and on the forearm. Frre incisions were made at both 
points, and eight or ten ounces of thick, grayish-yellow matter, mix¬ 
ed with shreds of membrane, discharged. The parts among which 
the matter h^d beet) effused, coalesced readily^ the incisions soon 
healed, and4:he patient was^di^issed from hospital in a ftMv davs. 

Lodwick Forman entq^ed tlie Ahns-house Infirqiary, January, 1827, 
for chronic catarrh, with other marks of geneftal, Tow health. Tins 
man had also herpes circinatus of the face of many yea-s standing. 
In February, 1828, he was attacked by erysipelas of t!ie face and 
scalp. A bright red efflorescence appeared on the forehead, anti ra¬ 
pidly overspr^d the face tmd head, accompanied by swelling, heat, 
and a tormenting sqpse of irritation in the part; the surface affected 
wy soou exhibiti.ng generally minute amegated vesications. On 
the second dky a circumscribed tumour appeared on the right side of 
the head, over t(je fronto-temporal angle. The ‘tumour was deeper 
coloured than the rest of the face or *calp, and more painful than any

introductioif to hii remarka on cr)r8ipcl{W, Dr. Good labouw Ut osta- 
bffah tbe Iptinjjtion between eiysipelas and phlegmon, as exista-tjot wr. n 
^M^gtnon amalbj^x. But if I do not mistake the application of tJic terms 
Mim EimogiM be employs, they will bear an interpretation that phlegmon and 
myto^na may meet in a common result. 1 am not, however, desii^ous to'-jun- 
lea^d and cxeelknt Good of inconsistency. There is nbscurity a!)oui 
his^tiwirtratioa cf. the subject, and 1 may not have read him according to his 
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•<r)^ther«part. It increased rapidly in volume, (still maintaiaing a do- 
finite circumscribed form,) until on the fourth day, thc'swelUng was 
as lar^o as an egg, and gave evidence of fluctuation. On the fifth day 
, ?>je a{mM of the tumour feeling thin, it was punctured freely, apd dis- 
chargfHl about an dunce of homogeneous, straw-coloured fluid, which 
J should denominate pus, though less thick than perfectly pure pus 
from acute phlegmon in a healthy habit While this fint tumour 
maturing, another formed just behind it, above the ^r. This 
Vas ei}ually circumscribed as the former,, rose to about* the same 
magnitude, and after maturing, was opehed, discharging contents 
similar in kind and colour to the matter of the first During the pro¬ 
gress of the second tumour, if phlc^on it must net be called, five 
Tiior*' distinct individual swellings ot a similar character displa^d 
iheiiiselves on the same liorl/.ontal line of the head, and abotf^ii 
inch distant from each olfler, seated two on.the occiput, two on the 
,lelt parietal, and one on the left fronto-tempoi'al junction, thus form¬ 
ing with the first two, a belt of tumours encircling the head. All 
fiiose tumours suppurated, and were in turn emptied by puncture or 
incision, according to thinness or tliickness of integument; all of them 
dihi'iuirged a yellowy inodorous fluid, homogeneous, but raflier less 
dense than the most pure pus. That those tumours were specimens 
of true cireumicribed abscess,” was established by the fact that 
where two of the tumours came in contect in the course «f theii^volu- 
tioii, and both ol^bem were mature^n suppuration at the same time; 
if one was indisea frtfely, and wholly emptied, the adjacent one re¬ 
mained fi'^1, and a probe passed through the incisionr in the one, 
could not by ^ny moderate pressure be made to penetrate the cavity 
of ilie oUier. This experiment was -tried in two instances, and in 
each case it wdk necessary to open both; cavities with the lancet or 
knife. That this was a case*of pure erysipelas, ita.ori^n, course, 
and termination, place beyond doutit. VesiculatioUs overspread the 
face and scalp, ending in copious desquamation of both; the whdKs 
cuticle peeled from the face, and was broken up and thrown off from 
the scalp, tlie latter taking thp hair with it, and leaving the patient 
f|uitc bald.^' This was a case of erysipela^ too, ending in abscess, 
so near to phh^non, as to leaviano smidl diffiidulty wh^re to fir the 
discrifhi nation. The erythematous efilori^cencejln this case extend¬ 
ed over the curs, and into the meatus extemus^atiroducing a freejjjs-

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cliarge froqi both external auditory passages, very much rei^eiobiuig 
that saniou's fluid approaching the nature of pus,” which i)r. Good 
seems to regard as the only suppurative effort proper to any form of 
.true erysipelas. • 

J)r. Go^ has also pronounced the classification of Wilhin iiicor 
rect, as it applies to some other forms of erysipelas, namely, to whai 
thelatteadefinesas JEify(Apdas(£dematode8f and E, gangtenosuin; nci' 
ther of vrhfch, Dr. Go^ says, ought to class with the species EnjHipc- 
las, but belong of rigl^t to the genus Erythema. It is not proper to tie' 
vote a paper like this to the business of adversary discussion, nor is 
such its design. Yetitmayjtie remarked, that even Dr. Gootl ad¬ 
mits, that in one of the two varieties into which he distributes Erysi¬ 
pelas, (E. errcUica,) the part%flecte{i[ sometimes assumes a livui 
•^mn^^nd is covered with petechim; the cuticle separates, the cutis 
breaks, and exposes a foul ulcerated surface, which -soon ])asses int<< 
gangrene.” During the course of erysipelas in t,he Alms-house, one 
or two cases occurred, of botli the ccdcinatoid atul gangrenous forms 
Those cases 1 had proposed to report, but t|^is paper has exet'oded 
the limit intended at its commcnccme^'t, and I forbear the delall of tlic 
cases in question. I am not the advocate of iqultifurious ciassii'iou- 
tion, nor anxious to retain or restore nosological exuberances, which 
able and ingenious pathologists arc endeavouring tifloi^otf, in onlei 
to clear the ii^ld of medical science; bhi'we may be allowed some 
space for deliberation and inquiry, before exchanging ior oihois, 
terms and definitions of mfirbid states, 'long lamniaa to the pi ofea 
sioD, aiid which have come down to us from a rciuute fu a, 'Receiving in 
thmr course the confirmation of men eminent alike forjtliQ,extent and 
accuiracy of their observation. Dr. Good has laudably endeavourcsl to 
establish a natuij^ arrangciqent of diseases, and to give them dis 
tinctness and'{Vision of definition; and ifhe has attempted a greal 
deal, he has also performed much. His works form a noble nionu- 
m'bnt of learning and labour, exhibiting unsurpassed industry of re • 
search, with a rare tact of discrimination, allied tO the most liuuour 
able uindour andTimpartiality. The profession of medicine uues 
biinameedof respect, ayhich its present or future members sliull 
haii^y 8u£|c%ntly pay; yet.it may tq^mlt a doubt, whctlier the cl.ishi

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explicit as it certainly is iu the general)) is not in |>arts, nather fan 
ciful and consirained, tlian natural or just, and more filted to con- 
i'us<^ tlftin to instiiiict. Such I conceive to be the case, in its appUca- 
i'mn to-some of the morbid states hitfcjrto distinguished as crysipela 
' (uus. 1 cannot sec the benefit or improvement to-result, from divorc- 
i^ig, uiuler separate heads, and by new terms, modes of local inflam¬ 
mation so often found associated, and so geiferally knowp by terms 
iit«fami)iar use. Krysipelas, as a local afiection, is commonly synipto- 
fljafic of some more general error of health, and arises from irritation 
of some, kibd, siipenidded to previous disorder'Of state and function, 
I'ither in the part, or the constitution, or both. As a mode of inflam- 
inution, it is not susceptible of strict and invariable deflnition, be- 
c.-iiise if is eminently liable to |;rcat and rapid change of sensible cj^a- 
racters, dependent on the varying state of the part and the, sy^lcm. 
'I’hc intlammation of erysipelas may and docs pass, in a brief inter- 
^val, from its most simple form of supcrilcial efflorescence, through all 
its inleriMcdiate states, down to its issue in gangrenous uiulefiiicd iil- 
•-cratioii. InflammatioB, intrinsically the same iu nature, will thus 
perhaps have assumed, iu a time, the successive, (ostensible,) 
characters of erythema, or Erysipelas simplex, E. vesiculosum, 
p/ilt gmonodfis, wdematosum, and gahgremsum; terms designed to 
diseriininate ^ot*differeat kinds of inflamination, but^thc contingent 
circumstances or actual state of a niodji, of inflammation, susceptible 
ol obvious chang^wto which the added terips have a relative and cor- 
lespuiulent applicatidh*' 

A case UteJy occurred in the Baltimore Alms-house, affording a 
vi:i-y interoRting display of that mode of inflammation which Br. Good 
lieflu'es as Erylhmia cedematosum, 

A man was "brought to tlie Alms-hoise early ii$ December, cx- 
i remely ill, with general panilysis, furtive delirium, and fever of 
the congestive typhoid Character, contracted by exposure to inq]^- 
nicnt weather, while working on the Baltimore and Ohio Rail-roa<^. 
On admission, an unusual fullness was noticed at ^he lop of the ster¬ 
num, extending over both stcmo-clavicular articulations. The»inte- 
guinent over that seat was prominent, as if either swelled by infiltra¬ 
tion, or pressed forward by^nc#mmon adipose* accumulation.: 't‘he 
pari w^s carefitliy examined, and suspicion was entertained that the 
ciilargemeiii was morbid, and belonged to those bad forms of'tstal 
inflammation, occasionally concomitant of typhoid fever of exalted 
irriLutioif, yet tllere \'^s neither pain of the part on presiSurC, nor the 
colbuiy tension, or heat attendant on/mflammation. The enlargement 
vva-i lifUked to cverv dav, 3nd manirc.>tU increasc'd in vnhinicand ex 
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tent of supface, becoming broader and more prominent. On th** third 
day after admission this part wore a faint red colour, 'which receded 
and returned as pressure was made or taken off; some heat tbo was 
, perceptible,’ and the part now^pitted slightly on pressure, giving 
signs of infiltration with softening or oedema. By tlic fifth day, the 
enlargement had extended half the lengtli of the right clavicle and 
two inches above the clhvicle on the neck, was a good deal rounded 
in front, and gave to firm pressure in opposite directions, evidence 
of deep-seated effusion. The character of the fluctuation was emphy¬ 
sematous, or rather crepitating as in comminuted fracture.'* The fluid 
was of moderate amount, and covered in by a very firm wall of inte¬ 
gument and condensed cellular membrane', and on this account its 
^dis charge by incision was not perfonnbd at the moment, but in cuti- 
sidel^tio^ of the propriety of an early evacuation of such collections, 
especially when forming around articulations, or adjacent to impoi 
tant cavities, it was decided not to postpone an incision longer than 
to tlie following morning. On the next day, the tumour, wliich had 
been the day before pretty much defined ia outline, rounded, nmf 
somewhat firm, had undergone a reiu\.rkahle defhmesccnce, was un¬ 
defined, flattened, and soft, affording scarcely a sign of fluid collec¬ 
tion. At the same time a very obvious fullness, witli some jiromineuce, 
was apparent tender the whole clavicular margin of the tight peclorul 
muscle, and the body of thatjmuscle was preternaturally prominent, 
and pressed forward, as Ipw dowii on tlie chest aajthe line of the fifth 
rib. It was apparent tliat the fluid which had bUen somewhat concen¬ 
trated the day before, was now diffused under the rigf*t pectoral 
muscle, and the end designed by incision was no longer ^Lttainablc. 
The result which the operation mainly contemplated to avert,' 
already accomplished. A dhcovery was made on tins' day, (tlie sixth 
after admission of the patient,) which seemed to import that the con¬ 
dition of parts concerned in the abscess was worse than our greatest 
fears had anticipated. While feeling around the part aftected, it was 
discovered that ev.^ry touch of the right clavicle caused a grating like 
that of fracture, anti on grasping tlie clavicle with the thumb and 
finger, and giving it pressure upward and downward, crepitation i\us 
perfectly distinct, and the movement of the clavicle itself so free, as 
to prove clearly the.fact of its complete disjunction at Ihosterdul cx- 
ti uptity* On drawing down, pressing up, or rotating (he arm, the cla¬ 
vicle'^ve the same grating oif the sternum, and tiie. same loose ]>Uy 
of ipoyement, as when itself directly pressed qn; the slerno-clavicu- 
lar articillation was totally broken up. This sial.c of parts arcouifled 
for the (supposed) emphysematous charactei »t ihe fluctuation ou 
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the lit'^ ihiy that fluid accumulation was detected, and the unfortu • 
ruite result seemeti to admit of but one interpretation; inflammation 
pf the cfillular tiss^e and skin around tlie sternal extremity of the cla- 
\ ir^, Had run on to that form of ulcerous sloughing abscess, charac- 
.^ei is^ic of phlegmoneid erysipelatous affection, the erythema of Good, 
'•^(pdiunaiose inflammation” of Huktbr; or according to Eable, 
SJTo.rr, and others, ^ diffuse inflammation of the cellular mcpibrane;” 
aiitk the steriio-clavicular ligaments were destroyed in ilie sloughing 
uk:crous degeneraiion. When this explanation wof the local''mischief 
^vas offered,* one of the pupils of tlie house suggested the probability 
of accidental fracture or dislocation, as a cause of the existing state 
of the parts. He had learned, that on the day the patient became 
'^ick, he iuul been in a frolic wiH\ many others, and had exerted hiior 
^(■if \erv much in wresfling, had received some hard falls, an^ idij^t 
thus have suffered violence^o the part, followed by the consequences 
described. A kind of injury, and a condition*bf parts very similar 
fo wiiat existed in the case before as, might possibly have arisen from 
the cause suggested, yet | adhered to the opinion first advanced, that 
>!)i< was a state of things wiioliyi independent of local violence, and 
'^frirll v svmptcunatic of the character of the fever. The patient’s ge¬ 
neral symptoms were milder at tins time than when he was admitted, 
vet I considered file local affection as betraying intense disorder of 
■ lie constitution, and giving most unp wipiti ous omen ofihcfinal result. 

On rny visit tfu? d^y following, the iiui’Se of the ward called my at- 
itnitiun to the leffm’in^f thill patient. He had found the wrist of that 
Kirill the evening before sore to the touch, and showing signs of in- 
'^i1anunatinn,«nd had a]>p1ied a bread poultice to the part. On the 
ncx^iftorning the wrist was swelled, high-coloured, and hot. The 
innauiination apfleared first in a circumferibed red^spot over the 
tnbcTcle of tlie ulna, at its radial junction, and in tiie course of the 
night spread around the whole wrist. The parts were now niuclj^ 
^welled, and pitted slightly on pressure; fluctuation could not be de¬ 
tected. On the third day, deep abscess formt^oiv, was developed, 
and a thin ])us, slightly sanious, discharged b^ free incision. After 
emptying the part by gentle pressure, the ulna rose over the radius, 
and was found totally Tree of attachment to that 5onc, its (Connexions 


being destroyed by ulceration, and allowing the carpal extremity of 
the ulna free motion; when moved it made very .distinct crepitawtni 
on the radius, and tiie same character of rough friction was produced 
in it^e cai'po-radial articulation, by giving movement to the hand. 

\frthe time tin* .abscess of the left^wrist was opened, the patient 
rejpie-tid me to (•x.'iminc his left knee, which was sore to pressure. 
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and very sensibly swelled; the tuinefaction was chiefly about^the iia* 
plantaHork of the tendon of the rectus and vasti into the head of the 
patella, and there seemed to be considerable effusion under »the len^ 
don. This enlargement differed in appearance from Uie inflantmatron 
on the sternum, and around the wrist, the former showing no signs 
of suppuration, the effused fluid appeared to be in the great bur^a 
under thq tendon of the rectus, and the whole swelling reseniblmg 
more rheumatic infiltration tlian phlcgmonoid abscess. , 

On th6 day following, the appearance of swelling, &c. around tl.e 
knee, tlie right wrist displayed an inceptive stage of inflamniatiun, 
intumescence, &c. similar with that of the left, but the patient now 
began to sink sensibly under the exhausting cftects of protracted 
f^*er, complicated with local irritations calculated to react with se- 
ru^ disturbing influence on the constitution, and his death happening 
two days after the commencement of the ufleciiun of the right wrist, 
prevented complctc ffevelopment in this new seat of symptomafu- in- 
flamin.ation. 


Kxaininaiion after deatli disclosed the ipUowiug slate of parts at 
the points of abscess formation. 'I'hc primary scat of the inalter at 
the top of the sternum was empty, but five or six ounces of gangrenoiH 
pus was found diffused between the greater and less pectoral museles, 
the matter accumuli^ted along the line of. the rigllt clavicle, chiefly 
toward its Iwimeral extremi ^5 no matter ^peared above the clavicle. 
'Hie sternal end of the^right^clavicle wkia'lo.os^jjepurate(l from tlie 
sternum, and standing above it. The articular sAvfuce, bare, rough, 
and sensibly wasted by ulceration, the iiitcrclavicular tiganieiit, tlie 
anterior and posterior, with the proper capsular liganienibor the riglit- 
clavicle, were destroyed, tiie end of the clavicle was of a deep dark 
red colour. The head of the sternum was, more than any oilier 


part, the seat of necrosis; it was carious for an inch downward, 
and what was remarkable, had separated into three pieces; one re¬ 
mained adherent to the left clavicle, (which was not disarticulated,; 
the middle portion lay loose and insulated, and a portion one inch 
long by three-fourths of an inch broad, was firmly united to the first 
rib of the right side and the right clavicle, the two latter remaining 
connected*by the rhbn^boid ligament. ^ The necrosed and separated 
portions of the head of the sternum, and the aaljaceiit part of the bod y 


oMhat bone, like the end of the right clavicle, were oi a dark red 
colour.* None of the matter of this uiidclincd gangrenous a)>scess^had 
invaded the cavity of the thorax; tlie membranes within, 'under the 
head of the sternum, were but little discoloured, and not sensibly 
altemi, e\copt by thickenins;. r 
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jiiis, was tfn^ same as had been found at tlio loj> of the storwum. Tin- 
wits disirtrcuic'ited; its coronary Jigtlineiif was dosfroved; l!u 
c.u’jKiTVnd of llie ulna bare, purliaJiy carious, and of a dark red ro- 
The caji-idar h«>;aiueiit of the carpus was also in part destroyed, 
ai^ till* anicidar cavity filled with sanioiis pus; the bones forming 
»hat. joint were all linged with the hue of inflifmmation, but the two 
hmvs eoi re-poniling most nearly to the carpal end of the ulna u'cre 
irtite bare of cartilage, rough, and of a very «lark red eoUntr. The

I IIKRK < an iir no doubt, I think, in the mTnds of those who have 
Miy j»nn (ical cn perieiice on the subject, that Pruf?sic acid is possessed 
of valuiSife, a,, well a', pow'orfnl properties, and yet, if I amnotmis- 
the (t.-<e <>l il ti'' a remediate agent has diminished in no si'vH 
• legj^n' witlini tlr ilir.*e nr four la^'t ye.**rs. This must bo attributed 
flu- e\trav.ii;,aid ptaihc (hat has been bestowed on il, to its having 
'U'cn'.'Ktolled Imi projievties which it does not p<»ssess. ami rccom 
iiKMided*:!" » pc* il'o iwi >b .•■■-f: t.vi-t which i( ha*' ’in*" been b»MTid 
„ \ » <\\ M i. i ■ 
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to exert little or no control. The pliysiciaii who expects fo cuic 
phthisis pulmonalis with Prussic acid will, probably, in every case 
be disappointed, and it is to disappointments of this sort we iiiusf 
look for the explanation of the fact, that this article is now rankc'* 
by most nicinbcrs of the profession below its real value. 

It is, however, a remedy tiiat should not be entirely overlook*■ h 
and whei^ employed ofdy in those cases in which its use is indicated, 
will be found not unfrequcntly a valuable auxiliary to the cura!.i\e 
means we already possess. It is not my purpose in this article 
give any thing like a full treatise on this medicine, but. to call the at 
tention of the profession to tt, by stating my experience < onceniin;j;, 
it, indicating some of its properties, and sopc forms of ilisease in 
which 1 have found it useful. I shall*briefly give the rosiiUs.to wl/n li 
I have arrived in my own mind on the subject, vvU)ii>ul. a dt'lail *0 
cases, and point out Hke preparation of the article which I have use»l. 
the compluinfa in which it has been exhibited, atid the itofiv in whic'i 
it has been administered. 

The Prussic acid which I first used wasJlhat known by the iiiiiiii 
of SoHKELF/s preparation, and is the same as that usually employ ed 
in Europe fin* medicinal purposes. It is very nearly of tlie sanu 
strength as that of the Pharmacopceia of the United Stales, bui i.^* lf-4- 
convenient, being more liable to decomposition.' 'n»is is owing to 
thcdouble distillation to which it is subjected in the process of making, 
which frees it almost enjtirely of sulphuric acid^ tly».t formetl aciuMiling 
to the pharmacopceia undergoes bui one'distillatiob, and a siinuiem 
quantity of sulphuric acid remains to prevent it from speedily dc‘com 
posing. Of late years, therefore, 1 have used the latte.* allogethorr 
and have been unable to discover any difterence between the slrengt} 
of this, and ofa.,hat of Scheclc’s preparation.*^ 

In confirmed phthisis pulmonalis, I am satisfied that iln- Priis<«i< 
acid is of no servic e; on the contrary, I believe, that it is ortentimo 
injurious. When the lungs are ulcerated, or when there are tnherch*., 
in them in a stjate of suppuration, attended wilh a frequent pulse, 
chiUsf heat, and night sweats, this medicine* cannot be exhibited 
to advantage, and by "checking the cougli and exjiectoration, while 
the secretion of pus'eontinues, wiU frequently' be productive of mi.-. 

.•^The Prussic acid that T have been most in the liabit of using lias been madi' 
by Mr. Daniel Noyes, an excellent practical chemist of lliis rit). l have found 
It of very uniform strength, and have never known it to dciomporj.

number of subjects.. * 

liCpidemics de])end ifpon Jind owe their spread to a cause dilTus- 
ed through the, aii-<»f any region, and deteriorating in some obscure, 
nay the purity of tlie utin» 4 >])liere, nliich assumes itself a poisoii- 
ou', jH)wer, ami be«'mnes capable of jrenerating in living bodies sur- 
xiuiidcil by it a pre«lispo'-i<ioii to and preparation for a specific con¬ 
dition, ul' disi'aso: tliis “ ri/nleniir. coiistitlltion of thc ail'^Ms tllCll 
both a predisposing and exciting cause. Yet even epiiiginics, varied 
and powerful as they are in their inlluences, fail te-'Ulltu’t numerous 
indlviiluais within tl« spheres of their prevalcr..le, either from origi¬ 
nal and ojtposeil peculianties of h.ilut, or from engrossing, though it 
inav b** transient, eonditioiii of Imdy. Now contagion is a mere ex¬ 
citing cause, »«liich, in alfeeting a healthy individual, has to contend 
not only w ith occasional want or delicieiie.y of susceptibility, but also 
with almost universal absence of predisposition, which’^lone may be 
said to constitute a triple shield lA' defence. Ft dejieiids, moreover, 
for the ctlkieruy of it^ application upon near approach to its source, 
and upon a certain degree of concentration. These considerations 
oiler abunilant and satisfactory explanation of the failur^j of contagions, 
for the most part, to spread themselves in country places and in thinly 
populated neighbourhoods. Lei it be rcgaixled th<*n as pn>of of igno¬ 
rance and presumption, to put on tlte common air of triumph in sug¬ 
gesting tlie question, “Why Dengue, being contagi«JUS, did not ex¬ 
tend itself over thc whole surface of our continent.’* 

It is.<usjudly a difficult task to point out the precise source and 
origin of any f<»rm of di;^‘,ase, yet the difficulties are not in all ca^f's 
insurnunintablc.

the atteni|)t has been iiuiuriuusly futile. Not so, ho^ve^er, in the in- 
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stance of Jocal cpiilcinics, aniunp; which l)ciij!;iu‘, if iK coiitairicuh'ii.i 
ture be denied, must of course be ranked.. 'I'hese are iil\vsi\s limit' 
ed t<» particular season an<l (einporaliiro, as pneiinionia typ^joides, or 
to certain localities and circumstances of soil and surface c*onjoif.il^ 
with season and temperature, as bilious reiniUent, dysentery, and 
yellow fever; or to |)articular and cognizable alternation of condition!- 
of the atmosphere, shown by the Ihermometor, hygnnneter, ainl ba¬ 
rometer, of which catarrhs and pleurisie.s, &.c. furnioh «*X(‘mpijhea- 
Cions. *But Deiigu« has in its brief history shown no cjirrespondeiire 
with any of these, being neither liiiiiled by season of the year m»r 
locality, nor any cogirr/.a5]c aimosphei ic changes. 

Dr. Osc.oon of Havanna, has suggested that its catise and m igin 
arc identical with those of yellow ie\er, and such an opiniofi from 
au1lh«ii’iiy so respectable, ineiits u deliborati' iej)ly- I would |u'e>i*nt 
the following «liscrei)aneies as sunitieni to reMiuve all suspielon ol 
any relation or coiinexiun between tlic two d’lst'n^es. 

Yellow fever in Charleston ocrurs only in llu' autuinnal inonllH, 
prevailing in August, September, ;ni(l Oiioher. I hme nof known 
of a case earlier than the ^oth of ,fu1y. Cow ha\e e\<‘i‘ appeal'd iii 
that month. It is the disease f)f strangers, oeea''ion:il! v aitae.king na 
tivc children. I will not ab.-olatelv deny iliat it lias a-'Saded a iiaii\i* 

mi ^ 

adult or anjokl n^sidenf: but such instances are rare in tin- eMremi-, 
so extraordinar^n^^^deed, as scarcely to tieserve being notrd a^ i-\ 
ccplioiis. 'I'hey are. more inl'n'ipn-nt than seco.-nl iinaMou'* of im-a 
sles or small-pox. It liax never been known to a,-sail an Atriian 
negro. It never extend.', itself into the surrounding country, .ind 
notoriously respects particular ehivaled, airy, and saliioriou'* .-.pots ii. 
the city and suburbs. 

Dengue made its appisiram-.e here in June, aiuT spent iU lone In- 
fore, the einl ol July. It attacked promiscuously native udidis. i>ld 
. residents, strangers, and chiidicn; and negroes, wln-tlier natives oi 
\iiicans. It spread, as 1 will hercalter show, in the neigliboui inu 
country, and j^Ilowed no cxempiion to aii^- location cd’ town or sulmr 
ban residence. ^ 

I conclude this brief o:,say by a plain recital ol certain facts wlm h 
seem to me to affhril satisfacloryVvideiice in the pow'er ol Dengue jc 
spread itself ny contagion, f give the lii.story ol'ils iiitii;odin'lion into 
our city in the very words of the two gentlemen who fiiM met with it, 
concerning the weight and value of then testimonv, there vhe no 
necessity f«ir a single remark iiom me. ^

I shall'^nd olfi‘r a word of commeutni ^ upon tlio lucid and posiliM* 
'•tatein<‘nt'«i eoufained in ilu* roivi;oiiio; IcUcrs. 'riu*y ajipoar tome to 
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establish beyond controversy the fact that the Dengue was imported? 
and poini* out the instruments of this importation. 

If further proof be wanting of the contagious nature of tb? malady 
under consideration, it will be found in its tr^jnsmission by diseased 
subjects into communities and families situated far from the inHuence 
of our city atmusplysre, and of course removed from the epidtfinic 
disposition wliich is acknowledged to have existed. 

Amyng many instances to this purport which might be detailed, 
on Charleston Neek and in various points in the country, I have se¬ 
lected two as abundantly sulRcicnt for my present object. The par¬ 
ticulars of the first will b8 found well detailed in a note from a cleri¬ 
cal gentleman of great Intelligence and extensive reading. It may 
be proper to premise that Il;uhlril’’s Point is a high blufl^ projecting 
into eur harbour about four miles distant from Charlesbm, in a north- 
easterly direction, singularly noted for the unriv-alled salubrity of its 
air. During the prevalence of our endemic fevers, fbuhlril's bus, 
from time immemorial, proved a safe anti agreeable retreat. 


**Mt U£ab Sitt—In compliance witli your roque^t, J beg leave to slate such 
facts in relation to the Dengue as came lyithin ni)- pci-bonal eA])criciicc or ob¬ 
servation. My family resided last summer at the \illa|^o, Jlaildril’s, but I spent 
my time principally in the city until July, when the :ibavc-iueiiiioned*disease 
became prcviTiSi *. 

“Ueing seized Its symptoms, 1 retired to the village, and rcmainctl 
tlicrc until I Iiad rccovoretl my lu'altli. JSi'o instance of the disease liud occuiTed 
there previously, but a short time afterwartls set oral pci'snjis were attacked. 
Not njorc than half the adults in the same house with me became subjects to 
the tlisordcr, and their sickness did not commcTico until scwral weeks alior 


iny own. 

** A nclghluAir similarly {jitualcd witli mtsoll’ carried the ihscase from tin. 
city into his family, of whicli all the aihdt members became iiifeclial. 

“ Another m ighboiir, who had not visited the ei1y, was violently seized im¬ 
mediately after coming out of a close apartment where a negro was suffering 
under the complaint, which lie had contraeted in tow.n. 

“ In adihlion to the above statements, it may be proper that 1 should remark 
that most of the inhabitants of our village who did mit go to the cily diiriiip- 
thc prevalence of the disease, remained wholly iinaffectcil; and th.at tJiose who 

bad It without being- exposed to the ,rity atmosphere sulfcreil far less severely 
than others. * .

Ihe socoiiil insiauce, (with wliid, I sliull roiicluiU*,; reiers to a 
plaiitatjon lying 5?outh-wcst of Charleston, iiliout three iaile.s beyond 
Ashley River. 1 give the history as I received it from the family 
physician. Dr. .1. A. Johnson. ’ 
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“‘Mr. nf Adams was Uic first of lus family who was attacked with Dengue. 
About the first of Aiigfust, Mr. A. with one of his negroes, had occsft*ion to visit 
Ojiarlcston^ about a week afterwards tlicy were both taken ill. Mrs. A. who 
bad^nut been to town, w-as next seized, after an interval of about a week. The 
disease tlicn went regulaily tlirougli the family, (a large one,) witfx the excep- 
tiui^of,but two.** 

A similar extension of it cimong the negroes tyok place, though not 
to :^grcat extent. J)r. J. adds that there was an obvious difference 
in the degree of violence between the cases of those who had been 
exposed to city air and those who had not, the lUtter suffering more 
slightly. 

’J'Ijis distinction was indecil generally observed, yet it was not in¬ 
variable. , Some rert/ neerre, rases occurred under my own notice on 
the Neck and in (he suburbs, among persons who had not exposed 
Iheuiselves by visiting the i\iy. * * 

, 'riie importatice'of.the subject will, 1 think, Justify the minuteness 
of <let;nl into which I have gone in the relati«)n of the facts above set 
d*j\vn, [ ofler the same apology for the use 1 have made of the names 
of (hose, from wiioni I derived Viformation; it heeiiied to me that the 
valor of my .‘iidhoritics w'oiihl thus bo better known and more fairly 
e‘^tim^lted. I liave (*mplovi’tl tli»:ir very word-, in order that 1 might 
.ivoid the rlaiiger crt‘ mingling my ojnniuns and inferences witll the 
plain recital of inrideiils, from which every one^ ‘-’..euld be left to 
flrnw his «>wn de<luc(ion<.

At ten \\ M. on the night of the ^2.>th ATarcIi, 18'28, f w'as c;alled 
ill haste to see Mr. .lames Hill, merchaid, a young gentleman of 
moral^habits and tine liealtlu whb it w^as said liad been stabbed and 
was d_)ing. 1 bniml him ten minutes after the reception of the in¬ 
jury, iNiiig on his hack, covered with blood, and with both hands 
holding'llie edges of the wound firmly in contact. The w'ound was 
a Ijttle below the eTiternal abdominal ring, and just exterior to the 
spermatic cord of the rigiit side, amj nearly in the direction of a line 
tlrawH from the n])per portion of the syiiiphy&is pubis, to the inferior

spinous.proi css of llu* ilium. A large tumour extcntltul from ilio. ilium 
to the pulfcs, jiiul the right half of the scrotum was (listcrnlcd to fom

[ relieved the patient from tlie necessity of closing tlic wouiid,'''liy 
placing the forefinger of my left hand over it. At tliis nioineul, (the 
hajiiiorrhage not being effectually restrained,) the blood llew'tolhe 
distance of several fcet. It was not known, at the time, with uliat 
instrument the wound had been iidlietcd, and although the external 
orifice did not exceed fivc-i;ighths of an inch in length, tin* frightful 
quantity of blood, in which he was literally drenched, together with 
what he had previously lost, the l old surface of his hody, and a puUi* 
scarcely perceptible, convinced me that'he was not in a euiulitioii to 
sustain further loss. 


l^was not satisfied what vessel hail sustained the iiijurvj the silua- 
tlon oftlie wound, logethcr with tlic greilt si/.e of. the tumour on 
pubic side, and the cnuriiinus disleiilion of llu? scroliini, seemed to 
indicate that it was the spermatic artery.

])rs. K. ff. (‘amI’ niiT.i.and S'rrni lia\iiig come to u\\ assistance. 
1 made an incision, two indies in length Iroiu tin* wouml, tow'ards 
the symphysis pubis and over the most prominent part ol me tumour. 
Alter going as d<*e|> as priulence semneil to <anclion. and fnnling m»- 
thing but an injScted ecllnliir structure. auotluM-incision, three iiu he-, 
in length, was made tow'ards the 'spinous process of the ilium, in the 
direction of Poupart's ligament. So soon as the .skin and eellolar 
tissiic were dhided by this incision, the blood gu.shed forth with con¬ 
siderable velocity^ I instantly ]>assed inv linger into the opening, 
and •juideil by the warm jet of blooil, placed it on the femoial artery.

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case j.o compresses and a bandage. 'I’o secure Oie vessel conveniently, 
it was found nexessary to make an incision an inch and'a half in 
lQii<;th, yf the <lirccti<ui of the femoral artery. (Constant pressure be- 
inj:;»neces'sary to pre.venl a recurrence of hicinoriiia'^c, some dilKcuUy 
was encounlere.d in passitij^ llie ligature. It was, however, finally 
cftflPcted by a directory and needle, w'hich last instrummit was firmly

The wound 
presented a healthy aspect^unlil the 2rth, at which lime its appear¬ 
ance was irritable, and the discharge.unhealthy. 'I'his change was 
produced by circumstances of an exciting and disagreeable naluK^. 
Ordered a more nourishing diet. From this to tlic 31st the. improve 
ment was rapid, at which lime the wound was entirely cit airi/.ed. 

Air, Hill has since enjoyed uninterrupted health, ami expeii^oires

The principal opinions entertained respecting this limeiion may be 
divided into the physicai^, chemical, and vital theories. 

Ist. Physical tlietfries. —Hokuiiaavv., MALrioiii, llAi.t.KR^- &c.

that the "Vessels diminished grailiiully in lit proportions to the. si/.e'ol 
the globules of that fluid, 'fhese considerations led the.m to believe, 
that all secretijuis were Ihet result of mcc/umirat Jiltrutioas. Other 
physiologists compare the secretory uesaefs lo a roll of colton, which, 
when plunged into a mixture, would only attruet the 1bii<. willi 
whittli the cotton had lu-.eii provinu.'^ly imbued. Dr. from 

a series of e\periments lately performeil, t*\asled to coiisiilec e\. :ila- 
tion as a simple transiulatioo, and absurption us an .letion of imlibi' 
tion. lie asciibes these tuo phenomena to (he rajdlhirily of the lis 
sues, and asks if it were possible, to extend thi.s explanation itt (iiili 
cuhir ami ghiiidiilar serrations. 

2d. Chemical iheories. —The supposed havia of some ancient l>hy- 
siologists is too absurd to rer|uire notice. 

Bku/.ki.ius, a great name in chemi««lry, explain^ seen'tions by an 
electric influence. Messrs, Pucvosi and Di mas a^srit that the se¬ 
creted fluids are the, product iW a isalmiir caused by the glo¬ 

bules of the. blood, eliiclu according to t'inun, ■iepi e'>ent oi' stand J'or 
so many galvanic plates in a stale oi'action. In (his re.'«]>ei't the ob> 
Rcrvalions ol Dr. Fodera, who has nMnai ked Ih.ri a stieuhi ofelr';;..'!- 
city excited (ransiulat ions, fax ours very mueli ihe position t>f these 
eelchratctl experimenters. ^ Still I helieve (hev Iik . e (alien into an 
error in ascribing lo (he globules of the. blood what really belongs to 
(lie vesicles or globules of the tissues of (be, organs. 

3d. Vital theory. — 'fhis 11m‘oi y originated with SiAiii., and was siijj- 
ported by IIokokc, by JIakthk/, and flicoAr. It sujjposcs in every 
scerptory organ a kiml of <ligebtivc action; but xve. are entirely un¬ 
acquainted with this peealinr ori^anic ami vital clal/nralion; so that 
wo, are no%v just as lar remove.d hR)m g, knowledge of the. process as 
‘•ver, and as ignorant of its nature. 

A word iicAV on Dr. Dut rochet’s views on this subject before giving 
my experiments. 

All the Ussu<'-, or organs of animuls :ire essentihlly composed of 
agglomerate.il, globular, oi ve-^icularcells. This lac.t lind been partially 
announced by and not lung ago contirmed byJie re¬ 

peated microscopical observations of one di ilie most accurate ob- 
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sctVierH <Sf unr age, l)i*. Milnk Edwahhs. This great ami luminous 
truth, that all tissues can be sol veil iiitii globules, as an elementary 
torin is gft universal, uiuJ tliese eleinents or monads are, every way so 
sirrilar, that w'heii observed wilh the microscope, it is diihcultto dis¬ 
criminate, parts of the brain from the liver or the tissue composing 
iliiy oilier organ. This uniformity of eie,montavy formation of the 
.oar,encliytna of all (lie parts of organi’/.ed bodlbs, proves tliat they 
diiler only in the nature of the substances that tlie \esicular or glo¬ 
bular eclls contain, and of which the organs are,entirely composed; 
and according to Dr. Dul rochet, it is in these cells or vesicles that 
secretions occur, and they furnish the lluiii proper to each organ, 
which ilnid is probalily transniitted by transudation into the excretory 
canals. Thus we see that act'ording to this author the vesicular 
nJrncmro is the shic qua nan ol all secretory actions. T5y J.his 
M--icular fornialioi^ of the ttssues of our orgaii«, we possess the indis- 
I^.MiMilile and fiuidainenial (ondition for Ihe ju-odnclion of endosmose 
.iinl e\o'.niose, into which all llie vital aciitnis arc to be ic'^olved.

it is towavds the negative pole that the current is <lircctc<l, and that 
a similar c urrent is also produced by alkalies; and hence the* reason 
they both produce endosnioar^ and why the positive pole and tlic achls 
cause the same efTect, racomiosc. 

Thus we do not only see the similarity, but evc^n the identity jI' 
action oijendosmose ahd the polos of a galvanic pile, and I hat thtf im¬ 
pulse given to the licpiid is owing to an electric curivnt directed from 
the positrve pole, (zme, or acidf or less denser) towards the negative, 
(copper^ or uUmli, or 9«orc dense,) and hnaily, it is to this action thal 
the accumulation of lic|ui»lH Jii a liollow organ is owing, and soon pro¬ 
ducing and constituting the/c/rgnZ slate: Thus ciidosiiiose. and ev- 
osmosc entirely di'pend upon electricity, 

10^. Dr. n. compares the hollow organs wltich present either of 
these vital phenomena to Leyden Jars, with-permeable parietes, then 
interior being occupietl by an electricity in an opposite to tha* 
existing on Ihcir <‘xtcrior, and that since the current of tlie liipiid i-* 
always direxted to the. side negatively electrilieil, it follows tlwj« 
whciu'ver the interior of these stnall Leyden jars are negatively elec - 
tiified, cndosinose occurs; their cx.lerior, howe\er, being ])ositi\c‘lv 
electrified; and if liiesc stales of elerlricify be* reversed, we shall 
have exosmose, 

I have already remarked that the tissues may be resolved into nst 
rJes or globules, and that they are in fact made u;» of an agglomera 
lion of these vesicles. Now everyone of these vesicles, in their n.i 
tural state, are filled with a lic^uitl denser than the surrounding water, 
they consequently produce endosmose; and they thcrelcf-e actfas so 
many lAtifdenJars^ negatively electrilied within, and positively with 
out. • 

It results from this view of the subject, that the < u.cum or crop oi 
a fowl, made perfectly air-tight by ligaturcis, may be consiilered a 
hollow organ, the parietes of which are composed oi' an inlinitv oi 
these Leyden jtirjf, their interior being negative*,' and their exterior 
positive. liut according to the laws of eh'ctricity, the ccrcuin or ciop 
may itself be considereil as a larger Leyden Jar, being in the same* 
state of electricity. Dr. 1). fartliA* suggests that if a hollow sphc'n* 
could be constructed with small a^iomerated Leyden Jars of glass, 
being all positive externally, and negative, internally; this sjiIutc* 
woiiUl itselt be .a Leyden Jar of the same kind. 'I'lns explain'' beau¬ 
tifully why an empty enxum placed in water,^permits tiuit lluid to 
permeate ami distend it, and thus produce a slight endosmose*; and 
this action most satisfactorily explains 1h»* two casi-s ol sudden itV'<»psv. 
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mcnlioiicil by J)r. Chapman iu hi» clinical lectures; the one.a gentlc.- 
iiian from Boston, tlie other from Virginia. Both became dropsical im¬ 
mediately after coming oUt of a bath; they had previously talccri violent 
oy^rcise; one of them took the warm, the other the cold bath; but the 
same result happened in both. They were at this time, to all intents 
ajjd jmrposcs, in the state of a l^cydcn jar, negative within, and po¬ 
sitive without; hence the endosmose, and theif dropsy. The same 
iiiuy be said of a swollen drowned body, which has also been made 
by the action of endosmose. My experiment on the skin of 
a rat, to a Certain extent, tends to prove the same position, although 


II was an exosmose. , 

11 th. That when a ccccum containing a denser liquid is placed in 
:i fluid less dense, this lalter passes within that viscus; but there 
vx'ists at the same time a feebler current from within outwards. 
'I’his fact is particularly j;xeinplilicd and demonstrated in on^^my 
experiments on tlie sulphate of iron, in w-hich the water surrounding 
the r.njcum contained some iron that evidently had oozed out by this 
feebler action, exosmbse, while the caxuin continued to become more 
and more turgid. * 

IStli. Thus it is demonstrated that there cxis^ts simultaneously two 
currents, endosmose ami e^tosinose, bofii going on at the same time. 
Then, when we tliat a substance produces endosmose, whenever 
put into a hollow organ, w^e mean to say that there exists a weaker 
current from withjp outwards, besides the one producing endosmose; 
so that endosmose and cxuslnose both exist at the same moment in 
the same organ, or rather in the vesicles composing each organ. To 
this ' ligneous double action \ve may ascribe, in organized beings, 
the movements of romposition and decomposition, or nutrition; inter- 
stitial id>sorplioiiii\\i\ serous r^rhalnimi, aqjil external ttbsorption; cuta¬ 
neous absorption ami exhalation; the irrigation of the secretory or¬ 
gans by the blood, and the respective secretions of tliese organs, 
which secretions occur in each vesicle that constitutes chemicalJUfers, 
ih a word, ail those functions are the result of this double movement 
or action, endosmose. and exosmosc. , 

h is ascertained that electricity produced by liie contact of two 
heterogeneous substances, giyes isse to two electric currents passing 
in opilTisite directions. In the ])receding experiments we have seen 
that two hetei-oiieiwous lupiids nearly iu contact, that is, simply sc- 
paraii^il hv an organic membrane, jiroducc also an electricity which 
is manifested by*two opposite currents. \ most iiii|iorfant tin t fm 
the Vxperiinental philosopher, ie>uUing liom thi'se iwpeninents. is. 
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the diftcreiict* of force alway s attciidiiij^ these eleclric and Cipposih' 
currents.^ 

ISth. Tliat many of tlie substances whicli arc daily used as ai ti 
cles of food, such as milk, the albumen, as well as the. yelk of epajs, 
solutions of gelatine, gum-water, water sweetened with sugar, and 
most extractive principles of vegetables, and evtm opium, produsit' 
endosniose. Alcohol*at 36° is one of the most powerful agents ol 
endosmose; but when largely diluted with water, on the contrary, 
it produces exosmos^. Now, this perfectly agrees with every days ob¬ 
servation and experience. We know that alcohol very much diluted, 
or given in any preparation,into which this article enters in small 
quantity with water, is an f:xccllent diaphoretic or diuretic, acconl- 
ing as it may act, or rathn auu-iirdif ” to Hu* deirrt'e of tenipcraiiire. 
whil^tlic immoderate Uae of ardent spirit, is •d'liMi JII.K h> la 
bouring men in this country, produces infl/Lniiiiatiuns or coiigostinns, 
or extravasations, or ellusions in the. brain, lungs, spleen, liver, &c 
The former mode of administratiun producing cuvatnose or diapiio • 
resis; the latter mode, eiulosiuuse uv congestion; hence the al)s»u’dUy 
of tlie administration of alcoliol in immoderaie <|uanlil.\'whenevej 
there exists already a congestion, as in typhus or tyjihoid ilisease'-; 
and again, we arc now able to account why diliiied vegetable acids ol 
every description arc very beneficiul in diaj rlncii, and in levers in 
which tlie gastro-intcstinal canal is primitively aH'ectcd, ami in whiih 
the lesion and the fever, its symptom, are to hit Ipealed-

lures, of tlie use of acids in some very stubborn cases of diarrlKen. 
The reason why vegetable acids are useful in fliesc ;i(lec$,M)ns«ii.-' In- 
cause they produce exosmose. 

14th. That a higher temperature auginmits the intensity of tin- 
endosmose; hence, my first series ol’ experiment.-, being pcrfoi metl 
when the thermometer was much higher than at any time when Dr. 
Dutrochet performed his, the endosmuse in mine was proportionately 
more active. l,may also have used my gum arabir .-,olutiuii rathei 
strmiger than Dr. D. which would also cause a inort*. inltuise eiidos- 
mo&e. This fact perfectly agrees with the experiments nf M. Hi-.f- 
<iL'KUKL, in which he has proved the <*levaljjm ol'the temperature in 
e.rcased the iiitiujsity of the electric current.

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I mill'. Hut on opcniiij^ llic ca'cum a few hours afterwards, the 

iiittu-nn! surhicc is found lineri with a pseudo-membrane composed of 
roa«;uI^k'd iilbiiimMi. Now, it is w'ell known that the coagulation of 
ahvumon is one of thf eftects produced by the current of a voltaic 
batfei;}'. 

• It has been proved by the experiments of Dr. T)utrochet, 
tliqt the'^ij^c of nutrition of vegetables consists entirely in aiaovcment 
t>r action of eiidosinosc ;iiid exosniose; but these physico-organic ac¬ 
tions acknowledge for their principal cause, electricity; consequently, 
dlls agent c»r power is t!ie principle of the life of nutrition, of vegeta- 
ides. That absorption, exhalation, and* secretions, constituting in 
hict die nutrition and life of the vegetable, arc all performed through 
yhe agency of this principle. 

It is pretty geiieraily known, that the justly celebrated Jlfichat, 
E.Voiii a inaliire coiisitleralfOn of all orgiiiii’Acd bodies, came to the 

• oiii.iusiou that the functions of life may be divided into two classes: 
die lirsr he called {niimul life, or ftrnctions of relation; the second, 
f',',otnir lift’, or funrtions if nutrifioun or vegetable life. This division 

dioiight by many not rigorously exact. It has been especially 

• i-iticised by Hi ikson, but not on a just foundation, and by Magendie 
in several notes of his edition of Hichat’s work, “ Sur la vie et la 
inort.” A1 though *we agree, to a certain extent, with the views of 
Magendie, that this division is “more brilliant than solid” in its de- 
fails, and when we minutely compare all animated beings, it is 
dinicult to say nlierc animal life terminates, and vegetable life 
begins, still we cannot help admiring the vast genius of Bichat in 

gt?her»lisation. Uis di>isiun is sufficiently exact for our pur¬ 
pose, whicli is to show that the functions Of nutri|:ion in man are 
performed prccisirty by the same laws as the functions of nutri- 
fiori in vegetables. But thesA laws in vegetables are endoamose 
and e.rosmosc or electricity. We conclude, from the similarity of 
these functions in vegetables apd animals, that they are in the latter 


also induced by the same principles; with this diftsrcncc, however, 
that in the ap])aratus of nutrition of vegetables no nervous system 
has cMT been positively demonstrated, while iii,rh** app.aratus of nu¬ 
trition of .animals we ohsen'i** a system of nerves peculiar to it, I 
mean iTie syi^pathctic or ganglionic system of nerves. 

This system, in the higher orders of animals, unites every org.Tn 
*n c!(»!•« relation and sympath\, and lias a superintendence o\eran 


the fuiii fions and vitjl actions of the organs. 

Itftli. M e havi‘ already remarked, Jhat every ti^'Sue is foiinefl bv 
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the agglomeratioti uf vesicular buiiici$, coniairung substaiiceii some' 
times liquid*, at others viscous and tenacious, find again solid, accord¬ 
ing to the different tissues into the composition of which tli/isc vesi¬ 
cles enterj they arc irrigated on all sides by blood flowing in i^^fi- 
nitely small vessels, and it is by a kind of iufiftraiion that the blood 
penetrated into these vesicles, (the scat, as it will be demonstrate*^, 
of all functions,) and?is therein modified. This vesicular st^LC of the 
tissues in animals, as well as vegetables, is the indispensable condi¬ 
tion of endosmose ^nd exosmosc, and we shall sec, that they dto 
really possessed of this physico-organic action. 

The morbid state of tlie solids, called inflammation, is a condition 
familiar to every one. It is, also, well known, that the soft parts in 
this state become turgid, and that the fluids, either remote, or im- 
medi^ely surrounding, are, by an vnJmown caune^ drawn, in great 
quantity, to the aficcted part. 

Here we are struck w'ith the similarity of this phenomenon with 
endosmose; the effects of which, as we know', are manifested by the 
turgid stale, and produced by a movement uf adjlurtion, 

'rhe arteries going to a part, thus circumstanced, augment in cali • 
bCf} in order to conduct, and pour more blood into the tissues of the 
inflamed part. The veins which come f«om this part are dilated b} 
the impulsion given to the blood, that this part, 'at tliis time, expels 
ill greater abundance, ami with more force. We liave, then, two 
forces, the one drawing the fluids to the affected ,nart—«>r (nljluniiott; 
the other, expelling them with greater hircc than in the iiormnl state 
—or imindaUuu There is no doubt in my mind, that iiiflaminniion 
is a phciioincnon of endosmose. ' «■ 

This same |ihcnomeiion exists also in a normal state, but in a 
smaller degree/ of iiitensUy. It is by this udJluHlon that blood is 
drawn into the minute capillaries, and it is to this same phmioiticnoti 
of adfluxion, that is owing, the emptying of the arteries after dcatli, 
when the heart has ceased to contract, and its impulsion, or vis d 
tergo, is at an cpd; and then the blood is found'accuinulated in tJie 
veins. This proves tliat tlie action of the heart coast's before the vi¬ 


tality of the tissues, (or rather of the component vesicles,) disappears, 
and explains the progression of the bhynl in the veins. 

It would also seem from this, that the supposed coiitractioii of tlie 
capillaries docs not exist; thougli 1 do not pretend t?) assert, tliaf, 
there arc iiol several other causes W’hich favour the progressiop of the 
venous hluiMl; hut I i annot agree, for inslimre, witii !)r. Harry, fhat 
it is ciiiiirlv cwiiij in .ilien'^phn ic and !•» tin* liilafation ol 
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<,hc. chest in respiration. To conclude, circulation is a phenomenon, 
having several causes for.its accomplishment, namely, the contraction 
jof the heart, and the endosmose occurring in the vesicles, by which 
Ih'? capillaries arc tuirroundcd, and which endosmose acts on the 
priiicijilc of a suckinsf and forcing pump, fyc. 4'^. This action of en- 
in the cajnllaries, and causing the CE^illary circulation, is 
dcscribS^y some French physiologists, as “a kind of vital aspira^ 
/ion oY^nciion, ^vhich draws the blood into the parenchyma of the 
organs.” . • 

1 rth. The same reasoning holds good, and is applicable to the pro¬ 
gressive movement of the fluids contained in the chyliferous and lym¬ 
phatic vessels, 'flic lymphatic ganglia, which are c.very where dis- 
^xirsod on.the route of these vessels, might be supposed, by a super¬ 
ficial observer, to hiiidei' the progression of these fluids^ on tW con- 
Irary, far from retardiiig^heir progress, they are placed here by na¬ 
ture, to favour, facilitate, and perform this great function; and this 
is again accomplisluMl by fmlosmosp, 

I8tli. Thus omlosinosc* exists in a normal state in the organs of 
iiiiimals, of course inflammation is tlie exaggeration or exaltation of 
this pliysico-organic action, and has been called by Dr. D. an hyper* 
endnsmoHe. ErretUc lurgUity is owing to the same cause, with 
this tlirterciice, that it happims as a nonnal action, modified by nerv¬ 
ous iivflueiice; but which normal action, if it were too often repeated, 
would become permanent, ami produce a congestion. 

My observations have already extended to so great a length, ^at 
the practical application of this pliysico-organic action must remain 
for tluiTfrcSfent, at least, untouched by me; and I must refer my readers 
to\hc last thirty pages of Dr. Dutrochet’s work, in^wkich they will 
find some of the ifiost valuable practical Wilts on the nature and cure 
Dr inflammation, on the modus ‘operandi of medicines and dietetic 
substances, on the.action of general and local blood-letting, &c. 
'fjiese thirty pages arc pregnant with many truths, and they ought 
to be sludietl by every medical man,

In the JBioliogniphical Notices of this Journal for November, I8‘J8, 
there is onCy entitled Observations on the Nature and 'rri‘alu>ent 
Erjsipel^y by WilliAm Lawrence, Ks<i. F. U. S. &c. In <»«?^a 4 *t oi 
his treatmeiit, he says, “ the most powerful, moans of arrt^stirej; the 
complaint, is by making incisions through the inllained skin, and th<‘. 
subjacent adipose and cellular textures. *’ This brought to remem 
brance a similar proposition J made, in the close of the life of the 
late WlLMAM Baynham, Surgeon, as recorded in the Philadelphia 
Journal of the Medical and Physical Sciences, for August, JH 32. I 
there^tl^te the probability, that scarificatinns through the snpcM ficiat 
vascular membrane, discovered by Mr. Baynham in 17711, wouhl ar 
rest the progress of erysipelas. 

Though I have never tried scarifications, yet the belief of the dis¬ 
ease being seated in this membrane, has inlluenced my inaiiagoineiit 
of those cases I have met witli since, and I think with sonn*. advan¬ 
tage. Soon after the inflammation appears it spreads in one direction: 
in the face it often begins in a perpendicular line from tlie forehead, 
along^the ridge of the nose to the chin: sometimes it moves towards 
the ear, and sometimes in the oppo.site direction. My inttMition has 
been to apply before the moving edge of the inflan?niation, something 
to alter the state of the yet uninflamed membrane, and prevent the 
accumulation of blood in its vessels, and excite the absorption of that 
already accumulated. . 

In toe first case that occurred, opodeldoc was applied befure I saw 
the j^tient, widi relief. Ldirected it in the next ease that I saw all 
round the edges with success. In ths summer of 1828, I met with a 
case in a poor emaciated woman, occasioned first from an extensive 
canes bf part of both parietal bones, and the upper part of the occipital 
and frontal bone^i; tlicn severe dysentery, and this followed by gene¬ 
ral anasarca and ascites, producing great emaciation and debility. 
Soon after these were removed, with every appearance of returning 
health, she was attacked with pain^n one shoulder and neck, which 
she thought was swelled, and believed to be rheumatism, which she 
was often aifected with; at the time she was unable to show the part 
aflected, and I left a solution of pearl ashes and laudanum, tube ap¬ 
plied when she got help. On reluming the second day, tlu*. afl'ectiori 
had spread all over tlie hark, and was evidently erysipelas. J direr.t- 
ed (he mixture to he ajiplied along llie. eilges of (he inihimmathin, hiit 
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for. want of assistance it was very partially done, yet with rriliel' when 
applied. >Soiue weeks a.ftcr this it began again in the middle ot tlic 
.t'iice, iuhI was moving towards the car; I directed the mixture betoro 
iM moving edge, aivl the disease was arrested at once. Another 
ease occurred in a man in good health; it spread all over the body, 
tlMghii^jind arms; the mixture, here gave great relief, and by the help 
»)f powcn vl purgatives the disease was removedf it returnedy^however, 
aboil ■; two weeks afterwards, and was relieved as before. 

'J'he. prc(;eding and attending fever is much increased and kept up 
l)y the pjiin of the iiiiiaraination; when the pain is mitigated, the fever 
diminishes, and when tlie pain is removed, the fever soon ^ves way. 
Meri’urial ointment, and even oil, arc said to mitigate the sufferings 
^ in this di.siiase also. I’hc fever always requires suitable remedies be¬ 
sides local apiiricalions, and no doubt in some, deep scari^Atiws 
may be rccpiired,. but iMiwcase of suppuration has fallen in my way for 
•a long time. I have seen one well marked case in a negro. 

Since reading the notice of the method of cure by scarifications in 
the American Journal, .k have found a copy of a letter from Mr. 
jlaynham to his friend, Dr. Collignokt, of Cambridge, containing a 
description of some preparations of the skin, to show this membrane, 
sent to him from London.* This is dated May, 1779, the date toge¬ 
ther with .some interlineations, written with his left hand, which he 
' learned to use, in consequence of a hurt of his right arm, received 
in 180f». Of a part of this letter the following is a copy. 

Nos. 10 and 11. Two portions of the common integuments of the 
leg, prepared to demonstrate the reie mucosum to be a vascular 
memb1"iih^, and not, as has been generally supposed, a mere deposi- 
tibn of mucus. ^ 

No. 10, is a ptecc preserved wet, witbp different sections through 
the cuticle and retc inucosuin,*two portions of which are peeled off 
from the cutis, and liaiig down towards the lower part of the prepa¬ 
ration. The first section to.the right hand as you look towards the 
glass, is the cuticle and rete mucosum adhering toicach other: a part 
of the cutis above, answering to the size of tliis, being exposed, and 
appearing of a whitish colour, with small gi’anulated spots interspers¬ 
ed ay-egular distances throughout its substance. 'Diese specks I ap¬ 
prehend, arc wliat are commonly meant by the miliary glands; or ai 
least if they are not, it is iny belief that each is a proper apjiaratus 
ilesig^ied for some secretion or other, though I will iioi fake ujum me 
to gay what. In each of lliese the root of a hair lies Imrici!. '.d lliaf 
, probably it is from Iheuce the Imir >V*rives its nouri>lnui'Mi: l«uf be 
sides tjiis ihereare to«'\ci v one(»f1heui. one. tvo, ami -win'-linn-s thiee 
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processes *of,the cuticle. I call ihciu processes of the cuticle, because 

I have no Jjcttcr name to give them, but they may be the excretory 
ducts of tlieso above-mentioned glandular spots, for aught 1 kiiov-' to I he 
contrary, as they plunge immediately into tiiem: through the rete. n'»u- 
cosuin, in which you will please to observe t^erc arc distinct aiiil re¬ 
gular foraminsc, answering to tliese processes, and which arc no'«loul>t 
occasioneijL by their psTssing through it from their origin, (iTHTiey^are 
excretory tubes,) to get to the surface of the, body, or vice versu, if 
considered merely as.intcriial productions of the cuticle. Tlie siruc- 
turc of iliesc granulated appearances I have been speaking of seems 
to be simply vascular, appearing to be convoluted vessels, when jn-e- 
pared for and viewed with a proper glass.' 

The second piece of No. 10 is cuticle only, separated from tin* 
rete iMiposutn, the external surface of which is seen above, witii a 
line red blush upon it, and having a piece (fl’ blue jiaper insiiuiate»l 
between it and the true skin, in order to show it to greater athan- 
tage. In it are observable the foraminse 1 have just mentioned, and 
upon the cuticle below may be seen those processes niis\v(u-iiig to 
tliem, standing forth from the surface about a straw’s breadth in 
length, smaller at the points than at their attachment to the cuticii', 
which may be called their base. When vicw’ed with a common mag¬ 
nifier, the vessels upon this wet portion of the rete mucosum may l)e 
distinctly scen^ but to make them still more, apparent, the piece No. 

II was prepared in tlic manner followirig: 7 — 

The cuticle and rete mucosum, while tlic parts were }et w'c.l, 
were separated from the cutis, but left attached -to each oilier; llu*ii 
the parts were pinned out to dry, .and the preparation afterwards put 
into spirit of turjienlinc. Here I might observe that the separation <*»l 
the rete mucosum from tlie true skin, was always mhch easier dune 
than between it and the cuticle, which was not effected without a 
good deal of care and attention. The lowermost thick part of this 
preparation is composed of cutis, cellular membrane, &c. from 
which was stripped the thin portion above, by which it is suspended, 
and which consists of rete mucosum and cuticle togctlier, the drying 
having destroyed all distinction betyrecn them, and makes Ihe.m ap¬ 
pear to be only one membrane, and from their thinness and transparency 
one would be led to believe that to be really the case: both incnihrano'- 
have however been adhering to one another, and dried in that sbitc: 
the cuticle being next to the ptaper, and the. red vascular .ipp''.nraii( t 
which is immediately exposed to view, is the inte’'ual suri'at e ol die 
relcmucosum, wliich in it^ nalui'il sitiintioiu lie." in t.oiitact with, iind 
is <’iuiliected to lii<; Irue "kiu hv i(" pioper les'^ei-. fie* ordr i <d 
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I'uijiificliiioii is pantUel to the Buri'acc of the skiriy and forms a most 
lej^ular and hmuliftd appearance} when viewed with a com- 

ruon ny)^nifyin{; glass. From this mode of distribution it is evident, I 
lidfik, that they arejnot perspiratory vessels, unless we admit the 
doctrine of transudation, and say the insensible perspiration is thrown 
dll'through their coats, which seems very improbable. It is extremely 
diOkuiruo say from whence the vessels of the rete mucosum spring: 
they ate most likely twigs sent oiF from some of the numerous cuta¬ 
neous arteijjcs and veins, which must be necessarily broken in de¬ 
stroying the connexion between the two coverings. The circumstance 
of my having injected that part of the anhnal machine which had here¬ 
tofore b(‘on considered Si inorganic, has made some little noise among 
%ihe inedicul {)Cople here, some of wliom have done me the honour of 
calling to satisfy their curiosity, by getting a sight of the piepara- 
tions. Amongst.tlic lA^ynicd of these gentlemen, were Messrs. J. 
dhiNTKu and ('uuiksilvnkh, Drs. aiulMKCKKL, and some others; 
all of whom uppcuml to be convinced, and Tiiade me complinf^nts 
on the occasion.’’ • 

In answer to this, Dr. Collignon writes from Cambridge, 16th of 
May, 1779.

“ And now my go{»d friend, give me leave to thank you for a most 
invaluable addition to my preparations, and which I assure you 1 
. pi i/.e biglily, for your, as well as for their own sake. They have but 
one fault; they anf too elegant and casta shade over tiiosc I possessed 
belbie.

In Mr. ISaynhUm's remarks on tlic margin of his copy of Gruik- 
kiiankson (lie Absorbents, he cMls this his membrane, in contradis- 
linction to ('ruikshaiiks’, representing it, as I have dune, in the ac- 
iounl of his life, in the Philadelphia Journal.

The, subject of. Bus case is Captain Stephen Elliutt, a rcspcH'lahlt'. 
citizen of this place, aged forty years, wlio liad enjoyed perfuL.,^ go</>i 
health until .August, 1827, at which time he was suddenly attacked 
with an alarming epileptic couYulsion, which threatened innuediuti; 
dissolution. Medical aid was speedily procured; a large 4|iiantily of 
blood being extracted, he was soon resuscitated, but rcmaintMi in a 
comatose 3 tate a considerable time. His health from that time gra 
dually declined, and he was the subject^of epilepsy every om-, 
two, or three weeks, as the exciting causes acted with more or h'ss 
intensity* Great languor and lassitude succeeded^ with an entire 
derangement of the healthy functions t»f thj system, attended with 
an excruciating pain of the left side, of the hea«l; and an entire lo>' 
of iSB sight of the lt^Ft eye, which produced intolerable anguish so 
loflg as he was the hubjcct of epilepsy. * 

i was of the opinion, as well as other medical attendants who saw 
h^^ibat his complaint originated from a deranged state of the sto 
mill^ and bowels, as there was considerable tor])or <if the uliinentaiy 
consequently, cathartics were adininister(;d to a consitlcrahle 
eai^nt^ ficcompanied with repeated copious blootl-letling, with little, 
or/no benefit, with the exception of lessening tin! excitability of the 
system, thereby relieving the urgent symptoms for the time being. 
He VM tlien put on a course of calomel for tln> purpose of producing 
that object being accomplished without tlie leuST amend- 
we camertu the conclusion that there was no other alternate e. 
^crating with the treljihine, as the epileptic c6nvulsluns becaiin' 
u^re frequent, and such rapid destruction of his general health, that 
hilk bfe was despaired of. Accordingly, on the 10th of October, 182K. 
being fifteen months from’ the first occurrence of the convulsion.s, as- 
sisted by several fncdical gentlemen, a circular piece of bone was taken 
out fmmediately from that part of the head where the pain was most 
acute, being on the left side of the os fronlis, one-eighth of an inch 
from the coronal suture. 

The bone was considerably diseased, rather of a carious ami spongy 
nature, and somewhat thickened; as the trephine was going through 
the bone, the pain was so insufferahle that we iiad to demist every 
one or two turnings ol the instrument to ]»revejit excessive juTyoii' 
tremors. * 

On the instrumententering tin* dipioe, the lia’inonliage, wa'- 
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considerable as to produce alarm, inordinate haemorrhage from such a 
quarter being ciuite a noyel occurrencej in a few minutes, however, 
'ihc^lischhrgc of blood ceased, arul there ensued a dischai^e of serum, 
which continued until*suppuration took place. As soon as that effect 
w^s produced, a better slate of tilings was observed; the h^th of 
(he pailent gradually improved; no recurrence of the convulsions; 
pain "in the head disappearing. In thirty days t!ic wound cicatrized^ 
and lie was discluirged entirely cured, and now enjoys good health. 

There wa» no unnatural appearapcc of the. Aura mater,'and the 
brain pulsated with the usual vigour, as in health. 

U uill be perceived from the short a!id cursory detail given of 
ihe present case, tliat the cranium was tlic seat of disease, being 
thickened,- thereby producing morbid irritation and congestion, and 
epilejisy. 

It cannot be ihungiit a moment tliatthc subject of this case was 
‘(dioved so luncli from merely taking away with the trephine the 
small piece of bone, as from the suppurafion that ensued as a natural 
lonscjpnnjce; as a greater portion of the left side of the head waa in 
a state of disease, even ex^teriding into the superior maxillary jaw 
bone. 1 feel warranted in saying that the diseases arising ori^dlUj 
from the functions pf flie b^aiii and its appurtenances have never' IfSg- 
ccivod that aiteniiou which tlieir importance demands. 

It has been, and is still the opinion of the medical world, that the 
irephiue should ntfvcr be rpsorted to in any case whatever, except 
wliore tlicre is actually a ilcpression of the cranium; but this gentle¬ 
man having never received a blow, or sustained any injury on^.th^ 
part of the liead where the operation was performed, it follows that 
tiierc arc cases in which the trephine nuiy be rcsortjid to with suc¬ 
cess. other than tfiose of depression of bdne from violence; and 
would not be much surprised it*the trephine should hereafter be i^- 
sorttul to successfully in cases of lunacy, epilepsy, and a great many 
oilier affections of the head, that are suffered to linger out a loathsome 
and miserable existence. *

Some apology is, perhaps, necessary for oftering Ihe following re¬ 
marks to the profession^ bull tio not recollect ever having‘seen a 
treatise^pon the subject; and if authors on cutaneous aflcdionslifave 
mentioned it, it is those to whose works others, pcrha[)s like my¬ 
self, have not had actess. Judging, however, from the rmuedial means 
generally resorted to, and which, according to luy observatioji, rarely 
facilitates the cure, I am f<>rced to believe, that this disagreeable af¬ 
fection has not received a due share of attention, probably friini its 
seldom occurring in cities, and coming within ihi‘ (thserviltitui of me 
dical writers. 

It is known among country people by it.s title of poi'^on. The 
hands, feet, legs, face, and organs of yieneraiion, are t!ie part', most 
usually aftecied. It is contracted by tourhing eei iain plants and 
shrubs, and not improbably, sometimes by inhaliii'i;, or swallow¬ 
ing with the saliva, the odour arising fiom them. Many suppose 
that breathing the smoke of the poisonous plauis produces the 
disease. 

The shrubs most virulent are the poison oak, {Rhus Loxicoden- 
dron,) and the poison i%'y. The poison oak, or sumarh, grows in 
marshy lands, from three to seven or eight feet.' in height, with a 
smooth stem', the branches projecting almost horizontally from near 
the top. A milky juice exudes from a fresli cut or broken branc.Ii. 

The ivy is a vine common 1 bclie.ve to most parts of TiitriTnited 
States, growingtluxuriantly in both low ami high lands, running up 
stumps and trees, and attaching itself firmly to their bodies by iniiume 
rable fibrous roots. Many branches proceed from tin^ body of (he vine 
cohtaining stems three or four inches in length, with three leaves of 
an oblong shape and glossy green appearance on each. 1 once saw a 
boy, who was doubtful respecting the poisonous properties of this 
vintf, rub several leaves on the back of his forcuvm. 'flu; fmniiiig 
eruption in a day or«two producce^ a painful < onxietjon, which dis¬ 
pelled his doubts. 

Some good meaning, mystical, inai-v<‘limis p]i\>ii:i:ins, or favoured 
ladies Avith knowledge*, inlierent, •'ay t!u* hane, will pnoe tlu; best an¬ 
tidote, anil hence ailxise the torhiihb'n leaxe*- to h<* .eaten, Ixtffi as a 
preventive and l ure lo the estcriial disi'a-e. I iiavi* kiiown the ex¬ 
periment tried, whicii rc.-.nlle ! in e.u eiuplion, .swelling, re'lness, 
and iniolerahle itcliing, around tlie verge of the ami«. I w::s latelv 
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ajiplicd to by a mower, who was very much alarmed at the condition 
of his anus, whieli was very much swollen: an examination iinrne- 
salisliod me <|iat it was nothing but poison. I directed cool- 
inn; l^l^.•ltivcs for <\vo *)r three days, jrave him a box of ointment to 
< 4 >untt‘ract the indnmmaiiun, ami 1 heard no more of the case. 

After exposure, tin* eru]iiion appears in froi^j one to three days, 
riu* most prominent symptoms are, a slij^ht itching and rcd;icss, fol- 
b Weil by burniag se.n'-atioas, w hich soon become almost excruciating. 
'Die eruprmn. in most instances, is vesicularj *about the size of a

lad) will Jollow. it is not dangerous, thoiigli very troublesome. If 
it be entrtt'.led to jiosiltices, lead water, cream, solution of galls, or 
mild sootliiiig ungyi ills, or* lotions, or even to nature, it will gene¬ 
rally terminate in from five to ten days. 

The treatineiit wdiich T have in every instance found successful, 
consists in blood-letting, cooling laxatives of neutral salts, and the 
following unguent as a local a|iplication:-—li. Cnpri sulph. 51*5 Pre- 
cip. iiicr. rub. ,^i.; 'rcre.b. veil. 5".j*5 Axuiig. pore. ^i.— M. ft. iingt. 

On tlic’slightest admonition that the disease is contracted, I abrade 
the cuticle, or open the pimples, and apply a small, quantity of the 
oiiilrneul, wliich occasions a slight smartiifg, but agreeable, conipaired 
with the toniieiiting sensations attendant on the affection. One or 
two aiqilicatioiis with about twelve hours intciwening between them, 
will arrest the inflammation, lind in three or four days all marks of 
disease is generally obliterated. Venesection is barely necessary, 
e xcept the eyes, scroiuin, or some important organ be coucesmed. 
'Die above oiniinent ir, most eflicpjiit in arrcstiBg the progress of the 
coiujdalilit if applied ilie day*of its appearance; and though neglected 
for two, three, oi* four days, uill generally gi\e prompt relief. 

The affected parts should be kept cool, and the patient be ordered 
not tolfaiulle his body, without first washing his hands, after touching 
(he sores, as he. mi«iit thus unconsciously inoculate oilier part.s. 

VWiy some possess a coiisritutioual immunitv from this disease, is 
a que!?tion that I believe lias not been satisfactorily solved. Children 
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are susceptible whose parents never were poisonrd. Many rub them¬ 
selves with the baneful leaves without the slightest injury. Mulaltoes 
and n^;ix>es 5 light and dark complexions, appea*- equally susceptiHc. 
This susceptiMiity recedes as age advances. By simple contact with 
the vine or bush, we do not always contract tlie diseascj but boys sub 
ject to it, who run through meadows, get their feet scratched, and 
then toudh the vine, generally pay dearly for their temerity. 

1 shoulfl be pleased to have the cpiestion solved, why some haiifll 
with impunity what will so soon severely punish others. " Can it be 
possible, that some peculiar structure of the cuticle, or rcte mucosum, 
constitutes this idiosyncrasy? I have sqmctiuics thought that chil¬ 
dren, in the maximum of animal life, were more obuosious to the 
poison Bian those of lower rank in the vital scale. 1 do not recollect 

ever having seen a pale looking person ptusoned, at the same time, 
however, many vigorous habits are not siiscqitible. 

I have just learned that Dr. Hobsov of New York, sf>me lime 
since, published a small work on this subject, ajwl that it is his opi¬ 
nion, timt the disease is seated in the rcfie mucosuni. Willi tliis 
view I coincide, f«:r were the skin the seat, and the mucous surfaces 
oi^„different, by being so alive to impressions, SO quick in their m- 
gflAic perceptibility, the great extent of their sy'upailiies, &c. wo 
should .often have it in the form of piieunioiiic, gastric, or etUerilic in¬ 
flammation. I have seen the eruption spr<;ad to the corners of tiie 
mouth, but no farther, not even within the verge of the epithelium. 


XI. On I^drorachitis, iffitk Cases. Bv Solomov Tioicm., 
:C. M. D. of Philadelphia. “ 

Hyoborachitis, though not a very common disease, is of sub 
ficient importance to claim attention It is a dropsy within the spinal 
ran«l^ and is usually congenital^ commencing, in all probability, in 
the first months of uterine life. At birth it is characteriy-ed, in most 
instances, by a livid spot seated upon some poiiion of the spinal 
column, and most frequently in the lumbar region or on the sacrum. 
This spot very soon becomes elevated, and conveys to the touch an 
evident sense of fluctuation. Tlie tumour cither nqit ures at "this pe¬ 
riod and discharges a fluid, usually transparent an<9 resembling serifm, 
but sometimes thick, flocculent,*aml turbid; or it increases grad^ialiy 
and sometimes attains nti mormnus bulk. On some m rasiuns Ihe tu 
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tiiour is ruptured dil^lng parturition, and cases have occurred wherein 
no tumour existcti, w' if‘it had ever forincd must have rtJ'^tured a 
loiig time previous tijbirtli. When the tumour has reinained ’cntire 
for souie days after birth, the in teguments, yielding to the pressure 
ul'the fluid within, often bccuine thin, and sometimes traUSlucciit, 
exhibiting the sub-cutaucous vessels minutely a«d beautifully inject¬ 
ed. In sonic instances the skin retains its natural thickncsl, and in . 
Others it is rugose and lliickcr than usual. Most frequently there is 
adefeetive ossiliciition in the vertebrm subjacent to the tumour, but 
it generally consists in the absence of oiip or more of the spinous pro¬ 
cesses, the remainder of the. hones being perfect. In some rare in- 
stancf's, the Iransvcrse processes and bony bridges are wanting, and 
still more' rarely the Imdies thcinselves. Okks, in his account of spina 
bifida, allinles to cases therein there was no deficiency of bone. 

^ 'I’hese are the cliuraclers usually presented by this species of drop¬ 
sy. It is otleii cmmecieil m ith hvdrocephalus, probably nearly always 
^ihere it continues any length of time. Sometimes there is paralysis 
or distortion of t lie, lower extremities, attended by constipation or di- 
arrlirr-rt, ainl htraiigiiry fir ischuria, orthereisaii involuntary discharge 
both of fic-cce and uiino. Some patients are extremely dcbilitati^, 
others on tin; contKiry are healthy and vigorous, and in a few eases 
remarkably ii\ely and active, as I have witnessed in one instance. 
Few sulijects tif thjs disease survive many months^ of the two whichl 
have seen, one lived eight and the other four months. Instance 
are, however, recorded of patients living several years, and even to 
adult a**"''.- 

'I’hc essential characteristic of this spe'eies of dropsy, is its connec¬ 
tion with the cavy.y of the spine; and where it appeift's as an external 
tumour, there is always a dirqct communication with this cavity.' 
When entirely confined to the spinal cavity, I know no means of de¬ 
termining its preseficc with certainty: the occurrence of the symp¬ 
toms inciitloned above may induce us to suspect its existence, parti¬ 
cularly if they are combined with hydrocephalus or club-foot. 

Altliough this is properly considered as a congenital disease, ycl 
instances are related wherein it <>id not occur ifntil a few days after 
birth.* livNi'isi asserts that lie once saw a case, in a child witli hy- 
drocephalns, in which the disease did not appear before it was five 
years pld; and .1. liOi'is Au>in, that he witnessed a case in which the 
tumour ilid not make its a]>pe}irance until the age of twenty yeaiis, 
ImtTliese are cxccpfltms of no practical importance; in all probability 
• the last two arose from iiydroccphaluS or from accidental injury. 

The spociiiiitimis of most aiiilmrs upon hydrorachitis arc based upon 
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an erroneous pathology of the disease, anil tht:ir/vritings are only va¬ 
luable foi*the facts which they contain. It’is circumstance some¬ 
what singular, that a disease which must in all probability have evst- 
ed in the earliest ages, diil not apparenlly engage much attention 
until a period comparatively very recent. Little notice a]>peais !•' 
have been taken of the disease previous to the time, of Tuj.virs, who 
gave some description of it; but neither di<l he, nor any author of tljat 
period da more than call the attention of surgeons to the subject. 

Ruysch, whose rigid analytical inquiries have oiiriclicirvarious de¬ 
partments of medical scicnc^, seems to be the first who apprehended 
the real nature of the disease, lie called it a dropsy «f the nuMlulIa 
spinalis, and was, I have no doubt, led to this cifuclu'^lon from in¬ 
specting the kind of lesion which attended il, and the qaalirie- nf the 
elSused fluids, lie says, “If w'c cxamiiif' thi.s swelling judiei«>iisl\. 
it will appear as clear as day that it is a dropsy of o pan ofllie spinal 
marrow, and is almost the sapie disorder whit h, \\in*n it i-. seated in 
the head of an infant, is called hydrocepliulus. 'i')n* in\c‘stigations 
of this distinguished anatomist were mailc about ihe eb»e of (In* 
seventeenth century, and aftbrded a clue to the eorr<*e< padiology of 
the disease, but 1 am not aware tliat it was <*vev fuiiy pursued. Sidi- 
seqUent writers have viewed it as the coiiscqueiico of a lesion of some 
part of the bony structure forming the vertebral canal, and have con¬ 
tributed to-perpetuate the use of the term by which it has been erro¬ 
neously designated, and which alone is intelligible to most medical 
men at tlie present day. It has rarely been suggested that the defi¬ 
ciency of bone may have been a consequence falher than cause of 
the disease. J3r. Unukhwood was aware of the importance of liuysch’i> 
observations, ankl mentions, rather hesitatingly, the real cause. 1 
shall endeavour to show that the disease is coeval with, or anterior to, 
the formation of bone in the foetus, and probably anterior to the car¬ 
tilaginous form which bones assume, intermediate*between their gela¬ 
tinous condition and the deposit of bony mattei> 1 shall, for the 
present, confine myself to that variety of the disease which manifests 
itself by a tumour at tlic lower portion of the vertebral column, as 
1 have had no opportbnity of- cxaimning others, and (he dissections 
heretofore made are not suflicicntly minute to warrant defliu tions 
from them. In these cases there was probably a displacement of the 
lower portion of the medulla from a distention of its meiiihranes, 
whicli must have occurred while the parts were yet* soft anil yield¬ 
ing. In the natural state this poi-tion projects iii(.o tiiat part of -the

aii<l protect it. As tlie jjmeess of ossification advances no channel or 
panaris left fur its aeeoiuiitodiitioii in the sacrum, which its presence 
in tfiat portion would have secured, and it is, therefore finally ex¬ 
cluded. One reason for supposing the disease to originate ahteriorly 
t'* the format ion of bone, is that the foramina in the sacrum, are per¬ 
fect, in their proper jilaces, and actually occupied by the nerves, 
although these, eonie. from .the inferior jiOrtion of the hydrorachltic 
sac, which could not liaAC hupp»*iied if the lower portion of the me- 
dull.i had been recently protruded through tlie opening in the spine. 

Kven If tlie distention were not sufficient to rupture the envelopes 
of the spinal marrow, its chief force would be directed towards the 
posterior or least resi?iing part, and by its pressure as effectually 
•prevent the o.-isilie pi oee-^s- Kxternling this view to other portions of 
the spiiie, ainl coinjiariiig it with the effects of serous elfusion within 
tin* cianium, its read\ application every variety of hydrorachitis 
is obvious, lint \\hatev(‘r may be the period at wdiich this deficiency 
of bone occuiTe«l, we ha\e every reason to believe that it is subse-

<iuejit to. and caur'jal by, the liulrupic cft’usioii. For in the cases re¬ 
corded, we have no evidence either from the synqitums, or from post 
- in(>rtem cNiimination, that any cause for this deficiency existed pri¬ 
marily in the part: and, from analogy, wc are warranted in conclud¬ 
ing, iiiat the presence of a foreign body hinders the natural process 
of ossification as well as of other functions. The inference therefore 
is, that the original cause of the disease, whatever it may be, is lo¬ 
cated within the canal. • 


Cvunsidering the disease as a dropsy, as a collection of fluid wiflun 
(he. canal, we can reailily conceive the possibility of its obstructing 
the depusifioii tif bony matter, precisely as in hydrocephalus, the 
bones composing the cranium arc scarcely ever of a natural size in 
any of their tliinensions, anti in some instances, vv^iere an attempt 
seems to have hern nr.nle lowsirtls the formation of bone, there is a 
great tieficiency tif calcareous ina%te-r. '^fhe crahium in such cases is 
thin, Jlerible, and scarcely dilVering from cartilage; or it is sometimes 
iiiters]>ersi:tl with small stellated (latches of bony matter. 

From relleeiing tin the v naracter of thisdisea.'>e, 1 hail early adopt¬ 
ed the*o^>inion, that tlu* tlcficiemy of bone arose entirely from titc 
pressuie of the flniifi ])ri‘\en(ing the. deposition of bony matter, and 
* an ir.^ance wliicli fnrnislics negative^'.videiiee. of this fact, is report- 
i‘d by Wr. Vesv of Liverpeal, in a rase of hydrocephalus cured by 
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puncture. Iti this case the cranium is repropenltyij to have lieen a thin 
membranous bag; but on removing the prtrssmk’t occasioned by the 
fluid, a rapid secretion of bone succeeded. \i ' ' ^ 

As hydrorachitis is not necessarily siibser(uciit to, or accom])aiuod 
by any other disease, adequate to the removal ol‘ bone by promotin'*; 
its absorption, I conclude that there could have bi*en no vacuity in 
tlic bouy structure antecedent to the internal disease, and whatever 
lesion may have occurred, must have been a consequence., and n''t 
the cause of the disease. The absence of a portion of bone, alUiough 
it may possibly give rise to ^hernia, cannot, I apprehend be the caust*. 
of a dropsy that originates in a structure with which it has no con- 
neidon. The arachnoid membrane which secretes .•nid encl'>«e?. tin* 
fluid has no connexion with the vertebra*, and in a iieniia of the me- 
<lulla would be more likely to be iiiptiirc<l Ilian to commenco tlie ef¬ 
fusion of a serous fluid. in 178t), nboui a riMitnry after 

the more accu^ate^)bservatioIls of lluvseii, culled tin* dif'i ii‘'t* a her 
nia of the medulla spinalis. It is dillicuU to ascertain ]m‘cisely whe¬ 
ther he referred to the disease in question; or to hernia of tlie spinal 
marrow, which, according to Huntku, Undkhwooi), and others, 
sometimes occurs, but which is totally dlBeront fiom dropsy. It is in 
every important character closely allied to hern'.-i cen'bri, and has 
the same relation to it that hydrorachilis h.as to h.ydrocephaius. It is 
probable that Bertrand never examined carefully a casi^ of spinal 
arachnoid dropsy, or he would have discovered tliat it pos'-;essed none 
of the characters <)f hernia. 

Direct and natural as Uiesc inferences appear, lliey are jjenerally 
admitted only in theory, and indeed the opinions and practice of high 
a^^iority in Kufope, have been predicated on the. supposition of a 
primitive defect in tlie spine as a cquso. of this drops\: for, within 
twenty years, the disease has been professedly \ie\ve<l ami treated 
by a surgeon of eminence as a hernia./ This idea arose, 1 have no 
doubt, from the^erroneous term by which it lias been designatt;d. 
witljput giving due attention to the nature and seat of tin*, complaint. 

A previous deficiency of bone may be a necessary com I it ion of her¬ 
nia, whether it be orthe spinal maVrow or of the brain; but arachnoid 
dropsy, cither of the brain or of the medulla spin.'dis, may oCcut w'ilh- 
out a deficiency of bone or any external evidence of its -existence. 
Fungous excrescences may arise from the meninges or suiistance of 
the brain, or of any other part of the central portion of the' ner\ous 
system, resembling hernia, or an accidental pnTlnisiori of a portioii 
of the subjacent organ, but there is im evidence that these < ccres- 
renccs ever have their origin in the serous < issue- 
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.’J’liii (crin spina Viliiia, ui()i(u(<r{i 1 tlic prnpriety.ot’ its apph- 

l alion to any of the disoasrs of tlie .'•pine, may jws.'^ibly be,appropri¬

sues- The present tbcory of dropsy, as ileduceil from this view of 
tlie anatomical structure, has been amply developeil by Professoi- 
(‘iiAPMAN, and may be considered as established. A detail ofhis in¬ 
quiries 611 the subject, and his highly important prat tical observations 
is given in his valuable paper on llydroccpliatiis, in the Philadelphia 
Journal of the Mediftil and Physical Sciences, New Series, V'ul. IV. 
page 208. It not being iny intention to embrace a view nf general 
dropsy, it is sufficient to stJlte, that he refers it to a disea*«ed action 
of the cxhalents, without necessarily in\a>l\ing the absorbent!,. 

I have <alluded to the relation which subsists between hvdiorachiti.i 
and hydroceplialus. Autliority on this subject is profu.-'e, but as on 
every other point in relation to liydrorachifi'-j too miicli has been left 
for conjecture. 

All the cases related by Sir Astuky (’dopuu. in wliii li he refers i.'» 

coma as a consei|uencc of jjres-sui-e <ui tin* .-.jiinal tuiuour. evince the 

connexion vvhicli sulisisted in Ihe flis»*[ise Ih'Invccu die Inain and the' 

spinal marrow. Okks refers in a note to a ca.-e l urnimiincaled hj/

the tumour disfeiubuJ the fontanelle, and vicr versa. One of the cases 

which I had an o]iporlu!iit\ of examining, biriiisluul me willi ])Or.iti\e 

evidence on this point. After removing the Ibnd elln.-ed into tin- 

ventricles ol the brain, nne of uhich was enormously di-tended, that 

contained in the hydrorachitic sac could be readily traii-ijei ml to tin* 

same cavities by merely elevating the inferior portion of iho fnmk. 

'VVei'Fkii meplions a case, which, from it'i ioratinii, and it.-, const*- 
quences, woubl seem to be tlillereut 1 rom araciutoid tliopsy of the 
spinal marrow, but since it is recorded as a case of ^jiina bifida, and 
certainly w'a.v either immediately or remotely connected in some wa\ 
with the head, deserves to be noticed. Hc‘ says he hneiv a girl who 
was born with a»livid spot, five inches long, aiid' thrc«* inches broad, 
sitimtcd on the right side of the upper Inmiiar vertebra*. 'Phe tumour 
was soon elevated nuire than the thickness of ihe little finger. A sur- 
g«»on opened it, and a limpid scrum issimd iVoiu the oi ifin*; when aboni 
three ounces were discharged, he <■lo^ed the wound which readilv 
healed. 'Phe tumour afterwards arose, and llu* mother iipened it six 
times by scratcliing it with her nails, and each time alum., tlin c 
ounces were discharged. Tlicse wounds the surgemi had no ditlirulty 
ill healing, although they were.very unscientifically inflicted. >Vheii 
the wounds were healed, and tin* lacerated surface was cicaVr/ed 
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t)\»er, and no tumeCiclioii of tht* part remained, a swolUng appeaml 
first oil the “ rightVrorital bone,’’ and then on the left, ajid finally 
oxtcndkig io the pai\etiil ami other bones, developed a case of well- 
marked hydrocephalus; and there was an enormous increase in the 
M/.c. of the luuid. 

* Vax SwiKTKv, ill the twelfth \olinm* of his ConimontaricH, page 
'ijit, remarks in referenee to this case, “ perhaps the lymph descends 
from tlie venlrirles of llie brain.’' This I consider a matter of no 


consetjueinje, us elfusion may take place in any part ot flie cavity 
lined b\ the araclnioid membrane: but in the case alluded to, there 
IS no evidence ihat any communication 1‘sisted between this cavity 
and the tuiiiour, ami although c\hlontly connected with parts exte¬ 
rior to the substance of the biain, it is by no means certain that it 
was a caM' of arachnoid dropsy. Its position on Ihe side of the ver¬ 
tebral column^ its app»;naiice and jirogress, connected with the tume¬ 
faction of the scalp. v.imid iiiduci' the supposition that the eftusion 
was from cellular membi am*, and bore a stroiiijcr resemblance to local 
anasarca than to iiydiora«yiitis. 

However thi" ma\ be, it is ccriaiii that dropsy ol (he spine is sel¬ 
dom elsewhere located than on the middle line ol the, vertebral 
Milumn, and ^\iih a ^el■^ few doublfiil eveepliuns at the junction ol 
the last lumbar ^eiiebra wiili (he sacrum. A case mentioned bv 

vuM ji, (‘usc" in Isuir.ery, page appears to me to have been 
hyilrucep'liahis. fie .-aNs lie saw a (uniuur im (he oC( iput precisely 
reSLiiibliiig (hose which occur on die spine, ,V!(!iough in this case, 
(he oeeijiiiid bom*, was .-dmo.'.l wholly iloleclive, ye( the child was 
lns(y ami >(rong. and thi'i e w i-. no \isible disease of the limbs. He 
advised noibing bur palliatives; the lumoiir was, Jiowevcr, opened 
by anolher surgi^m. and the child tlii'd ir^a few ilays. 

It is important to disiiiigirtsh with greater aci-uracy than has 
hitherto been dom*, be( ween .liyilroraebitis ami diseases which bear a 
general resemblance to it. 'My ac(|uaintanre W'itli parenchymatous 
tumours on (lie spi'iie, as they are called by Underwood, with heriiim 
or fungi of the medulla sjdnalis, is too limited to enable me t« de - 
scribe with precision (he boht mo^es of dislingyishing tiiciu from the 
tumour in hydroiarhitis; hut*in the latter disease (here is an etiusion 
more or less rcsemhling serum w'ithin the spinal cavify, and mos( 
probably within (he eaviiy lined by the araehmiid membrane; the 
tuinonr,, which is generally present, is soft, i1uc(uaiing. and elastic; it 
IS yiostly dia[i1uim>ys, and always has a direct communiealion w i(h the 
verti^bral canal. In the tumours resemble il, mme ot ihest 

eharaejnn u-n.illV obiaiu; their eonnevion with the inleiior ot the 
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canal is doi^blful, they are never elastic, aud ex/^eptiiig in cases ol 
hernia, al^.vays arise exteriorly to (lie dura ruatei|(» or IVoin this nicTn- 

braiic. f ’ * , 

When the tumour is seated at the base of the sacrum, whicli ap¬ 
pears to be its proper location, as i( is rarely found in any other 
position, there is a diagnostic mark which I consider more important 
than any above mentioned, and which, so far as 1 could discover, has 
never been before noticed. It is a spot at the most projecting part 
of the tumour, of a firmer consistence than any other portion «)fits 
parictes, and which, from its appearance, and the circumstance of a 
small quantity of fluid issuing from it soon after the birth of the 
child, I had regarded until lately as the cicatrix following a sponta¬ 
neous or accidental rupture at the part. lJul i( marks the ti rmina- 
tion of the spinal marrow, which is proportionately longer iuiof.uir y. 
and owing to its displacemonl at an i*aily jjeiiod, as was Indore ob¬ 
served, extends with the iiraiiclies composing the ra>id:iei|(iina, to (he 
apex of the sac, where tlieir iilatneiils are apparently lost in tlie lino 
flesh-like substance alludcil tt». Tlui sacral nerves spring from liiis 
substance as from a second point of oiigiii. and in the dissections 
hereafter detailed, I was not able to trace their connexion with the 
descending fdamenls fi*om tlie spinal nnirrow. Neither the spinal 
marrow nor its immediate iiranciu's appear tf> liave any fh-terminate 
connexion with the sides of tlie tnmonr, until they reach the apex, 
although I have met witli adventitloii.-^ adhesiolis slightly iiniliiivr 
them to each other or t«» (he wall» of tin* sac, which were probabl\ 
the result of iiiilammation in tin* arachnoid iiuonbrane. 'Dit; imjxn i 
ance of this view of the anatomical arrangement of parts will be re 
ferred to when noticing the mode's propos»*d for atievialing oj‘ enrinv; 
the disease. '• 

I shall now give a short fietail of the two case^, whir.h fell umlio 
iny observation, and first drew' my altciition to the «lifteas<-.

toiuosis «r initiutc vessels, soiiieAvhat lesemhling a thin Idaddcr dis- 
tetidi^l with blood ami waler, imperlectly interiniiij^led. 'rhcrc was 
a cicatrix precisely in Ihe. inidille where it had been open, and whicli 
scertied to i;i\e it Ihe heart shape which it presented. On ^n’essing 
ijdth tlie linger on tiic place of th<‘ spine, at the edge of llie tumour, 

I coiiUi not.perceivc any deficiency in ihe vertebra.*. As 1 did not 
know at that time Ihe residence of the child, it was nearly two 
inontlis before f ^^aw him again. At thil time the tumour W'as very 
large: its hori/.ontal diameter at the base about three inches and a 
h.ilt, till! perpendicular nearly three inches, and the elevation above 

the siiiTooi uliiig ir>i. giiini-n(s nliouf two iiichf;s. Its appc,arancc is 

nearly as before, but l•think not quite so diaphanous. It is obviuusl} 
•njcreasing in si/.e, as a pari, of ilie sound integuments are elevated, 
ami constitute a jxulioii of (he base of the tumour, which the mother 
says has alwaj precededJis sciiisibh; eulai'jjemenl. They are first 
elevated, then appear inllaim'd, and afterwards assume the diapha¬ 
nous appearance ol'Ihe other part of the. tumour, 'rhe pulsation ol 
the aorta is distinctly felt ni. the tqjper edge of tin* tumour. There 
is no par.dysis, nor any symptoms of hydrocephalus, the excretion*' 

• are natural atul voluntary, aiul the chihl is lobust and active, and, in 
short, there is full*e\ ideju e of perfect health, and of a he.'ilthy^ COli 
fonnntioM. exi ejtting in this parliculai*. He is now ahont four mouths 
old. Jn this .*.itua(ion lu* continui'd inariy weeks, Avilhout any nlliet 
change than a gradual increase in the size of the luniour, and tlie 
consequent progress of llu* disease. I saw him occasionally, but was 
called, .lanuary *2(>, 18*27, and lound that the tumour liad com 
mence.d idcerating about tlie I’lth, attended by a v«*ry slight fever, 
not sullicii'nl to crjcale any alarm. The luniour is about fourteen 
ijichos in ciicumfereiice, (he integumenls surrounding it arc led, as 
from iiillaniinalioii,' forming a ring about ten lines m breailth, nearU 
all around the lumour, with a maigin pretty Avell defined. 'J'liijfred - 
ness disa|)peared next morning, Ipit occurred occasionally for two oi 
tbrei^tlavs. 'I'lii* ulceration Appeared to coiiiineiiee and extend to tlic 
greatest depth, where tin* ohl cicatrix remained in the centre, pre!n 
bly in conseipience ol a thickening of the iiili'gumeiit.s in this pan 
from piicvious nji erahon; as the walls of (he sae are thicker hi*ie i!i;in 
elswwhere, and ajqijMr Ics.-^ vascular. 'Phe ulceraiion of llie irtlegii 
^ menl^ daily piogressc.s, but not very* rafiidlv. his ‘•lienglh h:i'- tlimi 
M’shed, he is pale, Imi ha^ iioi In',! imicli lie"!!; lie ifike-* lo- food viiU 
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some avidity, but occasionally deglutition has rather difficult 

for a few{, days, and he cannot readily take.the ni’east. 

Fchruarij 2f/.—A small quantity of iluid nas, at vario jr. times 
within the last week, issueil from dillereiit parts of the ulcerated sur- 
faccj but to-day, the tumour ruptured, and after two or three (>unces 
had been discharged, I reapplied the dressings, to prevent .1 further 
flow at’tliat time. The dressing was a simple cerate, and eiiqdoyed 
chiefly to protect the tumour. The ulceration has extended nearly 
over the'whole surface: it completely occupies the centr.'jl parts, and 
has considerable depth at the upper ])ai t. The discliargc lias conti 
nued gently througli the ddy and evening. Pulse ubmit 180 in the 
minute. 

Fcbruui'i/ ad. —To-day the sac sudrli'idy dischargeil most ul its 
contents: T saw him soon: the ilepre.ssion cote^iderable, hut mu 
so great as 1 had expected. Tlie pulse was: weak, and at)Oul :200. 
The collapse of the tumour showed a delioieiKT in tlic spine, the va 
cuity large enough to contain a pullcl's egg. At thin time fheiv an* 
symptoms of cerebral efl'usiun. A small ipiantity of Iluid issued from 
his eyes. The puUe is very weak, and upwards of 000. 

February AtJi. —Tlie sac is again lilliiu!;, and when di'-lended, the 
skin is ivuriner, and the pul?>e more lioquent- The stools are gn*en 
ish, and their passage has given liim pain, fm several days pas>t. Tin* 
urine is passed inv'olunlaiily. IJis eye'- «lo not apiiear to In* entirely 
insensible to the action of light, but its imprc’-Mioii is donbUiij. 1 no 
iiced that his pulse was subject to smhien alteraliou*-, wliicli anpeared 
to have some relation to the quantity of Iluid iij ilie sac: the dischaigr 
of which, oil account of the extensive iilc(‘ratlon, could not be con 
trolled. (In oge occasion, when hi> puUe was certainly inudi above 
200, L drew olV, from cat'.mution, one ounce of the fluid, and iinnn*- 
dialelyfuundhispul.se 180, and fuller than before. It soon after 
wards rose. 

Irregularity in the discharge of faxes and lu ine, as well as in the 
circulation, continued. 71ie temperature, both ol the superior and 
thennferior extremities, varies, and they exhibit a little convulsive 
agitation. This agitation continue),], and increased until death, which 
occurred this evening. A few hours fieforc death his hreathiiig be¬ 
came very laborious, and be was unable to swallow, (hmsidixable 
quantities of (locculi, resembling coagulated lymph, v\ere mingleil 
with the fluid discliarged yoslenlay and to-day. ,

cLteied i( by an oponiiii; beneath the last liiinbar vertebra, orca- 
^i«*ne(t by a deliciency in the po-iterior pai't of the sacrutn, in which 
rise spHioiis processes \n*re, \vantin«'. On each side of the middle line 
of I he sacrum, on its posttirior face, wsis a rid;:;c of bone, the com- 
ipencemenf, or almtment*i, of the bony arch, wliicli, in the healthy 
condition, liin loses tiie sacial ner\es and the inliloin^atioii of the me- 
tlulla spinalis.

pa.''sed through the inter-vertebral torainlna. 1 su[)[)osed the gan¬ 
glionic nerves were similar to those arising from tlie jioslerior co¬ 
lumns oi the spinal'marrow, ami iherel'ore called thft two anterior and 
'jiosterior fasciculi, altlmugh I could not, excepting in tlie case €if thef' 
twenty-third pxiir. trace their connyNion with thc«ilesceiiding branches. 
The anterior and posterior fifsciculi had distinct origins in the firm 
subslatice above alluded to, and in a few of them separated to a con- 
sideiable disiaiire. The nerves above the tvvenl v-lhird, arose in tin* 
Usual•w»iy, but the po-sterior branch of this iiei ve arose from the firm 
snl),stance at tin* ci;ntre ol the sae, while llie anterior, descending 
^ riearl^v to the ceiilral point, and detnjiliiiig a slender filament to it, rc- 
turned.at an acute anglr to its proper foramen. This occurred only 
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im Llic sulo. All the parts proseiiled marks;'}!'inllainmatlon,<hui 

the iiiiirr lace t»l‘ the sac the least. 

The lirm substance at the. apex of (he tumour, was Mtuat.'il ])re 
cisely beiieaUi the peqieiulicuiai' fissure previously iiieiitioiieil, aiul L 
fouiicl that it constituted what 1 hail su]>posed was the cicatrix, fol¬ 
lowing the slight rupture of thi? iiilegumenls. 'I'he skin upon it is 
changed, and has become identllied with the parts beneath; this-, to¬ 
gether with its hardness, rendered it easily perceptible diii-iiig the life, 
of tlic patient. * 

The sacral nerves in passing to their proper ibramina, ucciipy 
chiefly tin* lateral pmtions bf the cavity; a few of ihem la> near the 
sides, but most of them proceeiled directly through the l avily. I re 
gretthat iii'^this case, the brain was not examined. 


Cask 11.—A coloured child, about four \ (•ek.'i nld. hatl a lumour 
on the base of the sacrum, its general ajipearance vciy simdar to 
above described, but it was more elevateil, ami the integuments imm-i* 
thicker. There was a circular spot on tlu; apex of the tumour, three, 
or four lines in diameter, much thicker and harder than the othei 
parts. It was considered tin- cicutrlx fonowlng a sliirhl rupture, whi(*h. 
the mother stated had taken place three »r four days after tin* bil’tli 
of the cliild, and from which slie had observed a Mnall quantilv id 
fluid to issue several lime-,. IJis form was reiuarknlilv hamUome. 
particularly his head, wliich had not the* shape ptyculiar to Ins eolour. 
'I’hero w as no symptom of hydi ocephalus, nor any paral v-si-. id* an\ 
portionof the body. 

In about a month I noticed considerable difliculty i»f breathing: i» 
rC8emble.d snoring, and became so loud, at last, as lo ho ie:i<rdj 
heard in an adjoining room, ticneral health appaientl) good; no p:» 
ralysis; excretions tree and natural; thought by the mother to hi-, 
greater in (piantity than natural. 

A few days atterwards 1 noticed that the integuments (»ver the an 
terior fontanel 1 1 **‘a ml up]>er part of t lie. os fronti.", were slightly tume 
fled, as from the pressure of a fluid within. After thi^ time the sy mp 
toms of hydrocephalus hecame dai|.y more obviou> but the si/,o t,f do' 
spinal tumour increased very slowly, which was precisely the nwei se 
of what happened in the case of W. (j. During the last mouth of his 
life he had paralysis, with some distortion of the lower extremities, 
irregularity^ in the actions of the bladder and rectum, 'itLeiidcd 
with repeated convulsions. He wa.s four iiiontl^> old when he. ilied 

A post mortem examination .was made in whii h Dr. A. ('omsioi k 


M'-'sisteil me. V-I the appearonce-* nil ilis-^ection in thi'- case were ver\ 
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Hiifkiiar <o <li<* last, T shall onlv note the variations. The«luinour was 
Tn»f more lhau one-fourth-the size, yet the os sacrum was Ie«s perfect 
at its posterior part, ami conserpiently the opening into the spi¬ 

nal cavity was larger: it would readily admit the point of the little 
fingeiX 'J'iie spinal marrow and the cauda equina, terminated as in 
The former case, in a thick firm substance^ but^maller. Tlie sacral 
nerVes arose in a similar manner; but in passing to their proper fora* 
piitia, lay nearly in contact with the internal part of the pqrietes of 
the sac: they were invested, however, with arachnoid membrane, 
which was also reflected ovpr the dura mater lining the sac. 

A direct communication existed between the cavity of the sac and 
Ihe ventricles of the brain, through the tube formed by the dura ma- 
M*r, and*by way of the fourth ventricle, which was large enough to 
admit (he finger. The ventricles contained nearly six ounces of a 
limpid fluid, of wiiich fhree-fourths were found in the lateral ventri- 
v.Ie. of the left side/ whicii was at least three times laiger than that of 
the right. 'I'hc fluid in the sac was similar to that found in tiie ven* 
(rides. 'The substance of the, brain was not apparently altered. The 
disease appears to have aflected the left side more than the right. 
'I’lie left testicle had not descended to the scrotum: it was found 
1 \ ing on the psoas magnus Inuscle, near its entrance into the pelvis. 

'riiat tlie ftxfernal mark, indicating the ridative position of impor- 
(ard parts within, is not an uncommon occurrence, I flunk maybe 
plainly inferred friun many cases: 1 shall refer to two or three only. 

Sir Astli*y Cooper’s case of Mrs. Little's child, is one from which 
I shuuM ilraw the inference. After a cure had been effected, he says, 
(he skin now hangs flaccid from the basis of the sacrum; its centre is 
drawn to the spine, to which it is united, and thus the appearance of 
a 11.1 vel is producred in the tumour by retraction of the skin.” Also 
the case of llannuii Jackman, reported by him, and one communicat¬ 
ed nyue by my friend. Dr. Hicxuv Ijkts HsisKELLof Virginia, were 
ii; my opinion, examples of the existence of this external mark. The 
hitter 1 cannot describe better than in the words of tiis note. 

“ 'riie case was that of a coloured child, four weeks old at the fiine*'' 
I saw it, as large as children commonly are. at that age. The tumour 
was between the last lumbar Vertebra', and the. sacrum, as large as a 
turkey’s e^gg, perfectly diaphanous, and filled w'ith a transparent 
fluid; its apex had taken on incipient ulceration. The space between 
the buflos would admit tlic ends of the lingers. Tlicrc was considera¬ 
ble distordon of (he^lovver extremities, the. legs and thighs being per- 
^mniiei|(ly fixed at right angles with tiivbndy: in addition to this, there

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was distortion of the feet inwards.” Or. Hklkk /ui. hail no opporiu 
nity of examining after death. The tumour remained entire. 

Tlie modes proposed for alleviating or curing the disease, aVc mo¬ 
derate and well regulated pressure, puncturing the tumour with line 
instruments, the application of a ligature around the base of the lu- 
mouTy and the excimqn of the tumour. The last need nut detain us 
longer than to reprobate it. It never can be proper in liydrorachitis, 
however }t may succeed in tumours which resemble it. 

It jis said that the application of a ligature has succeeded in tiie 
hands of a surgeon in Connecticut, but on inquiry 1 fiml the child 
continues paralytic as before, it is not, therefore, to be considered a 
cure, unless the child has since improved. The tumour slouglied 
away in due time, but it contained ‘‘something more than tlie inte¬ 
guments.’’ On considering the nature of the lesion, it must a]>[)ear 
evident that the application of a ligature wouM be. highly injudicious 
in all cases similar to those which T have dctuiled.l In the tirst casiu 
all the nerves from the twcnty-tliird to the thirtieth inclusive, would 
have been embraced by a ligature, and the consequence^ of its em¬ 
ployment are readily inferred. 

The only means, therefore, which can be safely resorted to, arc 
pressure upon the tumour, and puncturing it with tine instruments. 

The proper time for employing pressure, is at the moment the dis 
ease is discovered, and it should never be neglected by the aerou 
cheur or midwife in attendance, ft is then, in most eases, as a box- 
stated, merely a livid spot, and while in this condition, coinpres>ion 
would afford a better prospect of success than at any subsequent pe 
riod. 

If this precaucloii has been neglected, gentle, stead v and gradualiv 
augmented pressure, m.ay still be employed, if the tuinonr be not 
large. It should not, however, be made with a block of plaster of 
Paris, as was ineffectually tried by Sir Astley (cooper, upon wlnii 
principle 1 know not. Many betler inodes will suggest Ihcmselves 
to the surgeon.; and tliat afterwards employetl by himsidf is far pie- 
*Yera‘ble. That which I should adopt where the integunicnfs are not 
yet elevated, would be, firet to cover the part with a jiiece of oiled 
silk, and pass over this a broad muslin handage, to encircle the body. 
I would then apply, as recommended by Cooper, a properly adjnstei! 
truss, similar to those used for umbilical hernia, with a regulated 
compress beneath the [lad, which I think ought to be flat. « ' 

If there lie a small tumour, I should cover it with the oiled cbitli, 
and apply a liandage, without employing the truss, until I had suc¬ 
ceeded in reduclnu: it'< if this could lie safelv ettectiMl. 
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If the tumour b^larj^c, it is not probable that pressure alone will 
succeed; and it may indeed be productive of alarming, or even fatal 
f o!isc(fiieiiccs. 

fjnde r such circumstances, I think it would be justifiable to dis- 
^•har^e the contents of the sac gradually, although you necessarily 
))unf:turc the dura mater. Two cases arc said |o have been capsd"^ 
this means, aided by pressure, by Dr. Bozzetti of Padua;^ and al- 
yu)ugh it iias failed in the cases in which it was employed by Mr. 
Aijernetiit and Sir Astley Cooper, it was not productive of any 
immediate ill ctlects. Nearly forty years ago, the same measure was 
resorted to by Dr. Physick, for tlic cure of hydrocephllus, and sub- 
sec|ueiitly by J)r, Glover of Charleston, Dr. Vose of Liverpool, and 
otiiers; and if tiic results are not such as to make us very sanguine of 
success, at least tlu.y seem to show the propriety, when other means 
fail, (as the (liseasi^ iTecessarily fatal when left to nature,) of resort- 
•ing tn this. It is nit to be expected, however, that operations of this 
kind shall prove equally successful with those employed in ascites, 
The fibrous dura inatoi* does not readily heal. The proper place, 
ainl tln^ proper mode of ]>crformiiig the operathm, are therefore mat¬ 
ters of some consequence. If the view which I have given of the ana¬ 
tomical arrangement of part!$ has any value, it is in directing this ope¬ 
ration. 

As the nerves occupy the apex and the lateral portions of the sac, 
it is obvious that punctures should be ma«le at the base of the tumour, 
oiiher iihove or below, and near the middle line of the body. If the 
liardeii'Hl ^•pot, or cicatrix, to which I have alluded, should be situated 
low doMii upon the tumour, the puucliirc should be made above, but 
generally ii WiuiJ^d be better to make it below, as there would then 
be le.-s risk of wou)iding the descending spilial marrow and nerves. 

I would [>ru|)use to make the ’puncture in the sound integuments 
with ^ fine instrumcHit, properly curved, to avoid wounding important 
parts within Iho sac, inserliiig it three or four lines from tiic edge of 
the tiiinour, and eleValing the ]>oint into its cavity.* By this means 
the discharge of the fluid could be cm^olled, and the orifice reafiify 
rdosed. The operation should iioifbc pcrforiuefl when the parts are 
inflau^eil, •nor should the sac be emptied at once. The part should be 
supported^ aiul even compression may be made to advantage, during 
the iutei vals. It may be proper also to try the eflect of such internal 
rcniediT:'«as are ejnployed in hydrocephalus. I am aware that success 
has *arelv followed^anv mode of treatment, but I think tliat an at-

IN lollowiii^ ttic course whjich we liavc adopted, in treating of the 
iiu'dicai jnslliu lions of Paris, in point of interest and importance to 
Die Amerif'.an student, and pcrlia]>s generally, comes the Hopital de 
i:i Pi^ie. Tiiis estabiishment within a few years has taken a high 
^rank among its kliy'aiid institutions, in consequence of the exertions 
and achievements «r its chief surgeon, Lisfbanc. 

’^Jlie disorders and civil wars during the regency of Maria de Me- 
decis, had increased so considerably the numberpf the poor, that the 
singular remedy was resoiled to of imprisoning them. In consequence 
of this regulation, in IGIS the buildings at present occupied by La 
l*itie were appropriated by the ma^strates fbr this prison, in which 
were shut up those of the poor who were arrested. In 1657, when 
iSaltpcHriere was built, the houses of La Fiti6 were destined to another 
use. The children of the mendicants were placed there, and the two 
^exes each received an education proper for preparing them to live 
honestly ami usefully. To these were added illegitimate children 
and orphans, who received a similar education. In 1809 the orphans 
were scut to t!- .‘^Hospice du Faubourg St Antoim?,” and La Pith' 
(iccamc an annex of the Hotel l)icu, and was appropriated to the same 
diseases as that hospital. La Pili6 now contains six liundrcd beds, 
disl?;ibulcd in twenly-three wards. 

fhe visits at tills hospital are made at the san^e hours as at the 
Hotel Ulcu and La Charlie. After th^ morning visit, during part of 
die. >ear, there are clinieal lecture^ on surgciy by Lisfranc, wliich 
lie attended T>\ a large iiiiinhcr of students.

fired and eighty four, of whom forty-eight died, atid one hundred aiui 
thirty-six were cured, or in tiic hospital s^t the end til* the year. In 
1821, there were only nineteen cases, of wliichbut two were fatal. 'I'hc 
ages which gave the most diseases were from eighteen to thirty. 'J’hr 
cures were gastric and putrid fevers, pulmonary catarrhs, paralysis, 
small-pox, fractures, contusions, abscesses, and‘'ophthalmias. The 
deaths were from bilious fevers, enteritis, pneumonias, ajiopiexies, 
tubercular phthisis, small-pox, and diseases of th.* heart.

It has already been observed that this hospital has, withiti a few 
years, become one of much interest to the medical iiupiirer, on ac¬ 
count of the lectures and practice of M. Ijisfratic. 'Phis gentleinan 
may certainly be ranked among the most distinguished ^^llrgcon^ of 
Paris. The succ.oss of his amputations of the no k of the uteni.^ in 
cases of disca'^e («f that organ, ic %\cll known in thiscjuiuiry. hi in'* 
practice he is one nf the iiio-t lhoM»iii;li gomir m| the lirous,>,ai,ast>. 1 
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finvt* known in skfratturcof tlio spine, of two months standing, with 
para! j sis o! the iovver extremities, bladder, and rectum, commence the 
trealmsij^i by bleeding ini the first day twelve onncca, second day ten, 
thiitl day eight, thus gradually diminishing the daily bleedings down 
to two ouiiecs. During this time an immense number of leeches were 
Slpplieil along the spine; say two or three hundred in the course i/f 
M.*\oii or eight days. Alter an interval of three? or four days^ Ile re- 
fommenreil the bleedings, gradually diminishing them as before* At 
ific evpirafiijn of this time, “O’est bien remarkable!” exclaimed the 
surgeon, as the patient began to use his legs, and the rectum and blad¬ 
der were resuming their functions. Noticing is more common than 
to hear him preseribe seventy or eighty leeches daily, for a scrofulous 
inilaininaiiou of a joint. 

I'here are greater facilities for the study of anatomy and surgery 
eonuected witli tiiis hospital than wdtli any other in Paris. The two 
^n iiicipal places foi • dissection are at the Pavilions connected with the 
»ichool of incilicine^at the Kcolc Pratique, and at I^a Pitie. Perhaps 
there is little choice betwcijn the two, though there arc some advan¬ 
tages at La Pitie, for an American student who spends but a limited 
fiine in Paris. The distribution of subjects is made every day at noon 
in the following order. I'liQ in-dressers of the hospitals have thepri- 
\ dege i>f the iirst choice, the out-ilressers the second, and the re¬ 
maining subjects are distributed among the miscellaneous students, 
in the order ia whi^K their names arc inscribed on the distribution 
houlv. 'L'ii^priee is fixed by the administration of the hospitals, and

la athlilioa to the public establishments just spoken of, there are 
several private teacliers of aintomy, with w'hom a considerable nuin-

{lons. 'Vliese gentlemen take, upon themselves the trouble of pro¬ 
viding subjects, preparing tlicm, and furnishiiig rooms, tables, &c. It 
isjsi':n(‘wliat more expensive to dissect under the direction of one of 
these private teachers; but tiie advantages particularly to a student 
who has but little time iii Paris, arc n\)re than sufficient to overtr. 
lance tiie addititnial ct>st. < )ue is /auis rid of the trouble of procur¬ 


ing subjec.ts, ami removed from tlie noise and confusion of the public 
rooms. 'Pile w'l'iter dissected with Mr. Fishf.k, an Englishman, who 


has a rooiii at La Pitie, ainl a class composed principally of American 


and Ki^isli students. M. AMrsAr has also a similar establishment 
whe^-e dissections jjjjm be pursued a great part of the year. His

Among other ativantages connceteil with J«a Pitie. .are liisfraiic*'; 
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Ipcturcs on iiprrative Kurgpry. Tlic prolessor first gives a leclure on 
the operation, then perforins it on tlic subject, and during the ^^uirse, 
which continues about tliree months, each of the students .does all 
the operations twice, which can be performed on the ilcad aubjV'ct, 
under the direction of Llsfranc or some one of his assistant 
*N,^^franc, as a lecturer and a man, has less of the French ]iolisb 
thai^Smy other public character whom an American stinlent meets 
in the course of his studies at Paris, lie has a goodly share of iin- 
pudence,* bravado and vulgarity, but in connexion with these una 
mlable qualities, there is a redeeming fund of wit and good Immoor, 
a high and aspiring ambitiob, an ardent devotion to the science- ami 
the art, which he has so much embellished and iinproveil, and a mi 
nute and accurate knowledge of anatomy, rendering him a proud and 
successful rival of the first operators of the French metropolis, in 
the edition of Sabatier’s Methcinc f^wVnfo/Vc^publislicd !>y Sansoo 
and Begin, many of Idsfranc’s methods of opebitlng are detailed;

Our author reimu’krt that in some t asos tiuuv is no uMual mIcm .i 
H on, the prominent morbid appeai aiice belntj; a tliickeiictl stale of I he 
mucous membrane to a greater ttr less extent. 'I'he tliickenetl poi liun in 
this case may be of a pale ash colour, or ofa Inown colour, or of a dark 
colour, with the characters of melanosis. He notices ollu;r c<implu a 
tions of this disease, and remarks that there is inucli xariefy in it- 
terminations. It may prove fatal by gradual exhaustion, l)> lia n.or 
rhage from tlic ulcer, hy perforation of the coats <d‘ ihc snunach, t!>c 
contents escaping into tho peiiioneal cavity and prmluting pciiiom 
tis. These observations arc illustrated by a selection oi' inU rc-iioL- 
cases, setting fortli the progressive symptoms, and theinorbifi appeal 
aiiccs after death. 

A French wiitcr, M. Geua«i>, has published a inciuoir upon thi* 
subject, entitled, “ Des Perforations iSpontamVs de rKslornac.*’ 
veral cases are described by Dr. CRAMPTf>iv and Mr. 'I'uav eu -, m 
the Mcdico-Chirurgical Transactions, and by M. KinMiMAiim, in i!».

If the disease can be detected througli its dinieiili diagiio^i^, out 
author recommends a treatment adaptetl to an »*jiily peiiod, < on-j'< 
ing chiefly of fi«ec and repeated topical bleediinj;, followed by 
ing, issues, or the tartar'emetic ointment.

AifloiJjj; lh('s« he mehlioiis the oxide of bismuth, lime watci* and niti'ic 
arid, siuiill opiates, coinbuied with articles of a mucilaginous nature, 
such as kino, alum, and rhatany root, the arsenical so¬ 
lution, small quantities of mercury, os also of nitrate of silver, and 
^especially the sulphate of iron. The author has left the choice and 
adaptation of these articles to the discrimination and judgment of 
the practitioner, and we inter, from the heterogeneous assortment of 
eemedies prescnteiK that his methodus medeiidi is founded upon 
the most obsicure views. lie thinks it yet remains soinewhit doubt- 
lui whcllier Uk; disease admits of a cure after it has advanced to 
uI rel ation, for, wlum cases' terminate fa'^ourably, the previous ex- 
i'lciice of ulceration cannot be ascertained with certainty. That ci- 
l ati-izalioii can take place in the mucous membrane of tlie stomach, 
.onple proof is aili>rdcd, by cicatrices.being found in it after death. 
These, however, have been observed in cases where the disease ha « 
<^rniiinaled fatally. It is plain that our author’s views in relation to 
this subject are. fai'^lVom being clear. 

Among otlier modilicatioQs asRume.fl by inflammatory affections of 
iliis tissue lining the superior poi’tions of the alimentary canal, seve- 
l al arc worthy of particular notice. An inflammatory condition of 
Iho whole course of the mufous membrane, from the pharynx down¬ 
wards, l.)r. Abercrombie thinks sometimes occurs as an idiopatliic af- 
lectifui, tliough most generally observed at an advanced stage of othiOT 
•lisease.s, as simple frver, pneumonia, or other phlegmasim. Without 
• lisciissiiig the claims which might entitle this affection to rank-as 
•m uliopatliic or symptomatic form of disease, wc shall simply quote ’ 
the. flesrriptiuii given of it. by our author. 

“ rhero is/’ says he, ** a peculiar rawness and tenderness olMie whole moutli 
ir.il tliroai; fiflcii \rith*# dry and glazed appearance of the tongue, a deep red¬ 
oes ; of the jiliarynx, interspersed with aphthous crusts; and m some cases, the 
ivholt' pharynx ]>rcscnls one continued dense crust an aphthous character. 
I'hfTc is gcnrrally U-nderness on pressure in the cpigasttic region, vnth un¬ 
easiness in swallowing along the whole course c^the <ssopba|pus, and gx^tun- 
t'asincss in the stom:ic!i, cxcite<l by the mildest articles of food or drink. In 
some cases lhi.s is immediately communicated to the bowels, and the articles 
•spceilily pass ofTby a rapid diarrhoea. In some cases vQiAiting takes place, and 
in oiliep>, iioth vomiting and diarrhoea.'* 

Tho remedy which Dr. A. has found most useful in his practice, 

IS limo^waler, either alone or mixed with an equal quantity of a strong 
decfu tioft of quassia. Small opiates he says arc re.ipiired. The food 
oughi to be of the uflldesi desc ription, but if indications of •^inking ap¬ 
pear, \fiiiie or brandy should l^e given, ftiixcd with arrow root.

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Our author thinks tliat tlic aphthous afleclion ot the mouth and 
throat which attacks and sometimes proves' fatal to iiilants, has some 
alliance to the diseased condition of the mucous membrane jus^ de¬ 
scribed, and that it is moreover often found connected with minute 
ulcers of the mucous membrane of the intestine. 

The affection, to which the French have given llie name of dipthe- 
liie, is another modification of disease in the mucous inembrane of 
th^e This has appeared in Europe as an epiilennc, 01110117 

attacldng children. 

** The first symptom is a deqp redness of the tonsils or velum, without swell¬ 
ing or ulceration, but with the fbrmation of aphthous crusts which arc generally 
of a pure white Coh>ur. When these crusts are either removed or drop ulF spon- 
tanecmsly, the membrane beneath is seen to be deeply red without breach ot 
suxface^ and the crust is reproduced in a few hours. Wc find usitally cxcuria- 
ticD, or very minute ulcers along the inner membrane of tiic checks ami lips, 
and a painful excoriation of the nose, often spun^pness aiul bicciling of the 
gums; and, in some cases, die wliolc mouth becomes infianu*d in a manner re¬ 
sembling the effects of mercuiy. There is in general little fever, but great pres- 
trafifon of strength, and often a diseased state or the whole system.** 

The absence of ulceration will serve to distinguish it from cynanchc 
maligina, and the sore throat of scarlatina. Sometimes this disease is 
^i^t, at others rapidly fatal, especially' when k extends to the la¬ 
rynx. Indeed, on gaining this situation, our author thinks that its 
ctnurse is but little controlled by medical treatment. Under these 
circumstances hia chief reliance is placed upon the free use of calo- 
niely combined with occasional opiates. General bleeding cannot 
usually be borne, and blisters are apt to become gangrenous. Wine 
is sometimes necessary to support the strength, and the mineral and 
vegetable acids bave^been thought useful. When the stomach has 
been affected, biimnth or Ifnte-water, with small opiates, are recom¬ 
mended. M. Brbtokmeau, who has treated of this all'cction at greal 
lei^h, in a work entity “ Dcs Inffammatioris. Spcciules du Tissu 
Muqiieux,*’ trusts <diiefiy^ (he free use of calomel, and touches th<* 
filttcee by mews of a sponj^, with a mixture of equal parts of honey 
andh/dlUcbloric acid. A similar mode of treatment lias been found 
of advantage in 8offe.cases appairently of the same nature tliat have 
occUnred in America.* 

OUr author notices ui this part of his work, another affection, dif- 
entirely from those which have been thesubjccts of the preceding 
Q^iip^&tions; namely, the iEippearatice of a soft gelatinous or pulpv

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Jcj^nieralioii of the* isubstance of the stomach ub«}crved after death, 
when pari of the softened portion is commonly found to have fallen 
out^ le^vn^ an opening witii tlie surrounding jiarts in a thin state, 
and partially softened, but in general without any appearance of, in- 
^creased vascularity. The. perforation is in some cases very large; in 
others,, (here are four or live perforations, separated by narrow por- 
tioiib in a partially softened state; and, frequency, there is no actual 
perforation, but merely a considerable extent of the stomach much 
softened, which tears upon the slightest touch. This appearance was 
noticed by IIuntkr, who ascribed it to the solvent power of the gas- 
(i ic juice. In some cases it seems to have been preceded by disease 
of the stomach, whillt in others there have been no grounds for anti¬ 
cipating any such atiection. Upon the whole^ our author inclmes to 
the belief that the aftection takes place after death. Nearly the sarnie 
observations may be applied to what the French writers havedenomi- 
•nated remoHissement of the stomach, an interesting memoir upon 
wliich has been putilished by M. Louts. 

Among other aftcctions <viibraced by our author under the separate 
head of << Organic Diseases of the Stomach,” are, induration and 
thickening of the coats of the' stomach, and diseases seated in the 
pylorus and cardia. In tliQ first, the disease sometimes consists of 
u uniform hanlness, with the characters of'scirrhus, or almost carti¬ 
lage; in others, it has more the appearance of a mass of tub^ular 
disease, and frequently, a considerable mass of tumours projecting 
from it internally, is of a soft tex.ture resembling the substance of the 
brain. 

Disease of the pylorus, though liable in its first periods to be con¬ 
founded with other gastric affections, is in its more |Mlvanced stage 
generally to be diatinguished by periodical vomiting, occurring at 
intervals after meals, commonl;^* accompanied with some fixed unea¬ 
siness in the region of tlie stomach. Sometimes induration can be 
felt externally. But* extensive disease of this locality has been found 
after death where these and other characteristic sypr^toms had not 
previously existed. Our author relates cases illustrating the progireSs 
and ternnnation of this scirrhous affection seated fo both the orifices 
of the stomach. It appears very probable that the duodenum is occa- 
sionafly the si^at of aflcctions which are mistaken sometimes for those 
of tlie stomach and liver. The leaiting peculiarity of disease in this 
portionpf the intestinal canal, is tliat the food, taken with a relish) oc¬ 
casions no inc«>nvqpicnco until it begins to pass out of the stomach, 
an hour or two altiT a meal, at which^ime the pain is often felt with 
great >eycrijv, a!nl mav continue for several hours, generally extend- 
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ing obliqwc^iy backwards in the direction of the riglit kidnej. b’oi 
a good iliustration of the peculiar charactcfs of disease of the duoile 
num, Dr. Abercrombie refers to a case related by Dr. Iu vin, am! 
pubUshed in Uic Philadelphia Journal for August, 1H24. 

tn the next section our author introduces us to th(», familiar, may 
we not say almost threadbare, subject of dyspepsia, considere*! as 
morbid derangement of the function of digestion, unconnected with 
any cluuige of structure, either of the stomach itself, or of the part^ 
ad^acienC The dependence of tlie digestive process upon the inlineric** 
of the d^th pair of nerve^ he Justly considers one of the most iiit«‘ 
resting discoveries made hy-modem physiologists. But although ii 
has not yet led' to any important practical results, we still think that, 
lihe many other recently demonstrated facts, it is destined - to play, 
at some future period, an important part in the system of induetivj* 
meiSicine. 

The functional derangements of the stomach mentioned by our ait 
ihor as the least conjectural, are the following: 
i^l^ficient action in the muscular coat, o<iGasioning too long a d(‘teii 
tion of the alimentary niatters, followed by imperfect changes and 
cl^B^ical decompositions. A morbidly irritable state of the mucous 
menabiane leading to excitement of the muscular coat, and producing 
a$evil preciselj the reverse of that just mentioned, namely, eilliei 
sy^y rejection, of the food byyomidng, or its propulsion downwards 
indigested state..

This is one of our an 
u^plt- |^den rules, which is on no account to he infringed h\ 
tl^fy^itc course of breakfast,-lunch, ami iliniier, ail within thr 
spaco of seven or eight iiours. ^ The qualitv of the articles taken ;i.‘ 
food, though usually regardctl as the most essential ^■oIl‘'i^h■|■afi^!l ni ih* 
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lieafiuent of tl^spopsia, hr. coiisulcrs a minor coiisiiieralion wIumi 
• compareii to tlie inipurtarice of (piaiiilty. In fact, he thinks*iliat the 
<Iy%pcpt*c might be almost independent of any attention to the quality 
of his diet, if he rigidly o])sorved {he necessary restrictions in r^gjard 
« lo c|uan(i(Y. “It is often,” he continues, “remarkable, how articles 
which'caiinot be borne as a pari of mixed diet, ^igrce perfectly <irhen 
taken alone: how a pm'soii, for example, who fancies tliat milk diito- 
•grees with him, will en joy sftund digestion upon a milk diet; and how 
another, wltti caiiiioi taste vegetables without being tormented with 
acidity, will be entirely free from acidity^on a vegetable diet.’’* For 
ourselves, we think that the diet in tiiese aftcctions should bew^u- 
lati'd by (he state of the mucous membrane of the stomach. Sometimes 
the irritAllon in this ainoulbts almost, if not absolutely to infiamiQ'a' 
tion, in which case anftnal food, though generally agreeiig best wHIi 
dyspeptics, would prove highly injurious^ apd the diet S lOUld b6 W*- 
•sitrictftd entirely to rice water, rice jelly, thin arrow-roo^'or'bread 
and milk, acconlifig to circumstances, with a tothl abandonment of 
• very diing stimulating, either' solid or fluid. 

in the medical treatment of dyspeptic complaints, our author pre- 
lers lor tlic purpose of counteracting the usually slow motion of the 
bowels, a combinatjon of columbo powder with carbonate of potaM 
rmil a few' grains of rhubarb,- to be taken once or twice a day. * Up 
likewise recommends as tonics the use of sulphate of iron with 
the sulpliatc of quinine with'alocs; oxide of bismutli, with rhuhiitTf^r 
aloosj and in particular the nitric' acid, which, he observe^ iS ofteii 
found one ol the best correctors of acidity. Benefit is a\«o deriired 
troni the other mineral acids and lime water. He very properly con- 
ilcmiis the free use of stimulants, active purging, and!»the indiscrimi¬ 
nate employiivcni d^mercury, which reiftedy he would only admit 
••f where there appeared to exist*some derangement of the UvCjs: 

ill the various forms of that unpleasant occasional atteiidkot upon 
dyspepsia, gastrodynia, or pain in the stomach^ our author says that 
he has found nothing of more general utility, *1110 sulphate of 
iron, in doses of two grains, combined with one j^h of aloes', and 
five grains of iiromatic powder, taken threq a^day. TTvU of 

•*oursc is not of universal application, for (lie causes being various, 
imisl call for variety in the treatment. A modification of thi^ affec¬ 
tion met with in persons ol a gouty habit, seems in general to be 
most ftjievcil by stimulants combined with alkalitv and small opiates, 
lie# however, rec<anmeiids caution to bef obscrved in Ibis course, since 
. the Closes iiiai be. l oiiiiected with chronic inllammntion or ulceration; 
when tlir roiisofjueiire' might be tatnl 
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Passing bv soiiic other troublesome attcciioiis introduccil uuiler this 
head, we shall submit a few of our author’s observations relative to 
sytnpathctic affections of the heart, which assume such various /orms, 
and frequently counterfeit so closely the character of organic diseases 
of the heart and large blood-vessels, us to create great aluriiu and 
render discrimination very difficult. 

** The sUghtest, and perhaps the most common form consists of a monientavy 
fbeliag^ofa rolling or tumbling motion of the hearty like that produced})} a 
sudden or tnght, and it is accompanied by an inturmissior.of tlie pii]s«.-. 

Tl^feetiiigmay be repeated only once or twice at a time, and occur at long 
inteiimls; or it may return in ifipid succession,*for half an hour or an hour tO' 
gethei^; or it may he felt occasionidly at irregular intervals, for several days or 
weeks^ or for a/still longer period.*^- 

Various other feelings, such as palpitation, •irregular action of the 
hear^ and even dyspnoea are perceiv^, but we shall proceed to state 
some of di^prindpal diagnostic sympionis by wliich these aficctiuns uiay 
be^distingoiBhed from real diseases of the heart. A dyspeptic origin 
iS; indicated by the regular and natural acjtion of the pulse and heart 
during the intervals between the attecks, relief from remedies direct¬ 
ed'to the state of the stomach, the symptoms being inpst apt to occur 
w^st ^ patient is at rest, and especially after mea||^ and being re¬ 
lieved instead of increased by active bodily exeroise. Our author 
^s given several highly interesting cases of this affection. 

^'nte bther disorders, which, from their situation and nature, ap- 
pear allied to those of the stomach, are described in an appendix to 
tlnejoiuipter« Among these are diseases of tjie oesophagus, and espe- 
claByif^iWoas forms of dysphagia or difficult deglutltitm. The most 
frequent causeq.of this last affection according to our author, are— 
en|aigeinent of the epiglottis, and diseases of tli/p-larynx, generally 
dutii^ciiriied by very slight cough and difficulty of breathing.—Para- 
lyris of.: the oDsophagns, genendfy connected with disease of the 
Infdn ^ spinal chord, characterize by a sudden and complete loss 
of .the power of swallowing, whilst a full sized probang might 
be passed difficulty. The cases he observes generally

One patient :c6ltld not for some time swallow at all, except

suincl lines to an immense extent.—Aneurism of the aorta.—Disease oi 
■ 

the ( iirdia.—IVIurhitl irritability of a part of tlic mucous membrane, 
l>ro)}aUly giving rise to tin* form ratiier indefinitely denominated spas¬ 
modic stricture. 

As tiie ii’oatment of^hese numerous forma must be adapted to the 
various existing causirs, the subject would be much lon^ to intro¬ 
duce here. \Ve shall therefore proceed to another division of pur 
author's book, wherein he treats of afteetioiis of the intestinal canal. 

The heading pathological principles quoted at some length ip the 
hegimiing of this article, arc to be steadily kept in view during thp 
( imsitlei aiion of diseases of the intestinal canal. The symptoms con- 
iiecti'd with inilammatory affections of these tissues in the abdom^ 
are an irritable state of the bowels, assuming the characters of diar* 
rhcT'a, i^h'olera, and dysentery, denoting the mucous membrane to be 
the chief seat of disease; obstruction of the bowels, showing the afl^- 
lioit to be seated in the muscular coat; whilst hiilammation may exist 
in the peritoneal coat alone, and pioceed to a fatal termination, die 
functions of the bowels conUnuing in a natural state through the whole 
course of the disease. 

(^ur author ednsidero diseases of these parts Under .the following 
ilivisions or heads: *1. Ileus; Inflammatory affections of the ippie 
external parts, including peritonitis and enteritis; 3. Diseases^ i&e 
mucous ineinbrano. But as these affections are often more or less 
combined, their cunsiileration must consequently be connected.' 

He thus describes the first-mentioned disease:*— , 

“Code and ileus at* different degrees or different stages of the sune affec¬ 
tion, and the name, therefore, may apply to both. The symptoms in the earty 
stages arc pain of the bowels, efaipfly twisting withg^at severity round the um¬ 
bilicus. obstinate costiVeness, and generally vomitingt but without fever, and 
Tominonly at fii*st witliout tenderness, the pain on the-cpntr|ry being rather re¬ 
lieved by pressure. As the disease advances, and if no rel^-be obtained, the 
abdomen becomes tense, tender, and tympanitic; tjie vomiting very often be- 
oumes stcrcoracious, with severe tormina, intense SiiSlnftng, a^ finhire of 
strength. .In this manner the disdkse may be fatal without inflammation,at 
an advanced period it may pass into inflammal^n, and be fatal by extenrivc 
gangrene.*' 

'Hrtpvesfigatca the conditions of the parts aflectcfl in the several 
**lates and stages gf the disease, fllustrating the various forms by a 
series of highly interesting cases, in which both the symptoms and ap- 
jH’aranoys on dissection are detailed. Some of the pathological ainl 
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practical ilc^luclious drawn from these Hourccs. \\c shall proceed to 
stale in a summary manner. 


“ At tlic €'ai*lic\sl period :it which wc have an opportniiily of seeinp" iTu' con 
(lition of the parts in a fatal case of ileus, it seems to consist in a state of simph' 
distention, witliout any visible chang^c in the sirucluro of the part.'’ 


When life has been prolonged to a rather more advaiicetl period ol 
tlie disease, a tinge of vivid redness is found on the distended part of 
the in;|u^s^ne. Jn another stage, the distended portion presents a 
leaden oif livid &lour, without any sensible change of texture, which, 
hpweveri at a still later period seems toj^s into gangrene. All these 
appearances, our author.'thinlcs, Gommonly have their scat in the mus¬ 
cular coat, and may exist independently of peritonitis, although tlii'c 
ms^.be combined with, ileus In its more advanced stage. 

Aslpost mortem examinations of subjects that have died of ileu.s 
gOii^Uy show some part of the intestine in a state of great disten 
another'empty and collapsed', neaiiy in the form of a chord, 
a Qtt<|stibn has arisen which of these parts was to Ik* looked* upon ns 
seat of the disease. Some have pontended that a spasmodic 
eon^efion has occasiemed distention of the parts above, but our au

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(o Jh' necossariiy ccyihected with obstruction in iuiy parlpl tiie cannh 
since fatal cases occur without, and death has ensued after even 
thing Jike obstructiou has been entirely removed. Tie ^ves a cau- 
iioii agatrist forming a Hivoiirable prognosis in ileus from the appear- 
ancc'of feculent evacuations, since these may be dislodged from the 
lower and healthy portions of the intestine, while the disease above 
ivinaiils unchanged. • 

The first point Dr. A. r(H:ommends|o be observed in entering Upon 
the treatment of ileus, is to ascertain by accurate evaminatioML whether 
hernia csiistS, since this affection may be present w^thtmi the patient 
being aware of it, and though so very small as to include only a minute 
portion from one side of the mtestine, may yet, he says, be the cause 
ol fatal disease- 

'Die symptoms to be more particularly kept in view in the treat' 
ineiit of ileus are:— 

^ ^ * t si. Obstlnat e costiycncss witli distention of the abdomen, and coAsidfiv^le 
general uneasiness, but without tenderness or much acute 8uffetiii|^. ' 

**2d. The same symptoms combined with fixed pain and tenderness, refeiTtd 
1 u a defined space on some part of the j^domen, frequently about the head' of 
iJie colon. 

^*3d. Violent attacks of tormina, occurring in paroxysms, like the strong.i% 
pulse ilownwards from the actiu^n of a drastic purgative; the action proccedijl^ 
to a certain point, thefe stopping and becoming inverted, followed by vonut- 
lug, the vomiting often feculent.” 

In considering ths practical application to be draw'n from the 
(las^ificatiun of symptoms, he discusses the important questiqu» 
whether the operation of purgatives is advantageous or hurtiulin 
iieiH. Some, east's, hy observes, yield at first to a powerful purgative,, 
whilst ill otiiers again, such a course appears highly injurious. 

“ A largo iloso of ca/bmcl will frequently settle the stomach, and move the 
bow cIs; bot upon the whole, i think tile best practice in general is the repeti¬ 
tion at .short iiitcnals of moderate doses^Uuld medicines, such as aloes, com¬ 
bined with hyosc} aimis.” 

\Vi‘ must cuidt'ss our surprise at the mUd prescription of Dr. 
Miercrombio, liaviiig always looked upon aloes as an energetic pur- 
galive, acting w'itli particular force upon the lar^ intestities,. w|[^h 
it ofltyi irvilates in a bigli degree. Viewing this ariiclc as only adapt¬ 
ed to atujiir conditions of the intestinal canal, wc would carefully 
rejji'aiit from its use whenever wc apprehended a highly irritated 
or iiiHamcd stale.of the large intestines. The advantages derived 
froiA ctdoinol in ile*as we look upon ageless equivocal, and are tlis-

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posed to asc,nbe IIumii in part or aUo*:!;ethcr to ]ieciiliar iiuali- 

tics ill this iiietalic preparation, which wc h:i\c oTteii s«*eii applied (o 
exteriiarinflammations with the ellect of allayinj^ them. Unt it must 
not be forgotten that great inconvenience and danger oftwi arises 
from the free internal use of cnioniei, especially when it has been 
long retained in the bowels. It appears very remarkabh* to Dr. A. 
that there are cases qf ileus which yield to a full dose of opium after 
the most active purgatives havc^een tried in vain. Now, to us, this I’act 
does not «eein,at all inexplicable, since we have witnessed over and 
over again from the external application of solutions oP opium, ihe 
most speedy efiect in soothing and allaying inllammatury aflectioiis 
of the mucous and other tissues. Why may not Iwth opium and calo¬ 
mel be as useful in allaying inflammation when seated iidcriinlly as 
when' existing externally. 

The other remedies on which our author places reliance an*, blood ■ 
letting, which should he resorted to in every case of ileus, llnle^s lli^• 
tinctly contraindicated by the age or habit of the patient, the reliel 
b^ing often so immediate that tiiere is scarcely tinfe allowed to tie up 
the arm, or get the patient out of bed before complete evacuation 
tal^esplace.—The tobacco injection, administered at first witli extreme 
Cation, perhaps not more than fifteen grains, infused for ten minuto 
in six ounces of boiling water, repeated if necessiiry in tlic course ol 
an hour, in the quantity of twenty grains, and so on till slight gi<hli- 
n^and muscular relaxation take place. These prccaiiliuns obM‘i \ rd, 
lio unpleasant effects need be appreheiidcil. WrUi tliis treatment lie 
recommends the conjoined use of purgatives, such as aloes ami 

hyoscyamus, repeated in full doses every hour or two." It would. 

■we think, be easy to find some really milder purgative as a substitute 
for the aloes. •

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l,\v tli« nbilomcii liv inean:^ of wot clofhs or colil injo-otioiis:—*Tho 
warm batli, previous to ilir occiii iviicc of iiiflairimatory symptoms:— 
('j'liiU iiiornny in <)n.>os of one or lwo]uniutls, he says he has repeal- 
fdty used with the ell’ec.l in some cases of allaying the vomitings 
which nppeari'd to he its only n[)oration:—M'lic forcible injectiou 
III a laige tjuanlity of iliiid to the amount of six or eight pounds:—> 
Large biisltM’S over the abdomen:—^Oil of turpentine applied external¬ 
ly anil by ijijection. From the favourable tei*mination of many casSs 
deemed ihsperate, he recommends a steady persevei*ancc the me¬ 
dical tri'atmein, notwithstaiifling the most untiivnurable appearances. 

In the general division of our author’s* treatise, thosecond part is 
devoted to inifainuiatory aftcctions of the more external parts of the 
iliii'sliniil ciiiial, including peritonitis and enteritis^ and as a prelude 
to their uiiisideratioiu he advances the following positions:— 

I. Intestinal inflammation may be confined to the perihmeal 
coat, ami run its course without interrupting the muscular action 
of the canal. ^2.^'rhe inflammation may affect the peritoneal mid 
innscidar coats at once, in which case there will be the symptoips of 
p(‘riloiiitis, combined with*obstruction of the bowels, constituting tlic 
ilisease to whicli we give the name of enteritis. 5. Inflammation may 
be entirely confined to the mucous membrane, producing a train of 
sMiiptoins allogellRu- diffei eiit from those whicli occur in the preced¬ 
ing ca&es, with a disease often running its course to a fatal termina 
tion. without any aJ^ection of the other coats. The inflammation may, 
however, sproail from structure to structure, so that simple perito- 
nitis shall pass into enteritis, whilst another affection beginning willi 
diarrho a or dysenterv, may afterwards terminate by inflammation ot 
the other coats. 

From numerous case> which he details for the purpose of illus 
t rating the jiaihology oi this class of diseases, he draws the following 
pi acliciil conclii>ions:—- 

*' 1. lii^hlv dangerous inflammation may exist in live intestinal 

iiinal, vvUhvuil olihtvnction of the bowcls} and it may go on to a fatal ternuna- 
iion, whilst the howels are to u natural State, or easily regtiilatcd by mildmedi- 
rines, tliroiigli the whole eo\irsc of the disease. 

2. No di.i,u:n()sts can he founded in such cases on the appearance of the 
c\:iriiatious. 'I'hese may be slimyj and in small quantity; they may be copiou<>, 
watery, and dark-cohmrt il, or they may be entirely natural. 

“ .i. KvtcMisiM' aiul fatal inflammation may he going on with every varictv u: 
it mav he iVi-qiicnl and small; it may be frequent and full, or itinav 
hc' httl^ aho\e till* nnliir.il standard ibroiightlie whole rourse of the disease. 

*' 1 I'.sicuMu- .?;fl.unm.atiou may go on without vomiting, and ulthoiit coij 
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slant pain; tliepain often occurring in paroxysms, ami Icas'jngloiig iiiieiTals <»l 
comparative ease. 

** 5. Keeping in view these sources of uncertainty, uiir chief reliance for tlie 
diagno^ of this important class of diseases, must be on the tencieriic^ of lJu: 
abdomen. Tins symptom should always be watciied with the most anxious 
care, whatever may be tlie state of the bowels, or of the pulse, or the actual 
complaint of p*un; and tliough the tenderness itself sliould be limit^*d lo a 
defined space of no grcatu extent; for we have seen that with oery variety in 
tliese respects, a disease may exist of a very formidable character, and he ad- 
vanclng to fb &ta| termination. A certain degree of pain upon pressure we 
have fbond a merely distended state of tho intestine; but this diflci's 

firolil the acute sensibility of pcriJtoiutis in such a degree that an allcnlivc prru' 
titioner can in general have no difficulty in making Ute distinction. When the 
tenderness emsts without distention, as is frequently the ease in the early stages 
of pentonitis, there can be no difficulty in the diagnosis.** • 

Without entering into a particular description of the symptoms at - 
tending upon peritonitis and enteritis, we shall brieiiy refer to a few 
of tile diagnostics noticed by Dr. Abercrombie. A leading peciiliariiy 
in peiitcmitis is that the bowels are not obstructed, Hjcing either ita 
tunil^or easily moved by mild medicines; but tliese evacuations ai e 
not iMt^ended with the relief expected. The pulse is commonly less 
affected in the early stages than it is in enteritis, being perhaps 
from eighty to niifety or ninety-six, and ofientimi^ littU; above tin; 
natural etsuidard. Peritonitis also differs from enteritis, in having 
the'iiun occumng in paroxysms, %nd in the absence of vomiruig. 

symptoms relate only to the early stages,'for as th<‘ disease 
advitneeSy the pain becomes more fixed, and the usual eharaclers ui 
enteritis make their appearance. « 

BSnteritis differs from simple peritonitis cirieily in being attended 
with vomiting apd obstinate obstruction of the bowels. 'File |pi!se i" 
in general more frequent-and small, and the pawi'inore violent and 
cimstant, ofUm resembling the tormina of ileus. This, iiovve\er, out 
author tcdls us is not invariably the case; cnti'ritis being on the con 
trary, sometimes chiefly characterized by fever, with urgent vomit¬ 
ing and obstruction of the bowels* $nd tenderness of tlie abdomen, 
but without much comiplaint of pkm: 

^m his general outline of the treatment of intestinal inllamma 
tioi^ we shall make a few extracts. Jllrtod-letting, which, in nreord 
ance with the general opinion, he considers the most importiint of tlie 
generarremedies, lie/i^ommends to be pushed to a gn^at extent in 
all CWS of acti\j‘ injflamiiiation at an early period, and Im tbei ;ni 
vises in all urgent rases, that full bleedings be follqued up by ,>iivdl 
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uiicsi repealed at aiiort inlorvals, when the eltccts of.llie otliers 
begin lt» subi^ide. “ 'Phe inflamiiuitioii of a vital organ,” says Dr. A. 
“ should not be lost sight of above an hour or two at a time^. until tlic 
Ibroe of It be decidedly broken; and, unless this take place ^i^thin 
twenty-four hours, the teriiiination must be considered as doufa^lTuI.” 

Our autiior regards jmrgatives in enteritis as hurtful, if administer- 
ed before the inllanimation has been subdued, and states that he has 
seen their action immediately followed by a renewal of the inflamma- 
fory symptoms. That they may and do act under these-eircupisiances 
as irritants we fully believe, as may be inferred front'what we have 
already said relative to their use in ileus# Independent, therefore, 
ol' the dlilicully of making them remain on the stomach, we look upon 
pui'gatives as forming quite a secondary part in tlie treatment of acute 
enteritis. When called for ill tlie latter stages of die disease, the very 
mildest should be prelerred, not only from their occasioning the leMt 
ji rilatioii, but from tlicir usually openiting more promptly and Effi¬ 
ciently than those of an active kind. Mild injections are hi^ly use¬ 
ful auxiliaries. 

In cases where, after the* inflammatory symptoms appear to have 
been subdued, the pulse has continued frequent, Br. A. says the 
digitalis may be given very freely with much advantage. 

Ilcfore concluding our remarks upon intestinal mflamiuations, vi^ 
<<1^11 notice an afiectionfre<]uently attending upon them, namely, tym* 
paniiis. This may oqcur in the early stages of enteritis, from a tempi^ 
r.iry derangement of the muscular action, and may subside along with 
the inUammatton. Hut at a more advanced period of the disease,' it 
must be looked upon with much anxiety; for if it occur before the in- 
iluiuuuilion is sulidued, it is generally a fatal symptom, denoting a 
complete loss of Ihe^tone of the bowels, and the cxistenT^c of extensive 
adhesions. 'J'ympanilis may, however, exist after tiie inflammation 
has subsided, frmii a m^re (lartial loss of tone, in the intestinal coats, 
ami under the.-'t' i ircumstanccs the patient recover. The treatment 
i'ccommcmled for this afl'ection by our author, consists chiefly in the 
administration of Mflall quantities of-wine or brandy at shoit inter¬ 
vals; gentle eompressiun and friction of the abdomen; injections of 
bcei-toa: to which iiia> be liberally added bark or sulphate of qui¬ 
nine, i.urpl‘ntine, tinclure of assafii'tida, and a moderate quantity 
of laudanum. 'I'hese shtmld be repeated ev^ two or three hours.

In a pathological point of view, he considers the cliicf ft*aliire of this 
affection its termination ordinarily by effusion of fluid, without much, 
and often without any of that iuilammatory and adhesive e\nda(ioiu 
SO characteristic of the more ordinary forms of ])eritoirilis. 'fhe 
effiased sometimes a bloody scrum nr sanies, occasional 

mixed witli a-little pus, which subsides to the bottom of the vessel 
when the fluid is left at fest. In other cases it is milk v or uitcy- 
coloured, or contains shreds or flaky matter. Occasionally it has 
all the characters of pus. 

This aftection is remarkable for the rapidity witli which it iN 
coarse^ a sudden sinking of the vital powere sometimes ucciin iug at 
a period so e^ly as to prevent the adoption of any acti\o tn'atiiieid^ 
It is .frequently associated with erysipelatous aftcetpms <»f other pai 
and Dr. A. speaks of its appearing as an epidemic, lie thinks that 
when erysipelatous inflammation attacks internal parts or organs, It 
assumes characteristics decidedly dittoi-ont from connnou acute in 
flammaiion of the same parts. Women in the puerperal state an*, 
he observes, liable to two distinct forms*of pcriionitis, wliidi ha\c 
not' been sufficiently distinguished from each oilier. 'These are. 
aeiite peritonitis, presenting the usual symptomr,, and another form, 
in which the symptoms are more insidious, and acconqianied iVoin an 
early*pcriod, by great prostration of strength, ami fever of a typlmid 


character. 


Chronic peritonitis Dr. A. thinks of more common occurrence than 
persons not faihiliar with pathological invcstigatiyn.s gi'rierally sup 
pose. He views it as a disease of the most insiilimis anti dangerous 
clmracter, the symptoms being exti-emely obscure. be (reateil 
with any chance of success, the utmost atteutitm must, be paiti In i(x 
carlii^t indications, for which we refer to our auihoi-''s treatisi*, where 
a number of cases illustrative of. the disease may be found. 'I'tu' 
treatment recommended consists chiefly in the repeateil em|il(iymeiii 
of free topical bleeding, blistering, confinement, rest, antiphlogistit 
rc^men, and the mildest diet. 

We come now totthe portion of our autlior'’s work which, treatoS 
inflammatory alfectioiis of the intestinal jnucous lisniie, ami shall, i" 
serf a few of the practical conclusions which lie ha*« tirawn lelative 
to the principal disease-; affecting this structure.

Among l1u‘ acute iiiilaininutions of the mucous intesiihul coat^ 
dysenlery is ilie iorui mobt prevalent and |‘atal ill this country, where, 
liowo.ver, as in other places, it is often attended with little danger:

Dr. A. agrees with mosj practitioners of the 
preheni da\, in respect to llie great im])ortiNce of sreueral bloofl- 
ITiiTfri; jn the early «^tage. lie likewise thinks much benefit is to he 
dciivefl from tiii''i)|)|>iiealion of Iccches cither to the abdomen, <»«, 
wlienjhe disease is seated in thelowevpail of the bowels, lo ihc vyrire 
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ol’ the amis. JJlisteriiig, diaphoretics, and the antiphlogistic rcginjt'ii 
arc all recoinniendcd. To quiet the general irritation, and also as 
a dtaph6retic, he |||fercrs Dover’s powder, or ipecacuanha, in doses 
of one or two grains, three or four times a-daj'. James’s powder, wsiich 
is frcquentl/ prescribed for the same purpose, he objects to, upon 
the ground iJiatin all inilanimatory attections of the mucous membrane 
of the intestines, tlie,ettects of antinionial preparations are eipiivocal. 
lie mentions a great variety of remedies that appear useful in a more 
advanced sta|^, after the iiitlaininatory symptoms have been subdued, 
such as cuspiu^, lime water, oxide of bismuth, nitric acid, sulphate 
of alum^ logwood, balsam of copaiva, acetate of lead, oil her adininis- 
tered alone or variously combined; as, for example, a strong decoction 
ofeusparia with nitric acid and laudamim, oxide of bismuth with 
cusparla and Dover’s powder. Nitric acid combined with iipiates lu' 
thinks may be administered with advantage even in the early stages. 
He'likewise speaks favourably, from his own observation, of charcoal 
^ven in combination with Dover’s powder. The most useful in jec • 
tions, he thinks, are mucilaginous articles, or thin arrow-root, with 
an^otiiate, and infusion of tobacco, or of ipecacuanha, in the early 
stages, and after the subsidence of the urgent innammalory symptoms 
to relieve the tenesmus, lime w^ater, diluted at first with equal parts 
of milk or thin arrow>root, and with the additbuk-of an opiate. 

He does not look upon purgatives as forming a regular or essential 
psfft of the treatment of dysentery, but advises tiu- ocfa^ional use of 
the wildest laxatives, more for the purpose of obviating the had el 
fects from feculent accumulations, than to act directly upon the diMiase. 
We think his views upon this sulijeed highl;\ jinlieious, and helir\e tlie 
very common practice of forcing the howcisinto constant and inonli 
nate ac^n, by means of various cathartic medicine'^, very <»fien e\ 
tremely injurious, by a^avating and exlendiiig the existing inihiin 
ifeition. They are supposed to have the eflect of checking the nniiaturai 
secretions, and changing the appearances of the eva(.nation>, but it. 
caim^i be doubted that they too-often increase these by adding to the 
moibid irritation or inflammatijpi^'ltpoii which these circumstam esile 
pOnd. We fully agree with our. author in believing that the u-c of 
purgatives in dysentery demands much discretion. 

in the chronic forma of disease in tlic mucous mcnibrane of the in¬ 
testinal tract, tiie te^tment is acknowledged by our author to be 
‘‘P^carious, ’ and me list of remedies which he mentions as appear- 
useful, afford abundant evidence that, it is so.* 'fliese 
arc, lime water; vegetable bitters and astringents, speeiall) cusparia 
andde^woodj preparation*' of ito]|j|‘, 4 iinall quantitie'. of merciir./ with 
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»|iiiuiU) (’HpccialJy tttloincl with J)o\ei’:« powticr. (»r small tloses ot ca- 
iomel witli opiiiiu and ijtccaciianha: llie rnsiiis, as turpentlhe^ balsam ol 
copaixia nr inlu, with small doses oi'opialcs^sulphur withoj^m; nitric 
.iciil; vafioiis comfiinations of tlicsc rcmcMlies with each other. Again. 
repcate<l blisterini; on the alidonieii is often very heiieficial, as is also 
bandaging with a broad ilannel roller, and the tepid sidt water bath. 
JIc thinks from various trials of the nii'dicine, ikal he has seen advan¬ 
tage result from the sulphate of eojjjjcr lately recommended by Dr. 
tiuKNvii.LK in various protrac;te.d alfections of the boWials. The doses 
mentioned are at lirst half a grain, combined with an et]Ual fpiantity 
of opium, which may, if necessary, be iiiereascd gradually to the ex¬ 
tent of three grains witli half a grain of opium, three tiincs a day. In 
nil atfeetions of this kind, most rigid attention must be paid to diet. 
Animal ^lod appears hurtful in t^very form, and the best substitutes 
for it are the various farinaceous preparations. 

We are eoinpellcd to pass over some other morbid aftections of the 
abdominal viscera, noticed in the last pages of Dr. Abercrombie's 
exleii>ive li-ealise, our analyse'^ having already reached l>cyoiid the 
limits originally proposed. ‘Satisfied with placing before, our rcgiders 
those observations and conclusions which bear most immediately upon

Mr. A. says, “ a diversity of practice has obtaiiieil in the manage- 
incTd of (he membranes; some practiiiojn*rs iinariably leaving their 
j*nj>txirc to the natural eftbrts, while others as in\ariul>ly break them 
by artificial means, so soon as they are. within n‘ach, and befoi e t)»e 
dilatation,of the os uteri is fully accomplished. Of the latter practice 
we do not approve; the rule should be, to leave their rupture to tlu* 
natural efforts.*’ We cannot but severely coiuleimi the first plan, as 
it may very often occasion both delay and iliiliculty; nor can ive ap¬ 
prove of the author’s regulation uj»on this point, as ive are certain 
when it is strictly followcil, it occasions much unproiitable delay, a.s 
well as creates a risk of subserpient mils—flooding, and refenti<ui of 
the placenta. Our luyj^it t\>r \ery many yrars is, to lujdure the mem¬ 
branes whenever the os uteri is suflicieiitly ililated or ea^lv dilatable; 
nor have we ever had reason U> n‘pent of tlii-* pr'^-clice. 15y it, \\e 
arc almost certain to procure more powerful contractions of tlie ute¬ 
rus, and prevent delay in the throwing off of the placenta. On tin* 
whole, the subject of natural labour i< Ireatml with Judicious care. 

Order 2. J^iingering labours; tlie head of the child j)ie.'>eiiting, 
but continuing be\ond twentv-four Inuns, iii>»truinental uhl no/ beinir 
required.*’ It is truly difficult to account for the lapse of twenti- 
four hours, lieiiig a peiiod by which the charactoi of a labour is to be 
distinguished; hours should never alone govern ou!- conduct, as to the 
choice of means to terminate a labour. AA'e liave very often set'o a 
necessity for manual, or even instrumental intiufenuice necessary, 
very much \\it}iin the piniod of twenty-four lioiirs: and much oftiMin- 
have we witnessed cases terminate, happily withonL extrinsic, aid, that 
were, protracted very much heyoinl the period of Ixventy-l'our hour--. 
In midwifery, time should never be the guiih*; it is no priacijile In 
itself, nor can it pos.sihly create one hy which wo'sliould he govermMi; 
circumstances ttlone should regulate our mndtict; ami if these he uell 
understoori, and carefully weighed, we shall i a rely err. 

Had our author entertained similar sentiments, lie wouhl not, wc 
think, have mamaged the following casi* as he declares he did.

Mr. Ashwcll, like ourselves, is an advocate f«)r the long forceps; 
and in the use of tliese ifistriiments, has inculcated seutiinciits, in 
regard to this point, that we have often wished to establish. W'e 
therefore transcribe with much pleasure his observations; and we do 
this the more willingly, as they come from a quarter from which op¬ 
position almost alone, has ueen made to the use of those instruments; 
namely, Great Britain. 

Mr. A. says, ** There can be no doubt that many of the diflicnities of pavlu- 
ritlon, for the removal of which the perforator has often been employed, were 
cases in which the head, owing* to the contraction of the brim, could nut, ity 
the unassisted eftorts of the uterus, be propelled into the ca\ ity of the pelvis.

that much difliculty attends their use at this part of the pelvis. Indeed 
wc think that none should undertake thfs operation but those who 
have become familiar M’itii the application of these instruments at the 
lower j)ur(ions of the pelvic cavity, and who are also thoroughly ac¬ 
quainted with the mechanisms of head presentations. 

Ktu* it is not alone suflicieiit as our author <leclares, to let it be 
.understood, that althouirli very rarelv, that sometimes artificial aid is 
necessary— that itjiehooves the practitioner accurately to discover the 
uatui’e of the diflii ulty oppp?»ing delivery, and how far it is likely to 
be oveie.innc bv tin* iiulnral I'lVorts; that if he ileliberatelv determines 
these to h«‘ in'«iif1icierit, he is next to ascertain the precise situation 

of the chilli's head, ill icfci ciicc tu the pelvis.*' Kor after these 
difficulties are o\eiVome, others of greater magnitude will remain to 
be surmounted: namely, tlie adjusting of the instruments comma il 
faut^ upon the cliihlf'* heail: overcoming tlic resistance to its descent, 
iiml the juifper iia\i^atioii of it through tlu* dilloreut straits. Xorcan 
we agree that the knouleilgi*. b} which all tlii*, is to be effected, can 
be cilluM- “ clearly,''' or •‘dimply t:iui;hr'—for nothing short of con¬ 
siderable experience will ensure siieccss, al'ier the operator has been 
as clearly ami siingly lauglit,** the mode of a]jplyiiig the forceps 
when the head is at ihe superior shall, as the thing is susceptible of, 
without the aid of practice. 

We are of opinion, that llie author has not been siillicicnily explicit 
on the subject of the deviations of diameter at the siyierior strait, for 
all the purposes of [iractical utility. For it is not enough for the ill in- 
structetl, who may seek for information in his hook upon this head to 
he informed, tliat, ‘'the long forceps is peculiarly applicable to those 
defomnlties of the brim of the pelvis, which are produced by contrac¬ 
tion of its antcToqjosterior diameter.*’ p. .>71. 

It Would have beeti useful indeed, hail he specified in explicit 
terms,"tlie degree of contraction that precludes llie use of tlie forceps 
altogether, or the extent, that cun be surmounted by their aid; for 
almost everv thing will depend iqion the degree of opeiiitiir in tin*an- 
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tcro-posterior ili'araeter oC the superior strait. For il tliis tiiuinetui 
be coiiir^cted below three inches, these iiistruiueiits must nut be 
thought of- 

He very properly ami decidedly prefers the f«)rceps in tliese ciiSes, 
to the lever; for he very justly observes, tliat 

“The lever, unlike the forceps, lias no fixed fulcrmn, and iftlie first degrees 
of force are not suflicient to overcome the obstacles, an udditional <lt‘gn*c of 
power, injudiciously imparted, may, by coiivci-tiiig the bony pelvis into a fixed 
point of action, seriously injure the soft parts of tlic inotlier.’* p. 37'2. 


Wc regret that one so apparently well accpiaiutcd with the pow er 
and utility of the long forceps, should so entirely have r.oininitted 
himself, by an indifference, whether these forceps Iitivo oi- have not 
A ** curvature.'’ He says, “Some practitioners prefer tins instru¬ 
ment with a curvature, by which the handles are thrown forward, and 
the pcrinicuiu rendered perhaps more secure. We do not ihink this 
a matter of importance, as, after all, the protection of I'm’ periiKoum 

will mainly depend on the address and gentleness ot the accoucheur." 
p, 3/ a. 

But the security of ihc perimeum is not the point in i|ueslion: foi 
xvere it reduced to tliis, its security might bo. trusicti, tiiough wit!> some 
risk, to “ the address and genllen(?ss of the accoucheur." Much more 
important considerations present themselves when a»i accoucheur at¬ 
tempts to deliver from the superior strait; namely, I si, the dilKcultv 
of applying the instruments; and ild, the nuide of xiperating after tliey 
are fixed. In the fir>t case, the axis of the superior snail i> '•o much 
in advance of the inicriov, that tlio forceps can onl\ be made to tra¬ 
verse it by very strongly forcing the handle.-^, of.e\(;n the i ur\ed for- 
ceps, against the periiimum, and carrying it backward.s. Now if this b* 
the case with the curved iiislnime.nt, a.* it certain! v is, Imw mnc.li mote 


ncc«jssary, and at hosv much gri-ater ri>k of iojuring the integrifv of 
tliis part, must it be with tlie flraiglitr Imleed we are of opinion, 
that this Opcraiiofi bhould fever be attempted, but bv the curved 
forceps. 


In the second place, it is absolutely essential to the succe.^s oi ihi.s 
operation, that notoply the axis ofllu* superior strait be coustantiv 
kept in mind, but also that the obIi(jue-position wiiicli the heail taki's, 
(in consequence of the angle observeil by it,) should be remembered, 
when it is about to enter and pass through this opening. For it inu.st 
be recollected tliat the h(*ad does not, nor caiiiiol olVei’ perpendicMlari v 
at the upper strait, a« the opening at this part, is at an angh' oi frpin 
35* to 40*; consequently, the power applied to the head in onlei t<» 
make it descend, must bp m th«' avi-i of the. flep.irtuie liom .V pfi 
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|iOfniicu]ar position; and to ellect this, the handles ol' evwi the curv¬ 
ed forceps must be made to press forcibly aj^ainst the pcrinaiuinjand 
it woiilU require that the point of the coccyx should be touched, if 
the ^rai^it forceps were employed, which would be very unsafe to 
(he periiuruni, if it could even be preserved by any care or address of 
(he operator. Indeed it seems but just to say that the author appears 
to be aware of the force which must be applied to the perinaeum, 
though he does not express it; for he says, (p. -IGo,) “ [f we arc cm- 
* pli>yiiig tlie Ipiig forceps, and the head is above tlie brim w*e should 
draw down in a line towards the coccyx.” 

Then*, is much obscurity in the foUowiftg passage:—“ When wc 
can feel the ear in a vaginal examination, the case is manageable by 
iho forceps;” (is it not manageable when wc caunttt feel an ear? Has 
not the aiitlior just S[>oken of dedivery from the superior strait;) and 
the latter part tif this peritul is altogether unintelligible; for continues 
^Ir. A. “ as the blades, being twice the lei\gl!i of the finger, will 
etiduiice tlie liead,^except wliere syncope is ot eurring from ha'-mor- 
ihage, the ear may have reinaiiied in this situation some hours before 
the ioreeps is absolutely re«|uired.” p. 

Notwithstanding our ctinviction of the occasional necessity of tlie 
forceps, ami our predilertioii in fa\our of the long ones, we cannot go 
the same length as <rur author, in recointnendiiig them; if we do, it is 
always under \ eiy se\cre restrictions, if tlu* head has not passed 
ihrougii tl»e supei uir Str.iit. lie says, *• again, in those cases of ha;?nior- 
rhage, sym ope, or convulsions, arising when ihelieail has not descend¬ 
ed suilicii ntly low into the pelvis, to be within reach of the coimuon 
jostrumeiu, (he advantages obtained, both for the mother and child, 
by the ii'ie f>f the long forcejis, are very decided.** p. .>7*2. We 
would not w'i'.h the iip.'\ponenced ]»ractili«mer to be so far misled by 
these observations, as to attempt the. n*lief of his patient by using the 
Ioreeps when the head is situated as just specified. Turning in such 
instances, under il. pniper restrictions, is the proper remedy, when 
tin* cases demand manual iuterfeionce. Of the. luode^of applying the 
Ioreeps: ol tlie vectes; of the perforator: atid the ('lesarian operation, 
vve shall say muhiiig: as vve have already very fat; exceeded the limits 
we had presciihed to luiisolveA. .And for i!ie same reason, we shall 
pass ill sileiwe the whole of Ins third class, or Hooding labours; as 
well as the fourth part of the work, comprising the tliseases of tlie 
puerpilal .stale, together with the appendix intending to notice 
lhe%c ill some other time.

XV. fhi Aneurismt and its Cure by a New Operation. Dedicated by permission 
to the King. By Jahks Wabdrop, Surgeon to his Majesty. I.ondon, 1828, 
pp. 117, 8vo. 

The object of Mr. Wardrop in this publication is to prove the efficacy of 
treating aneurism by fixing a ligature in certain cases on tlic artery affected, 
beyond the aneurism, or as it has been termed by British surgeons, on the distal 
side of the tumour. 

Though the experience presented by Mr. Wardrop is loo limited to serve 
much further than as a gfuidc to future inquiries, yet its character is so interest¬ 
ing that no apology is nccessaiy for the following notice, which must be neces¬ 
sarily brief, as the work has but just reached this country, and the npj)ortunily 
has not been alForded us of studying the cases detailed in it very closely. Wc 
shall, however, probably return to tlic subject hereafter. 

The fact is suificicntly familiar that as ane.uHsm advances in .age and in si/.e, 
a concentric laminated deposition of coagidating lymph occurs in itsca\ity, and 
sometimes obstructs so completely the current of blood through ii, tliat s])on- 
tancous cures have taken place without the interposifton of art. Thi.s tcndciuy 
is so general and universal, that our distinguished collabor.ator. Dr. Bhysick, 
has proposed to make it a basis of cure in certain impracticable cases, by intro¬ 
ducing a fine metallic needle into the cavity of the aneurism, and leaving it 
there a sufficient time for a. nucleus of magnlatioit lo b , formed upon it. Itap- 
pcar.s also that this lymph i.s occasionally disposed to take on a condition of Altai 
organism, like lymph cffiised into other caAltic.s. 

Witli the fact before him of a spontaneous cure by a dcpt)sition of lymph 
filling up the sac, completely, Brastlor, a professor of surgery in Paris, proposed, 
more than forty vears ago, that in cases of aneuri-sm, wht:re the tumour was so 
near the heart or large cavities, as to make it impi'acticahle to fix a ligature 
upon the cardiac section of tlie artery, tlic ligature should be fixed upon ibc 
remote or peripheral section of the artery, or the part bey oiulthc (uinnur. The 
celebrated Desault was an advocate for this practice but never tried it. Des- 
champs, a contemporary, actually put it in practice upon the femoral artery, but 
from some peculiarly unpropitious circumstances the experiment failed. It was 
subsequently tried by Sir Astlcy Cooper, in a case of aneurism of I be. cxU-rnal 
iliac, but it also failed in bis hands, the patient having died from the l>ursling 
of the aneurism. Notwithstanding the faihv’c in these ca.se.s, the principle n*. 
mained, tliat a perfect obstruction to the current of blood through an an^^urisni 
by a ligature beyond it, would cause the coagulation of the blouil remaining in 
the tumour, and consequently a cure of the latter. _, 

Governed by these c.iinsiderations, .Mr. Wardrop, in .rune, 1825, on the per¬ 
son of a female, aged seventy-five, w'ho had a carotid ancunsni just above the 
right clavicle, took up the artcrysbove the tumour. Helms giv<-n a full nrrounl 
of the case anil of tlie opcr.ition, but as the details are of a familiar kind, it is 
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•iniicccssury to introcliicr them. On (he fourth day the tumour liail' (limii)ishod 
oiie-tiiirdy on the fourteenth it was only half the original size, and at the end of 

• (he week the neck had nearly resumed its natural form. At tlic expiration 
of th|^<i ygars the patient continued to enjoy ^ood hcaltli. 

In J>ecembcr, 1H25, a female, aged fifty-seven, was pre.scntcd to liim, with 
carotid aiiciirism of the right .siile, extending from the clavicle two inches up- 
wanls. She was also operated upon by fixing a ligature on the artery above the 
tumour, 'riiis patient died on the 2.‘>d of March, from h>pertrophy of the heart, 
tin* tumour having in tlie mean time subsided to the size of an almond, and the 

* X'ouud having cicatrized. On dissection the carotid artery was found empty, 
lint diluted at flie situation of the tumour, and the aorta and arteriu innoininata 
were unsound from ossific <lcpositions upon tlicig internal face. 

In .ranuary, 1827, a female, aged forty-nine, of unhealthy appearance, having 
carotid aneurism also on. the right side, above the clavicle, was submitted to the 
prufessioiuil care of Mr. Wardrop, the tumour being the size of a large walnut. 
She was operatc-d on by fixing a ligature on the artery above the tumour. The 
tumour after a while entirely disappeared and the wound cicatrized. Five 
weeks after the opi-ratiou the cicatrix ulcerated and a fungous growth sprang 
lip from it, this was. followed by repeated lixinoiTliage, and the patient died 
about (lie sixtieth <l:i}Pfi’om the Operation. On. dissection after death, the fol¬ 
lowing was found to he the stat* of the artery:— 

“ At tlic root of the riglit common carotid artery was a consolidated tumour, 
of a pyramidal shajjc, its base below and extending tw'o inches up the artery, 
and was at its lower jiart about half an inch in breadth. A probe could not be 
passed upwards, from rtic arterfa innominata, and w ater forcibly injected at this 
part would not pass; so completely and eficclually closed was the lower part of 
the carotid .irtery. Oii^niaking a longitudinal section of the tumour, we ob¬ 
served at its lower pail a linn conguluni of blood, of about the size of a French 
olive: it accurately closed the opening at the base of the c.'irotid, and it was 
lliis which efibrded the rcsishmcc to the probe and injection of water passing 
upward from the avtcria innominata- 'I'lic coals of the artery where surround¬ 
ing the cMKigulum, were thickened to about four times their natural size, and 
lined by a thin l:i_\ er of fibrine. Above the cuagulum the ccfiils of the artery 
w i IV thickened to llii' extent of at lc:»st six times their natural size, and In addi¬ 
tion to a laj’cr of fihrinc closely adherent to the inner surface of the artery, and 
continuous with that surrounding the coaguhim :it the lower part of the tumour, 
iluTc were three other layers of coagulated hinpb. They were evidently 
adajited to the cyruulrical shape of the vessel, and ap]ieaBed to have been 
foruied Miecessively, thus giudually encroaching upon and at length obliterat¬ 
ing the cut in; calibre of the artery. At tlie upper gall of this thickened 
state of the artery, and just abo^e the onio-hyoidciis, where the ligature 
w as :ny)Iieil; was an ulcerated opening on the anterior and tracbeal surface 
of the e:irotiil artery, a quarter of an inch in length and rather less in 
hreaililij eoVered b\ a ro:igul\im of dark-coloured lyin])b, communicating with 
the opening in the integuments. The posterior surface of the artery, rorrc.s- 
[londiiig witli the u^'cmtcd opening on the anterior p.irt, was covered with a 
c.oagiiluni, and on removing this the division of the internal and middle coat 
produced by the lig.'itiire w.as obsen'cd. Above the ulcerated opening the ea- 
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rotld artciy was pervious and healthy, with the exception of a few spots, re¬ 
sembling' those obserred in the arteria innominata; and there did not appear to 
have bejii any attempt made to effect obliteration. The superior +hyroidaI 
artery, given oft’ a little higher than usual, was readily distended liv throwing 
water into the arch of the aorta, wluch passing through the left carotid artery, 
regurgitated by means of anastomoung branches, tlirou|^ the right external, 
internal, and common carotid artery, and flowed out at the wound. The trunk 
of the aupnior thyrordeal became very mamfcstly enlarged on injecting tlio 
water from the aorta.’* 

In a fourth case of carotid aneurism treated by Georgy Bush, M. D. Profes¬ 
sor of Anatomy, New York, the patient, a female aged thh;ly-six, and having 
a carotid aneurism, the size o^a small hen’s egg, on therightiude, was operated 
on according to Mr. Wardrop’s plan. The wound was healed on the twent}'- 
seventh day, and the tumour was then reduced to one-half its bulk, and almost 
free from pulsation. On the 19th of the subsequent April, die patient was in 
perfect health with scarcely a remnant of the tumour. 

Encouraged by his instances of success, Mr. Wardrop undertook to cure a»^ 
aneurism of the arteria innominata, by tying tlie subclavian iirtciy. The case is 
that of Mrs, Denmark, aged forty-flve, who had an aneurism the size of a 
turkey's egg, one portion of which w^as situated undci the stei-nimi, and the 
other appeared at the inner edge of the mastoU muscle. The subrlavian arlerj’ 
was secured as it passed over the first rib by some peculiarities of minor arrount 
in the mode of opcniting. The operation having been executeil on the 6tli <il' 
July, the patient, about the end of August had got so far well that there was no 
appearance of aneurism left. The following report shows the state of the pa¬ 
tient one year afterwards, (Augfust 8th, 1828.) 

“ She is more reduced in point of flesh than at the pcriikl of the last report, 
but this has evidently been owing to the attack of bronchitis, and the severt; 
measures to wliich she has been subjected, for, wdthin tlic Last six weeks, siie 
has regained her former appearance in a umndcrful manner. The diflicully of 
respiration has greatly diminished, so much so, that she can now sleep in the 
natural position, and she is entirely free from the dreadful sensation of threat¬ 
ened suffocation. No tumoiu* is perceptible in the situation of the former aneu¬ 
rism, but an unnatural feeling of hardness can be perceived at the root of the 
neck, immediately above the sternum, arising, no doubt, from a condensation 
of the aneiuisraal tumour. The right carotid artery still pulssUcs, although not 
so strongly as the left; its pulsation corresponds to that of the heart, but its 
branch, the temporal artery, affords no indication of the circulation of blnod; 
the right radial artery beats with about half the strength of the left. Slic suffe rs 
none of those pains in, the regions of the neck, shoulder, and back; nor has she 
for a long time, experienced any of those ^severe head-aches which formerly 
gave her so much uneasiness; the erdema of the fwt h;is entirely disappearetf, 
and she takes exercise in the open air diuly. 

**'rhe above rejioi-t was drawn up a month ago, previous to her vis^t to the 
country, from which, in a letter rc^ecived fh>m her yesterday, slu- stalest hat she 
IS now in a better state of health than sbe.)^ titden for a Ipng time.” **

This duinbnrs.s from amnesia is a subject of much interest; andwc hope tin* 
lime is not far distai\j, 'ivheii«wc shall be sided by the light of anatomy to un 
derstand (he manner of its causation. Om* readers will recollect the very inte¬ 
resting case {mblished in our lost number by our colleague, Jacksox, of Phila¬ 
delphia. .since the [>ul>lication of that case, another, strikingly similar has fallen 
within our knowledge, in the pnictice of .a highly respectable physician. Iniliis 
hitler case, the only symptom rcmarkaiilc w.as the amnesia, an inability to rc- 
nienil>cr or utter words, either liy the voice or with a pen, without the least 
MUjiairment of the motions of the tongue, or the organs concerned in speech, 
and w'lth a perfect understanding of all that was s-aid, or indicated by signs. Af¬ 
ter depletion, this patiii'nt became able to articulate and no, and after a lapse 
of several weeks he could express himself in such a manner as readily to un¬ 
derstood. Wc liope that a proper account of this case will hereafter be given.

no fartJier \ lews of tlic subject, but contents himself with showiiij^ that tlu^ in 
flammation of the membranes, brain, or bones of tlie cranium, may caiisc ma- 
lig-nant Intermittent, of which tliere caimot be a doubt in the minds of experi¬ 
enced physimns. Nor do we think that any other coqpluslon can be dmwn fnmi 
tmr knowledge of the pathology of such cases, than tliat the trmtmmt ^lu)uld 
be directed to the local inflaminatoty affection, without reference to •the “ /'/< 
termiitenf* appearance of symptoms. Happy will it be foir mankind and our 
profession, when physicians shall cease to prescribe for the natnu^i of tlifirnw ., 
and devote themselves to study ^le. actual conditions of organs in health ami 
disease. 


The third mcnioir is by Bscitriaui:, and is an examination of the question, 
whether the number of insane is greater now than formerly^ All his inipurjc'i> 
and observations lead him.to draw the fpllowing conclusions:—<lst. 1 hat tho 
incumberment of the public estabUsbments in ]^nce, particularly at I’aris. 
does not prove that the number of insane is rcallSflaugmeiitecl, nunv than ilu 
appreciation of the causes of the disease accounts for. 2d. Tliat tlic exertioTi. 
and wridngs of physicians, especially those of PisrRr^ have powerfully coutrl 
butedto aaraken an interest in favour of the insane, and, coiiseqiicnlly, lins iit- 
ducedf a beliof that the number of alienated patients is augmented, 3d. Tltu: 
the improvements of all kinds introduced in hospitals destined to rcRt'ivc tht-'t. 
unfortunates, by attracting a greater number of individuals, has given strengdi 
to this ophuon. 4th. That since the aagmcntati<m of thc<aiurober of insane pa¬ 
tients is only apparent, it is not true that mental alienation is,a calamity belong¬ 
ing to the present times. 

The fourth paper is an elaborate inquiry relative to tlie morfrility in France, 
of the richer and poor classes, by Ii. It. ViUERME, and abounds in details am! 
observations of great interest. We must confine ourselves merely to the con 
elusions the author has drawn fn>m the. facts, which 01*6 us follows:— 

There die in the rich departments 20*100ths individuals at 1- year old; am I 
22|>100th8 in the ^oor.—At 4 years, Sl-lOOths of the rich, and 35-l(X)tlis of tin- 
poor.—'At 10 years, not quite 38«100ths rich, aiid 44-lOOlhs poor.—At 20 yeais, 
rather^ more than 42*100ths rich, and 49-lOOtlts, that is, nearly oiic«half of tin* 
poor.—KAt 40 years, 54-lOOths rich, and 62-1 OOths poor.—At sixty years, 68^-tOOtlii. 
rich, and 78-100th8 poor.—At eighty years, 93-lOOths rich/and OO-JOOths poor.— 
At 90 yean of ag^ there remain 82 individuals of 10,000 inhabitants in the rich 
departments, and not more than 53 from the same number of poor- 

The excess of mortality among tlie poor is observed at all ages; it is grcutcr 
among old men than among iiulivUUials in the vigour of life, and still more ji.ir 
' tieulorly among vexy young children. The mortality among the foiiiullings ;•

It is one of llie 
most elufjoraie and carefully conducted inv^?tigations which we have read for 
i Jonff time, and proves its author to be a most patient and plnlosophical eb' 
server, as well as a judicious and excellent practitioner. 

Doctor Duv KiLcii; next gives an ample memoir on the drunkard’s delirium, 
‘{■•linuin tremrnst of various writers, in which he gives a very excellent ac- 
.-oiinf. of the disease, and the modes of treatment. Tliat by the? administru' 
iion or<f]iiiinl*, now most generally resorted to in this country, he prefers, and 
lias lounil to be almost uniformly successful. Iij passiug^c treats of various l«>. 
jtii s conneeltd with delirium U'emenS in an interesting manner. There is no- 
! iiing, however, very new or very striking in his views to require that they 
-hould be repeated here. Dr* 11. H. Coates, of ['hiladelpliia, has publislied the 
best obscTwalions which have yet appeared on this subject, and his paper has 
fMrnishcd a large part of what has since been written concerning this disease in 
Kiirope. 

'rite fii'fit memoir from the section of surgery is by the justly celebrated IBa- 

• on 1 on penetrating wounds of the chest, in w'hlch he indicates the 

• rtabncnl he has been led to adopt, and which his prolonged expericnc^.oii- 
liiincs to assure him is the best in such cases. We subjoin a statemenv of a 
iiiglily Interesting case, exemplifying its propriety. 

Antoine C. a soldier, twenty-six years of age, wa.s brought to the hospital on 
die night of the 21st qf October grievously wounded. Being very much pros 
trated when he was brought in, on account of the enormous quantity of blood 
tihich inmicdiatcly fol^wcd the wound, the surgeon who received him applied 
i simple dressing, gave him a cordial draught, caused his body and limbs to 
be warmed, and left him in charge of an intelligent nurse. 

*•* On \‘.biting him next morning I found him in Imminent danger, he was 
•pccchlc.s-s, his visage pale and disfigured, pulse scarcely perceptible, respira- 
tinu bhovt, laborious, and almost insensible, the dressing^ of the w’ound were 
idled with florid blood, and his debility was extreme. CareiSUy removing the 
! lamlagcs, two large wotfnds were discovered, opposite to each otiier, on the 
right side of the cliest, which, one of the bystanders said, were made by a fool 
jo]diei*’3 sabre, spadoritj witii a very keen edge. The anterior wound 

was a trausvci'se cut, * situated below and a little lieyond the right nipple, 
whence, passing obliquely backward, it traversed the centresof the right carity 
■ if the chest. In it.s passage tliC weapon had divided a large part of tlic lung, 
.uid the root of the intercostal artery. I'lic point of tlic^ sword came out at the 
interval of ihc third and fourth ril^s, in tlic hollow of tJie armpit of tlic same 
Mde, bet wcx*n the anterior edge of the scapula, and the tendmi of the lali.ssiinus 
clorsi, which was cut very close to its insertion into the lumicrus.

tioii, which freely evacuated bis stomach, but the violent efforts made in Aomii 
ing broke open the orifice of the ihtert^ostal artcij', and the vessel in the lunj'- 
divided by the sabre, as in a few moments after the patent was seized aa i*]i :ii> 
extreme oppression, loss of speech, gi*eat dllBculty of br<‘aUiiiig, s]):i.sins,' wiu'. 
aU the signs of approaching suffocation. The corrcspomliiig sidi: of the chct« 
was also much distended, ;uid the pulse disappeared.

Tl«? whole physical con 
dition has suHered a mcftamotpho^S} and the fhtiction of the respiratory and cii 
culatOTy organs have undergone remarkable modifications, yet so htqipil'. 
adapted, tllat the life and health appew as firmly re-established im tlu y vkcr. 
before the injuiy. ” - - * * 

Next follows a paper by Ifaron Lan^, on the operation of Utbotoriiv, M» 
wluch he endeavours to show tliat different kinds of calculus, &c. requin s dli 
ferent modes of operation. He publishes the history of a caac in suppoii of hi 
views, and concludes his paper by some very interesting refle ctions on litli«* 
tomy in genci-al. 

The last memoir wc have room to notice especially, is Baron Dupu>tron*s ai 
count of his treatment of artificial anus. It is a long and satisfactory ]iaiirr 
which would he read by every surgeon with interest. As his mode of r.,( 
iiig is already well known4o our readers, we shall dwell on lUe f.ut, tl. if h. 
lias in thl^aper done tanly, though still imperfect juslici* to Pl.ysirk, who :.i> 
ticipaterd Impuytpcn*s in lids part of surgery. After quoting in u m)h. whai ■ 
said of rhysick*.s operation anon in the second edition of Doiw y’s Surgery, 
^ds—»«The operation of Physick, then, like that of Schmalkahloi?, O’crfonn- . 
in 1798,) consists in a perforation of the paKitibn separating the two. ends ol 
the intestine made with needles, thread and loopcs, and is inc^mtesfadily an:! 
lo^us to my operation upon Auctet.” Now in fact the onoration by Dr. Physud 
is fc^t/iesa/in eflect witli Diipiiytreu’s, and the only difference- between lln ii' 
i.s that the latter cflectcd the division with an irregular pair of fbie< ]»s, whil.' 
the former did precisely the same with the ligature; dlfl'cring only in ihc Instni 
menl—not at aU in principle. 

The papers from the section of pliarmacy are long and sufliciontly numcniii'-, 
but wc are umi^ble to enter into farther details .at present, especially :is tlu- 11

This is the first work upon the subject of internal worms, in the English 
language, that may be regarded by the pKiysician .and naiiir;di:.i .e. hivln: 
claims to aecui-acy and fmi.sh. n is true the extern-d -i).!,. ar.mr. n.'i 
•‘ven anatomical .-struclure of -.ome species Imvc’ hii-n i».. d 1 m ii. 
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aiu! otlU rs,’* but stiJl much was wanted to complete the history, symptoms, and 
iiieiliod of cure, not only of these, but of various other species met witli in 
fulu r cavities and textures bf the body. The iWcscnt treatise waff intended 
by Mr. ICliind to supply the deficiencies existing* upon this subject. 

iTie (Presence of worms in various parts of animals, our author attributes 
io Oic disposition manifested by nature to multiply and support animal cx- 
iifcnce under every variety of circtimstance as well as every possible situa- 
*joii, all beings however small, having others sdll jnorc minute depending 
upon them for nourishment. Of these parasites, Itudolphi has enumerated 
iKf less than elevtin hundred different species as found among*the various 
t-iusscs of tlK^auimal kingtlom. Of worms, some are common to several classes 
ofauinuds, whilst others again frequent only one particular si>ccics. Tor cx- 
inuple, the large, round worm of the human stoics is also to be met ivith. in 
pigs, horses, and cows? whereas the two species of tape-w'orm found in lltc 
iiiin):iM body, are distinct from those of all other animals. Every different ani¬ 
mal sinnUnre is liable to be tenanted by some species of animal, which for the 
most part is ])cculiar to it. 

In Kuppoi'l of the position that the intestinal worms of the human body 
ii!\- ofa kind ditlc rent from any of similar appearance found existing in eartli 
or writer, Mr. Khiiu^refers to their distinct and peculiar formation and stnic- 
tiiri', ilu*ir living and ]>ropagaling in the body, and Uieir incapacity to sustain 
I’fr for any Icngih of lime wlicn removed fmm it. With regard to the mtieh 
agitated and ]n'rpK \ing question of the origin of worms, our author combats 
the opinion lu hl by IJreinser, of their spftnianfnm formation, as contrary to all 
■inalogy drawn from itittiire, there being no simil.ar instance of spontaneous pro¬ 
duction ill !uiy other class of animals.

t I'lr .mllior n»aint:iins iliat a peeiiliar stale of the body ami of the intestinal 
I anal in particular, is necessary for the dcveh»pnicnl of worms, ai\d aptly illus¬ 
trates Jiis view by a reference to the jiiatiner in whie.li various vegetable seeds 
nee e.arricd about by tlic winds, rest themselves in pai’ticului' .spots which suit 
iheir nature, where they spoilt and shoot up. It is well k^town that some of 
tiu'se set tls may remain Iniricd fur years, ami still retain their life and pow'er of

absoihent vessels ciui take tip, are both equally favoiiralde. 'Phis lust c'ircuni- 
staiicc may be the cause why robust and healthy people are soim tiincs found 
troubled tvith this affection. Sonic have entertained an opinion that tlie io- 
liabitaiits of cities are more liable to worms than those of the i-mm.rv. an<l 
again, tliat animal food ts more favourable to their production than vegctuMi-. 
Bremser, however, states that he has frequently found in the graminiN crons 
animals, grfrat numbers of intestinal worms, and imputes the greater pn. v aK n< i 
in the inliabitants of cities to luxurious living, want of due cxcrciv.c, and consi 
quent derangement of the dig((;^ivc organs. 

Relative to the influence diet, it may be stated iii a general wax, that a:! 
crude vegetables and unripe fruits, especially when freeh taken, ;is ul-o 
a milk diet, and too much saccharine matter, are favourable to the prt'dnr 
tion of xvonus. Our author likewise, thinks it probable that a diet not Mitj. 
cicntly stimulating, as one entirely composed of farinaceous and vcgetanli iivi* 
ter, may be followed by the same consequences. Salt, from it^ stiinidaiii:

Chapter rV. is devoted to tlic consideration of the Progress, Duration, Compli- 
ralion, and Termination of Insanity.—This is an extremely interesting cliai>tcr, 
ultliougli it is one which, from its nature, will not bear analysis; wc-wifi, how¬ 
ever, attempt to give the autlior*s views of the natural termination of insiiiiity. 
This, says he, is always in dementia and paralysis; which ai‘e announced hy ihrcu 
classes of symptoms corresponding to tlic tlirce great functions of tU^ brain* 
the loss of the intellectual faculties, the loss of muscular motion, and the. loss 
of the senses; the first constituting dementia, and the two latter par:il> sis; wher 
insanity is complicated with epilepsy, tlie loss of the intellectual f.ieultic'i 
takes place at an earlier period than it would otherwise have done: wiu ii 
insane patients do not fall victims to. some acute attack, as of apopU vy, or 
gastritis, they gencatdly live for a length of time, and at last i>orisli in a mi 
serable condition, cither from general paralysis, or by some cln-onic an\.*i-tioii 
and disorganization of the lungfs or digestive organs. Those paticiu'-' n ho .u'c 
subject to rheumatic pains, are often destroyed by the formation oi‘ an am u- 
rism of the heart.

H i' 
this liability to be called on to elucidate or ^ub!>^anti.ate tln-ories, !is w( 11 as i«f 
testify to facts, that renders the situation of medical w It in sses so nnbari’asslng 
and irk.some, and creates :i slnnig disinclination ill mosi nn-mbets of die pn* 
fession to discharge this important piu:t of their dutii s to\v:mls soeiet;. Hut, 
whatever may be our feelings or si-ntiiiienfs as r^rgardsjbe olfiee, it i-. one wr 
are not only obligated to discharge, but it is also one from which lin re is n<* 
means of evasion; hciiec the absolute necessity of beiiij,-' fiilK prepared to ix 
plain every fact ami opinion having an\ hearing on or eonnexioii with mif ]»ro 
fcsslonal pursuits. It has, we are well aware, beeii often a‘..>erti.d, and. wi- inns- 
confess, with .some degree ofapparcpt plau.sibilily, that any pliysirian who i'. 
well versed in the general principle.s of his art must be* perfectly eoin])* lent it» 
fulfil these duties, but no opinion is more erroneous, and is more fully dl.>pr(f.'ed 
by actual experience. A perusal of any report of trials in wbiidi physicians 
have acted as witnesses, wull serve to convince llic most ]»ri‘judieed lliat how 
ever able and skilful medical men may be in the daily routiin: of their profes 
sional duties, they arc but too ofti-n wofully deficient on those points which s«i 
often become the subjects of judicial in\i stigation. 

M. Uegnatdt, tho author of the work, the title of whieh .stands at the head ol 
this art.icJo, is an advocate in the royal court of justice in Pari.s, and of ronrse 
presents a diflercnt view of the subject from what has hitherto hi i ii given. From 
actual cx])erii-nce and observation, he is of opinion that the ronsulting of physi¬ 
cians in cases fifalleged liisuniiy, arises more from respect and long-established 
custom, tliiui from any peculiar iiiformutIon or light they can throw on the sub ject 
Intlced, he goes so fiirastori;-ecbollicas.sertionof I>r. (Joste, lliat any Tnan of cleai 
intellect and judgment is as fully competent to deriile on ipiotions of this nature 
as I’inel or lArjnirol, from ba\ing llie advantage of bf ing w h*>ll\ free fnnn a theo 
retical bias. Although far from allowing the truth of this g» lural attack on the 
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kyowicilgv and capacity ol our profcssioit, as witnesses in eases jd'insiuiiiy, wt 
arc obligetl to concctic that i!utl- is much Ivutli in the allegation, for although 
much has been uceomplislied within the lust few years in the elucidlition and 
4 liscri|^iinati(m ot mental diseases, they still remain involved in great obscurity. 
VVe now'idhide particularly to those cases where the alienation of niiiul is oc 
cult, or is uiidistinguishabic by the worlil generally, and it is only in such stales 
that medical evidence is absolutely nei;e.ssary. When iti.s ajiparent and glaring, 
»berc Is little use in summoning a medical man, as ovgry bystander is as fully 
i-apabic of tleelding as bimseif.

i. Cam. ’ill h'lticft Ihr Uterm was ivanliing .—** Dr. Hn^scavt relates that last 
Kehruary u \onitg’ woman, '.vitli lislula in ano, and who, from examinatibn, ap- 
•>< .ared to hnvo no iifi'i'iis, :i)j[}]it‘d toM. Dupuytren for admission into the Hdtel 
jii« u. Shi lr.ul iK vor liiul Uic nn-iisRs, yt:l she always experienced the symp- 
ToRts wliifli precede their periodical return. The pelvis wa.s rather narrow, but 
ihf hrea.sts and llio c^-tcniiil parts of f^cncratiori were well developed} and her 
^vcticral appi. iirante rpiite fenmnne. 'I'lie vagina terminated at about an inch 
ii-om its (n-ilire, in .a cul-<lc-sac, Smontit ainl circular, with no indications of a 
olcriis. 'I’hc rc«-tiim was explored, hut it led to no discovery'. 

“ Tills femah' had heen livinj^ sc\t ral ye:u*s in oonciibinage, and was to be 
marricfl on her rei'ovcry iroin the fistula. 

“'I'he opettitiini v'jis«pcrff»i*ricd b)' .M. Dupujtrcn on the I28lli February last,

'2. ^nomalnus distribtdion of the. Vascttlar System in a New-horn Child. 
I’noKr.sMiK Mexiu-..—T he. subject of this case died immediately after birth, 
without any ap])ari. nt cause. The vessels w'crc injected, an!\ on dissection it 
was ohscrv(‘rl tliat the umbilical vein, instead of dividing into two branchc.s to 
tr.i\ej*s<‘ the liver, continued in a single trunk over the coin*ex surface of the 
right lobe of this organ, to the right auricte of the heart where it terminated 
before ainl above the orifice nf the* inferior vena cava. The heart appeared 
pushiM diq^uwanls by tlie insertion of this insulated vessel; its base was much 
inclined to .the right and towards the sternum, and its position was of course 
niorc trawsvcrjAi than usual. A single umbilical artery arose from the aorta 
Tu-ar its bifurcalion, ami j»assed over the leftside of tlie bladiler towards the 
UTiihilicus.

" Siitfrulrr Itii’rp.'i —Mr. M. llAiiNrrT states, jij the t.-outon ^fnli 
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c«/fnr<Uocembcr hwt, that he met with oiu-irislanco in whlrh, in the 
rlj^ht arnif iiiste:ut ui'thci*c boin^ a bicupa muscle havini>; (wouvig'ins, theiv was 
simply a oiie-licaiicd muscle nmiii}|^ from the cuntcdiil process. No tcnih>u couM 
he fonml passing tlirough the joint answering to the long hea«l oF the biceps, 
wither was there any appearance of a hiccpital groove; tlic capsular ligimenl 
was, perhaps, thicker than ordinary. 

4. Jieeurrent Laripigeal Nerve. —^It is generally stated by anatomists, that the 
distribution of the recurrent laryngeal nerve in the interior of the larynx is con¬ 
fined to file crico-arytc!\oidcus posticus, crlco-arytenokleiis lateralis, and the 
thyro-arytenoidcus muscles, and that none of its filaments extend to the other 
muscles d^the larynx. Majcndie seems to attach considerable interest to Ilu: 
limited distifibntiun of this nerve, .a.sscrting that it is cnlirclj' resmeted to (lu; 
three muscles above mentioned. Cloquet ha.s made a similar assort ion; and Mr. 
llcll .iflfirms that the tcrniination of the recurrent nerve is t‘\cliisivi ly conliiu-d 
to the muscles just named, and to the mucous ineinbranr- oi* the i:ir\ ii.v. Mr. 
G. Raixky, ui a conimuTiication in the T^uufort MaUcal ttuze1h\, for Dcccnibor 
last, says, that in repeated dissections of tlio human larynx, he has uniformly 
been able to trace a branch to die aryt^noiiU-us iransversiis anti the aryteiioldci 
ohliqui mnscles. 

5. Proper Nerve of the Tensor Musekof the Tympanvm^ or of ike Internal Museh ^ 
ofiheMalens. —All anatomists luivc hitherto admitted that this muscle rceoivc^-i 
a.nervous filament fromtlic portiudura;}iut an attentive eKiunmation showsthat 
it Mraesacs a special nerve, furnished to it by a ganglion adhering to the inh rior 
muillary nerve. At the posterior und inferior part of the lower nia\lli.ii'\ 
foramen, there is a rather large, irregular ganglion oK a grayish re<! colour, 
strongly adhering to the inferior inavillarv lu-ine; at the jjosU-rior and rirn* 
part of this ganglion arise two lu-rvons lilainents; the first, or tlie superior, al¬ 
ready known, contributes to form the nervous »•'•isio-,.niMs of .fiictihfon; tip- 
other, or inferior filament, is appropriated to the ^ei,.-<ir niii->e}i' of the ni-m- 
brana tympani; it passes backwaids, and a little npwar.'s, and ain r a i-onrsc ol' 
three or fbur lines, gains tlie internajf and posterior surface of thU imiscii.-. 
Where the latter bccome.s fieshy, fins nerve tiivides into m;iny small filaments 
which penetrate between the muscular fibres, and are there lost. Tiiis nen o 
correaponds to the internal part of the middle mcningcun artery, and to Un- 
superior part of the Eustachian tube, where the osseous portiuii of tlii.s canal 
unites with the cartilaginous; it is fiituated below the nervous filament tliat con¬ 
tributes toforrtrthc hnaatomosis of Jacobson, with which it is parallel, ami above 
the dplnous apophysis of the sphenoid bone,—Jnuma/ ties rrogri-s. rut.

G. Circuluttwit Ahsorptfon, and Secret ton.—^ovno. very interesting <-\pi't-. 
meats in relation to these'fnnctions have lately been performed by M. E. Ili.u- 
i.vo, Professor in the X'cterlnarj' SchA)} at Stnttgurd. They were made ujiou 
horses, and consisted in the transfusion intollu; current, of the cirrnlation of an 
Innocent substance, e^uy to recognise by proper cheniieul tests, 'llie Mood 
was then drawn at determinate intcrvals from other parts of the body .tlmn tbovr- 
at ijflucli the introduction had been marie, and upon examination*and 'joinpari 
Soii: 5 >f'the time occupied by the substance in psissing from one n-ssr-l toanoth<-r,* 
ah'iittempt was ntade to ascertain tlie-prccisc degr<*e of veloi-Itj with wliicb <Ji>- 
bIrMxl circulates. 't'Jie .substance chosen -W'as a .solution of the hydro-prolofi-rro 
r-yanate of potass, which, with the proper prr-canl)ciui, may lx- miwil vii.li t!"- 
hloorl in cosisiderahle qu;iulitv, vithoui occ:isi<*iiiii;<; the tva .t Im oiiM-nicnr i I 
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i<^ niurcovcr, easily delected In either the solids or fluids of llie body. As a 
lest for this purpose, tlie sulphate of iron was found iireferable to the sulphate 
of c<»pper, or the hydrochloRite of iron. In order to procure an immediate blue 
preomitate wiUi the first named agent, it was only necessary to add after it a 
little of yie hytlrocliloric acid. By this means the hydrocyanated ferruret of 
j)otiiss could be distinctly detected, though diluted in twenty tliousand times Its 
volume of the serum of the blood. 

Prc^ ious to giving the results of the experiments performed by M. E. Hcring, 
it may* be well to obseiwe that fur the puT|)ose of maki^ig the transfusion into a 
vein, he preferred a funnel to a syringe. The pipe of a large syringc^umi^ied 
with a stop-cock, being adapted by means of a .screw to a brass fun^l, holding 

* about two ounces, and the pipe inserted into the vein, the funnel was filled, the 
c ock turned, JHul the liquid being thus allowed to pass into the vessel, care was 
taken to cdosc* the slop>cock in time to prevent tl»e access of air. The follow¬ 
ing conclusions are fiirnislied by our experimentalist:— 

1. A sTjlution of hydrocyanated ferruret of potass introduced into the jugular 
vchi of a horse, readies that of tlic opposite sido in from twenty to twenty-five 
.lecoiuls; tiu: iqipositc external thoracic in from twenty-three to thirty seconds; 
the great sap lie I la in iw'cuty .seconds; the external maxillary artery in from ten 
to twenty -list^scconds; U.c metatai-sal artery of the hind foot in from tw'en^ to 
forty sreoiuls. Tt is to be observed that all the vessels just mentioned arc of the 
^idu opposite to that where tlic transfusion .was made, if the licjnid introduccil 
mTb the veins is movcil by the same impulse as the blood, that rapidity with 
w'hich both are cunvsyed should be cqu.-d. The velocity of motion, however, 
docs not apiiear to he increased in proportion to the fticreased rapidity of 
pulse, since witli diflereni hors*rs, the pulse in which varied ft'om thirty-six to 
tifty-two, the results were .similar. 

*.2. Tlie liydrocy:inale«l ferruret of potasss is secreted by the seixms membranes 
with gi\ :it jiroiiiptncss, but in small ijininlily. The proportion of this secretion 
is rcgulut<'d by tlic distAiius-aii'the membranes from the heart, being greatest in 
those whidi are nearest.^Tluis it operates, first upon the internal surface of 
the pericardium, tIu a ^rcc.essi\ cly upon tlie pleuni, the peritoneum, and finally 
upon the arlicidar capsules of tlie ex'trcmitie.s. The cavities of the vcntj'iclesi 
of the brain have only been examined in a few instances, in which no trace of 
the saline solution was foiiiul in them. In the other serous cavities, the time 
wliich this solution takes to manifest itself, varies between tw*o and fifteen 
ininntes afte.r its introduction. And Uicsc wci% the last inoments in which the 
animals show'cd signs of life. 

'o. In the mucous membranes, the secretion docs not take pla(!b so soon as in 

* the serous. The foreign substance is, however, after some minutes, discerni¬ 
ble on their surfaces. The mucous mcmbi’ane of the right half of the stomach 
secretes more promptly, and in larger quantity than that of Uic intestines, 
which in turn manifests it sooner than the mucous membi*anc of the lungs, llie 
hi-crction lakes ])Iace still more slowly upon the gcnilo-urinary surfaces, as the 
jioriion of hytlrocyaiiatcd ferruret of potass met with in the jirinary passages, 
jiroves to be only the secretion of the kidneys.

After a long residence in the hos¬ 
pital, he died without any remarkable sj mptom. The examination of lus body 
took place tweiily-four hours after death. There was slight cfTunon beneath 
.!io-arachiioi() membrane; and the tissue of the ^ia mater was infiltrated; these 
two mctnbraiics were readily raised up.

20. Account of Dr, GnlPs Disease. By J)r. fioaorAM—'t'liis celebrated inai> 
was of middling size: his chest large, and his limbs muscular. His head wa‘- 
voluminous, his forehcsul high ami liroad. I’osscssed of a vigorous constitution, 
lie w^ enabled to give himself up to assiduous and fatiguing labours, wbirh 
occasioned but slight derangement of his he.dth at long intervals; for-in.sl:in<'<‘ 
two or tlircc attacks of gout, and some gastro-intcslinal affections, &c. 

Of late years, his walk was heavy; and, whcn<dii(»-,.scendcd the. stairs. In 
experienced difficulty of brcatliing and palpitation. ‘ nAbout elgbUen months 
since, these symptoms became more intense, ami obliged him to keep hiniselt 
in a s^tc of repose, to follow strict rtgimen, and fn-»iut idly to lose blood. An 
attculive examination by M. Uennesi, Ihisfun, A mind, and myself, enabled us 
detect hypertrophy of the heart, with dilatation especially of the left vciitri 
clc. After some months, M. Gall was enabled to r^.sitinc his habitual occupa 
tlons. In November he commenced hi.s h ctur^ s at the .K-thcnuuin, which he con¬ 
tinued willioiit interruption to the ihii'd of April la.‘.t, when, on returninglionir, 
he c.xperiencotl symptoms of cerebral congestion. On tlm 20lh, the left, sidehi 
Uiefacc was contracted, with debility of the cxtremiJfScs of the right ride. 

The symptoms continued unabated during the month of May. The admi 
nistration-of purgatives occi^ioncd prolapsus of the rectum and licmorrhoiiial 
tumour.s, with .slight exudation'Ol blood. The spine und weakened iiinhs u i r< 
rubbed with the balsam ‘Nervins.* The third fi’ictioirprodncc'd an attack '•* 
gxiutin the band mid foot, which yielded, at the end of several days, witlunsf 
amelioration of tne other symptoms. The employment of a ilozcn *dou< bi- 
produced no benefit. 

M. Gall then, by the advice of M. Fouquier, and several other physiciaic, 
i»w Dr. Sariaxi4t£t^» who electrified him eighteen times, and three or toii. 
times acupunctured epiga^^ic region, because the functions of tlic stoninc !■ 
latterly become impaired; all was ineffectual; and, it being thought advise:*

Moxas were ordered to be applied at seven o'clock in the evening'; but at 
i w o, he had a violent .shivering which lasted an hour, and w^as followed by an 
instant of reaction, tiie pulse increased to 85; many shirts were welted by per¬ 
spiration. lie now insisted on talcing the sulphate of quinine;—i?ix grains were

The 
Im-Uy free from tcnsioti, swelling, or pain. Chicken bnjlh and gum water psu»ed 
no longer w'ith difficulty, which had occasionally occurred. 

J’lie 8th, Otli, lUth, 11th, ntld l^th, the pulse was never below 84, nor 
above 92. The exacerbations .aflcr dinner were not ixmarkuble. Twenty-four 
grains of sulphate itf ciuininc were administered in twenty-four hours. About 
:i pint of chicken broth or gum water was taken daily, and digested witliout 
difliciiliy; latterly, wc rimiarkcd that ihi- colour in the face incivased; the eyes 
began to have a wandering appearance, Ihe ideas became incoherent; in a 
« ord, the breaking up ihc faculties had commenced. 

Tlie early part of the night from 12 to 13 w’as tmnquii; the latter greatly 
agitated. There was an cxcitemcnl in the brain which wa.s combated by sina¬ 
pisms to the legs, and a clyster of musk, campltor, and sulphate of quinine. 

On the IStli, drowsiness; he was visited by his intimate friends; he neither 
testified pleasure, nor spoke to them.

It was also eroded*in many points; its 
vessels distended with blood.* The mucous membrane of the duodenum, joju 
num, a portion of the ilium, rig-ht colon, and its transv-ersc arch, were rod, 
thickened, and softened. The glandulse Peyeri turgid. No ulceration was 
found. The gall-bls^der is divided in two by a hard and thick fibro-ccllulai 
intei^cUon, and whicli interrupts all cominuiucalion between the two cavities. 
One is l&^e, and-of a brilliant whiteness; the other possesses the ordinary' ap¬ 
pearance of the gall-bladder. The first contained puriform matter, and mair.

21, tiyperlrophy of the .fim/ii.—-** Hypertrophy of the Imiln has been latiri-(*. 
considered a primary disCMe of this organ; yet il has been, up to the 
period, but vaguely described! and, indeed, the stmetund anomalies and pa¬ 
thognomonic signs of this disorder are not to be understoixi nor explained with 
out an attentive study of some well defined cases. M. U.vxcK'has for this pur 
pose adduced several very interesting ones; but he is properly can-ful to inforu 
tl»t he does not apply tl»c term hjjjertrophy to ai^aiigmcntaliunnf the brai 
resulting either from inflammation of its substance, from serous or sanguiiK- cm.

But though every one these 
causes .seem to be of an inflainmatoiy kind, yet this ailection appears to arise 
essentially from excess of nutrition. For, if we admit tliat inflammation is the 
cause, \vc must also a<lmit that this identical inflammation has simultaneously 
invadc-d all the textures of the brain, and aFected them all in tlie same manner 
ami to the same degree, notwithstanding tlie different functions they perform, 
and their ulllmatc peculiarities of structure.

2'3. i V«c of Pstms Mftcesa, poiniinjr on the jSntcriorpart of the Darauni 
s oiing and bininious looking woman was long in St. George’s Hospital, under 
the following circumstances. Between the great trochanter and anterior spines 
of the ilium, in fact sit the anterior edge of the dorsum of that bone, was amid- 
tiling si^ed tumour, which flucqialed and presented all the characters of abscess, 
accoinpanietl with hectic and other constitutional symptoms. Mr. Jeffreys, 
u iiose patient she was, pmiiounced the disease to be psoas abscess, though 
licHeetly unable to explain the mtionalc of its pointing where it did. Latterly, 
SI inptoms of phthisis pulmomdis were developed; the young woman fell to the 
t-h.ai’ge oi‘ the idiysiciJns and ilied. I'hc stvelling, wc should mention, was 
never punctured, and never burst. 

On dissection, the itings were found greatly diseased, and presented 
.\huiulanee of tubercles aiul vomicx. The local appearances, however, were 
those which naturally attracted most attention. The body of the last lumbar 
vertebra was generally unsound, and partly destroyed on its left side by caries; 
the inter-vcrtcbral substance between it and the fourth lumbai* vertebra was 
gone. From this point you could trace the bed of an abscess in the substance 
of iJie psoas, just above, or jgwftre con*cctly anterior to, the levcl^of the lumbar 
'nerves dowh to within tw^'mehes of the ligament of Poupart. Here the ab¬ 
scess had, as it vs’orc, bifulmated, forming for itself two paths—one in the re¬ 
mainder of the course of the psoas, the otlier diverging to the outside of the 
thigh, where the swelling had appeared during life. Let us first pursue the 
latter. Leaving the psoas at the point above mentioned the channel of the 
ahsress traversed ohliqticly the substance of the Uiacus iutemus, crossed be- 
m ath Poupart’s ligament close toils iliius attachment, hel»l cgi its way beneath 
I he rectus at its origin, and finally ended at its outer side.

Dr. Gltonna relatclt a ^asc in the OeservUore Med. di Ifapoli for JmU, wiiii-l) 
he considbred to be an extensive abscess of the splccp, and which lie ca a 
ciiated by means of a trocar. 'Flie result was favourable. The followinj> 
is the substance of the case:—Dominique Kolunno, aged twenty-nine ycai -, 
was afibeted for a long period with obstruction of the spTeerf^ consc'qurnt in 
intermittent fever. An excessjof food and of exercise renderetl the tunioni 
larger and more painful; and Dr. Glioniia discovered at the same tiino, well 
characterised splenitis. In spite of bleeding, of the application of great nuni- 
bers of leeches, of purgativesi, and tartari/.ed antimony, the disease gained 
ground; the tension of the hypochondrium and the pain increased, ;;crninp.‘( 
nted with paroxysms of shivering, followed by he|kt and nocturnal perspiratifui. 
The spleen then lost its fonner hardness; it inco'eased in volume,- ami bi c.uTu 
soft at its inferior part.

from the right ventricle of the liearl of a man .sixty-two years of age. This luiiu- 
had pierced the ventricle in throe places, and had commenced to pierce it io 
tliree others. The heart had probably pierced itself in its contro«;tioiis, as tin- 
bone was situated transversely in tiic ventricle.-a^^^^rcA^Be.'# G^nerales, Dcr.

25. Ceue of Perforation of the Duodenum. By jSfr RobiiIit.—L ouis Lauriu, 
;^ed seventeen, complained for several months of obscure J>ain in thr cplga'. 
tnum. For the last six weeks there was, in addition to this, diarrluen, and lor 
the last ten days, loss of •appetite, nausea, and general illness. The Kith of 
December, 1827, three hours after his repast, which had been more copious 
than usual, he wi^ suddenly seixed witli a severe pain, whicli, connnciicii\iv u 
the ^gion of the stomach, soon extended over all the abdomcti; he \oin'iud 
what he had eaten, after which, coloured mucosity and bile were cjcctcil. 11 •*

We are convinced that if the relatives of Bethune had united in cunsultatio*.:, 
phyiicians holding^ different medical opinions, in order to jpet the ffAintesemer 
of e^h, he would inevitably have perisherl. Usually on su-Ji occasions some 
herot^ remedy is adopte<1, and we arc decidedly of opinion-that a blister, 
pi8tQ8|» or »»imal broth had recourse to, before the irriution had left the upper 
part of the intestinal canal, would liavc prevented the resolution of ihe di-sinum-, 
and finally exhausted the strength of the'patient When a gastro-oiui rids 
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intense, it sometimes continues even till extreme emaciatidn is induced, 

, a^tf then is entirely removed. But if llie physician, alarmed by the progress of 
' ilic emaciation, trusts to stimulants before the digestive organs have It>st their 
excessiivc irritability, which causes the brown sordcs of the tongue and lips, 
and the stupor, the patient sinks in a few days. Hippocrates, who did not em¬ 
ploy stimulants in acute diseases, sometimes saw these cases continue even to 
the hiiiulredth day* but, since the stimtdant doctrines have predominated in the 
^chools, we no longer witness these protracted cases. Mali^anf, nereouSf putrid, 
“afli/neOHie, ataxic fcveis are of short duration in the hapds of the stipi^ilators. 
\V c cannot endure the sight of a patient suffering for many weeks .extreme 
prostration, with stupor and carphulogy * we imagine the tnflamniatory period 
lo have passed away, wc stimulate in oi-der to strengthen, and we are far from 
attrilititiiig the fatal event to the use of these stimulants. • 

Many phy.sicians, who consider themselves more physiological in their notions 
than others, imagine that the gastro-enleritis in stich cases as the above, has 
given place to arachnitis, and accordingly cunibut this affection with sinapisms 
and blistcps. ^rhis pr-actice is almost as dangertJijs as the other. In this way do 
wc keep up the inffamtnatioii of the mucous membrane of the digestive organs, 
which tiiially wears out the patient’s strength or extends the irritation to tlie 
v.asrul;ir syslt^n, and even to the lieart. We have before said, and we now re¬ 
peat it, that decided inflammation of the bmin is a rare disc.ase. Inflammation 
•of llie digestive canal is of itself capable of producing prfjstnition, delirium, and 
stupor* arachnitis is attended w'ith convulsive syniptoms, much more violent 
than lho.se which we Wjserve to occur in putrid fewrs of authors. Besides, 
•.hoiilil there he even ccrebnd ijiffanitn^dioo, that would afford no good reason 
for the cm]doyiTicnt of blisters atul sinapisms. V\ c have a long time, ago object- 
e<l to this ]irartiee, and Pn>fess«f Lalletnand, of Montpellier, has since con¬ 
demned it in the most decidetl terms from practical ob.scrvation in his excellent 
work on affections of the brain. 'Vliy, then, continue to torment with rubefa- 
ric'Uts and blisters such as pivscnt some nervotis symptoms in acute, diseases’ 
'I'lic words cerebralfti'er.i ha** of late superaedeil iu the parlance of jjhysicians 
the terms adt/nnmic Jen-r, ataxic ftrer: the vulgar repeat the phrase, become 
sreustomed to see blisters to tlie legs, and sinapbms to the feet, while ice i.s 
applied to the Iu'jmI, and now almost always require the coiijunctinn of these 
r< iii<*di<‘s.

:18. On the Ilf/drocijunate of Iron as a oubstitute for the Quinine. —Dr. Hasbk 
has employed with success the pnissiate of iron in an intermittent fever wdiich 
prevailed at (;U.strow in the spring of 1827. The sulphate of quinine was suc- 
«;essful in almost every rase, hut as its expciisiveness prevented Dr. H.’s pre¬ 
scribing it in all ea.scs, he determined to try the efficacy of the I’rtissian blue. 
\Vhc:n the patient presented gastric symptoms, which was frcj|ucntly the case. 
Dr. II. on the first appearance of the precursory signs of the paroxysm, admi- 
nistercil five grains of ipecacuanha every ten minutes, until vomiting was pro¬ 
duced; or according to circumstances a laxative during the apyrexia. The hy- 
ilrocyanate of iron was then administeiard in the follow'ing foriTi:*~Bl- Hydro- 
cyanate of ii;on, grs. xij.—aromatic pow’der, or wdiite pepper or mustard in 
pmvdtfr, half an ounce; mix and diviilc into twelve powders; one pow'dcr to be 
tj(cn every four hours during the apyrexia. Of course from four lo six pow¬ 
ders weri^ustudly laken. Commonly the paroxysm which followed the admi- 
iiisiratiqii of the fi^rifugc was so mild that three powders were sufficient in the 
se .^d and thiitl n^yrexia, to keep tiff entirely the third paroxysm. To pre- 
v»Mit it.s return. Dr. II. gave two powders on the seventh, fourteenth, and 
twenty^first ilajs, and Ihe fevt'r diii not return. Theprussiatc of iron adniinis- 
t'*Tcd in llie ;ibovc manner never priAluccd ill efFcels, either upon the digestive 
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or upon the brain. It was, however, injurious in one case of fever, ao< 
c^panied with great pain in the spleen, inerted at each access of pyrexi^, 

' and witlP a i^ainful swelling of tlic left foot. Hicse disorders being removed by 
appropriate remedies, the prussiate of iron showed its accustomed cilicacy. 
ItfanvOT those wlio were cured by the prussiate of iron had previou^y^ried the 
pepper without benefit, so that the cure cannot be ascribed to tlic pepper 
winch was contained in the above fonnula.— HUfekmd*a Joum^, June, 1828. 

The above afibrds a most gi-atifying confirmation of the opinion expressed by 
our colIa|)orator, Dr. J^kson, of Nortluimbcrland, of the efficacy of the pnis- 
sJate of iron in intermittent fevers. See his interesting paper, Vol. II. p. 3.35. 

39; Method of Arresting the Bleeding from Leeeh-Mtes, —The usual applica* 
tions for arresting the ha:mon*hage from lecch-bites sometimes tail, and it be¬ 
comes necessary to resort to the actual cautery or ligature. S. llioAirTO, of Leg¬ 
horn, recommends a more simple means which lie h:is found both safe and 
cfTectuol. It consists in applying a ciipping-glas.s to the wound, ■jrheu a coa- 
gitlum is almost immediately formed, and the bleeiling arrested. Jthis eficct 
IS very quickly produced, and ha.s been found to take place even ia children, 
and in persons where the mass of the blood appom-s to be in a state of dissolu' 
tion, and without any tendency to coagulation. The instrument may safely bi* 
removed within a few minutes, but it is prudent to let the coa^ilum remain 
for some time.— Rrperfnno tit Medic, and di Chirurg. di Thrino, duly, 1828. 

40. Hydriodate of Potm/i tts a Cure fur Cytntnchr Pm’OHdca. —Dr. NsrHAtJi 
employed the hydriotlatead’potash as :ni evtomal application with gn at succcs.s 
.ih an epidemic cywauchta pai’otidca, which pvevaib-d at. Neu.sia’dfel in June, 

1823. In the lower classes who were treated bt llio onlinury means, tb«- dis¬ 
ease was very obstinate, and often termiiuitc*.! by .suppurulion. Among the 
richer cla-sscs the treatment consisted alone in the achutnistration of an einedc, 
and the application to the swelling, of a jilaster eoiupcxied of eight parts of mer¬ 
curial ointment, and one part of hydriodate of potash. J3y these niean.s a cure was 
always effected in three or four da^s, and Dr. N. says tliat in none of those treat¬ 
ed by this method clidmetastascsoceurto. the other organ.s, which .w frcrjiicnt- 
]y happen in this disease, and he attributes this fortunate cireuinstance to the ap¬ 
pearance of an eiy'thematic eruption which occurred on the first or se^*otid tlay, 
and which remained during eight or twelve ilays .—Ruslan Muguzin, 

41. On. 'T^nsfusum. —^Dr. DrarvaxoAcn of Berlin has made man}' experi¬ 
ments relaUv^ to transfusion; and he has found that if an animal he brought 
into a state of asphyxia by copious bleeding, it is not unfi'cqiientl^ restored to 
life by transfusion of blo^ from an aiiim.'il of the same species; in most in- 
stances, however, it dic.s instantly, or very soon after tlie operation. Death al¬ 
ways ensued when, during tlic asphyxia, a considerable quantity of blood 0*0111 
an aipmal of another species was injected, even though the quantity of blood 
injected wasyert small, as was generally the case in lhe.Hc experiment-s. Some 
animals appeared to be more easily affected by a different blood than others; c.ats 
and:dogs for.iostance, more titan sheep. Cold blooded animals almo.st always 
died after the injection of the serum of blood from warm blooded .*immal.s. 
Birds .seemed to be unable to bear even thq smallest quantity of blood from .i 
quadruped; they died instantaneously, and under tlie most violent convulsions.

J>r. Stokes also quotes extracts of let tevs from Dr. Kelly of Castlerea, and Mr. 
tiill of Nottingham T’ark, giving the results of their c xpericncc. The former states 
that life luMifbund the general'effect of lilecding in tlio cold siage, that of cut¬ 
ting slioj't the rigor and rciulcriiig the hot Mag’c gent rally milder and in ^ne- 
l al of rendering the disease more manageable by other remedies—but in spme 
ca <08 the disease has appeared to have been cxaqjeratcd by llie practice. Tlie 
^ liter has fmploj'cd the rotnrfly in Ihirteen cases, and says he considt-ra it not 
ordy useless but dangorous, whenfollowed. Tiiey all, however, 
icknowledge that there may be eases in which it would be nsefid, but they do 
lOt desSguaic the C)rcumsL.«ices«in which it should be ompl«\c»‘.' 

There i.s cme curious objection bnnight against the practice by Hr.-Stokes, 
ivhicli is, that it has a tciuleiic.y to excite locul InlUimmations. Thi.s we confess

to six p.u ls of walpr. 'They remained iii the biitli for ten minutes; tliis was re¬ 
pealed daily for six days; tlie disea.se was not felt by the patients after the second 
application. . . • * 

45, Ott JBrouie its a cure for Smifuln tunl Goitre, —Dr. Pounciir. lias employed, 

I he brome in the treatment of scrofula and goitre, in two imlividuals of Ali¬ 
phatic cf«n.sti(ution. The scrofulous tumours were dissipated by the use of fric- 
litMis with an. otntuicnt containing hydrobrontale of potash, or by Utc employ¬ 
ment of ca1apla.sni3 sprinkled witJi a watery solution of brome. In a third case, 
an old and scrofulous engorgement of the testicles yielded tes the use of 
same mc:uis, with the internal ailministration of brome. An cPorraoils .goitre' 
had lost two-thirds of its size, when Dr. I*, published his observations. Ht. P. 
•ilininistcj'S the brome internally, sometimt?h dissolved in water, in the form of 
h\<lH»bi*oniate. In the first case he dissolves one partof brome in fourteen psuls 
of disyilcd water, an<J mves five to six flrop.s in a portion of pure Water, and 
gradually augments the dose. Of tlic hydwbroniateof potash he gives iVqnt |but 
lOT’ight gqdits ^1y in pills.

in the twenty-four hdurs; one drachm is usually sufficient to conulheimc with. 
It should be mixed with some mucllagihous emulsion, and a table-spoonful taken 
every hour, so that the requisite quantity may be taken in tlie twenty-four 
hours. Mucilaginous drinks and laxative enemas, were used as adjuvants in t)\c 
casQS reported. • 


47 . Tranftfusion tn Hffdniphubia. Dr. DixrrsirB ach, of Berlin, relates in 
Jiqjert^ium a case of hydrophobia in which he has lately employed transfusion, 
but without 'any apparent eflcct. The patient was a middle aged man, who 
had been bitten four weeks bcPoi'e ho was seen by Dr. D.at this time he was 
tranquil, and fiilly conscious of Ills slate, but the eyes had a somewhat wild ex¬ 
pression;, the pupils were dilated; the pulse ninety-two, slow and iAtcmitting, 
witli two quick pulsation-s full and sharp; he had burning thirst, but So violent 
a di*Ciui of water that the least attempt to drink caused cunvulsldns.* He had 
^ken an emetic, and ^crwurils calomel with belladonna} buitlic^ means hav- 
iiw no effect, and his state becoming worse, transfusion was revived upon. 
Auer a blccilJng of twenty-four ounces; twelve ounces of blood were, at two 
different periods, injected. At each injection the pulse rose and became re¬ 
gular, and afrci* some time the dread of fluids .seemed to^iniinish; in order to 
quench the violent thirst, a few ounces t>f w'atcr were injected into the sto¬ 
mach. In the evening the patient had some shivering, and was feverish; 
the pupils remained dilated, even in the .strongest light. On the next day no 
change had taken place, only Uic dread of water, h.ad again diminished; some 
• ounces of the decoction of senista were injected into the stomach. He was 
bled to thirty-two ounces, after which twelve ounces were slowly transfused, 
but without any effect. On the following day, thc**patient had considerably 
changed; the face was pale, the eyes glassy, and the dread of water so violent, 
that he^ was taken with sluvcring only at the siglit of it. In the afternoon, s^cr 
a bleeding of six ounces, five ounces of blood were again injected; immediately 
after the operation the patient drank some water, but died an hour afrcrw;u*ds, 
in convulsions. 


Petersburgh, also relates in ffufe/and^s Jinimal, a case in 
which he employed transfusion, but with similar want of success. The patient 
was a man ftrty years of age, who had been bitten in May 1820, by a cat. The 
wound healed in four days. ^On the 19th of March 1831, he was totmented by 
a vmlent venereal desire, which, however, he ffid not satisfy, and in the evening 
he became morose, and had all the precursoty symptoms of rabies, w'liich first

contact of tepulVater caused less shivering and convulsions than that of coI«l 
water, and there was no drc:ui of bright surfaces. The cicatrix of the wound 
was scanne^ and covered with a blister; live ounces of blood were taken froni 
the arm; anil, according to Magendle’s plan, a pint of water, at 101 degrees, was

On tlic 26tli, tepid water w;^ injected a hilh time, but tetanic convul¬ 
sions supervened, and he died the same day. 

On exuimnation, the pia mater was found much infdtratcd; the substance of 
the brain Itard and injected; tlic vessels of tJic i>on3 Yarolii and medulla ob- 
Ipngata. particularly near the ori^n of tlic auditory, fascial, pneumogastric, 

“ glo^-pharyngcal and hypoglossal nerves, were gorgtjd witli blood; Jhe arach¬ 
noid of the spinal chord was injected, and contained a serous effusion; tlic sa¬ 
livary glands were filled with a dark liquid blood. ' 

481 Piistular'Vctwreal Eruption, treated by the Suhecarhonate ofi Ammonia.-^ 
P. M. tUirty-eight yoai-s old, emaciated, and’ of, a very weak constitution, ob¬ 
served, hi the month of July, a particular eruption on his foreliead; this having 
been suppressed for a lime, l>y a nostrum, the composition of which was un¬ 
known, soon returned again, with a tendency to form ulcers, and began to 
spread over the whole body. On his admission into tlic hospital, in September, 
under the care of M. Bielt, he was in the following state:—Almost the wimlc of 
lies hotly, but especially the inferior extremities, were covered W'Hh ulcemting 
pustules of diffcrcut sizes; in the centre of each pustule tlicrc was a prominent, 
black, very liard criist, surromwled by a white ulcerating margin; the epider¬ 
mis round tl»e ulcers presented a copper-coloured defined areola, fn those pus¬ 
tules, w'hcrc the crulits hud been detached, the auifacc wsis excavated, much in¬ 
jected, and covered by gi-ayish»wlHtc tenacious matter; tlie skin, between the 
pustules, exhibited Uvul blotches, tlic scars of former ulcers, llic patient had, 
in 1814, succesjsivoly been affected with gonorrluca, chancre, and bubo, and 
had never luul recourse to a prt^per inercnrial treatment; he was married, and 
his wife, who liad boring several healthy children, had never presented any signs 
of infect ion. flis gencrAl health was good. 

M. Dlctt, having for some time cmploj ed cinnabar fumigations, and the al¬ 
kaline bath, prc.scribcd the subcarliqiiatc of ammonia, from the use of which,, 
he h;ul, in similar eases, olist pved very satisfactory effects; tlic patient took a 
drachm daily, an<l this, being borne vcjy well, and without the least disturbance 
of the digestive organs, the dose was afterrvards incrcjuscd to two, and even to 
three, ;lrachms. The crusts were gradually detached, ;md tlic excavated ulcers 
became more superficial, and assumed a healthy appearance; so that the pa¬ 
tient, after having used tlie subcarbonatc of ammonia for twenty |}ays, was per¬ 
fectly cured,—-Joumfl/ fkbilomadaire de Mi'dedne. 

49. Paorinaia InveterfUaf amceasfuUy treated by the Araenical Soluthn.’-~-X*y, 
Host* a-tat 39, of a vigorous constitution, was^ op the 7th of Septeniber, admit¬ 
ted into the hospital, under tlic care of M. Uiett. Having, up to his eighteenth 
year enjoyed good health, he observed at this period, wnthout any previous 
cause, a scaly eruption on his legs and thighs; the scales Wcks very small, d^, 
Ufa wliitish colour, and slightly adherent to the skin, from which they were de¬ 
tached l>y tlic least friction, leaving .some elevation and rctlness. In this stale 
the patient continual for several years, without .any disturbance of the copsli- 
tution; soipetimes, especially in winter, tlie eruption di.sappeai'cd entirely; but, 
on rclurnlniF, it iiisopsibly extended over Uie whole body, and the scales began 
IgSihaDge into thi<^ crusts, which were firmly attached to tlic skin. During the 
l£t thrce^»;aw he had been much addicted to drinking, in consequence of 
which tlie diseasegliad h^ime so serious as to induce him to seek for medical 
aid.

Bictt prescribed arsc#[Wl solu¬ 
tion, of which the 'patient tooK four drops d^ly, and'this, dose was iW^'Wiu’ds 
gradiuilly increased Id twelve drops. The effect on the cataneouadiBease was 
astonishing; the crusts, which before had been remarkabh: for their rigidity jyd 
torpid appear.u\cc, gradually detached themselves feom tho Icavingral' 
first, large red blotehcs, \vhich were again covered with scalcs^lhot after re¬ 
peated desquamation the integuments gi-adually assumed their natural colour 
and appearance, so tliat it was found unnecessary to contiuuq^b^ 
dicine tor move tlian four weeks, after which, period, tiie vapour. ba& hiving 
.been employed.for* some time, die patient was perfectly cured.—/&tV.

^oke better. Ordered Icmonaile with privation «>f all fyod. The next day the 
patient was wonderfully better, spoke with his usual volubility, enjoyed all hi:, 
lacultict^ wa.s a little weak only, had a good ajipctite.

October, T823, Dr. C. Ai Schmidt, of Dcrliii, aanounced to the miiuster of pub¬ 
lic iiislniction, and medical ailairs of Prussia, that he had, twenty years since, 
discovered, an infidlible remedy fur the tape-worm, and was desirous of selling 
his seci'etio government. The minister directed Dr. Natorp to make - trials 
with thespractlce, and, in a report made tlic 25th of July, 18^, this phyrician 
pronounced tbc Ircatinciit of Dr. Schmidt to be excellent; that it was adapted 
to the most Tccble constitutions; brought away the tape-worm within twenty- 
four hours at furthest; called for no pi'cvLous preparation, and caused no more 

• exhaustion than a common purgative. Messrs. Kluge and Neuman, physicians 
10 tlie hospital of La Charitc, at ilcriin, were commissioned to repeat these cx- 
periAients. In tlie ftspoit ma<lc hy tfiese gcnllcmcn, on the 31st of October, 
1826, tliey express themselv'^s thusi—“The method of M, Schmidt never 
faileii in its effects when Uie presence of the tainia sv a.s cstabllslicd, and in tliosc 
oases wherein it failed to produce tlie evacuation trf" a worm, the existence of 
tfiis was rt'garded as doublful. At l!ic same time, the treatment is prompt, 
without lUnger or eiJi^usliun, and the woi'm is expelled entire and alive.’* In 
consequence of the rcJSoi-l made him by the minister, Uie King of Prussia 
granted Dr. ficlimidt, on the :31st of Match, 1S27, a pension of one hundred 
nnd fifty dollars for the pubUctilion of his remedy, which he described as fol¬ 
lows:-—First day the patient takes in the morning, fasting, two-spoons^ of tlie 
following preparation, and the dose is to be repeated eveiy two hours till^veii 
o'clock 111 the evening. 

Nf). 1. 'fake powder of valwian root, sia; drachms; senx lea%‘cs, twti drai^ms; 
make into an infusion of six ounces, to wlilch atld sulphate of soda, mree 
drachms; syrup of manna, two ounces; oil of hmsy with sugar,* (o|co-sacdianun 
■ du tanaisic,) two drachms. Mix. 

The patient drinks coffee made very sweet, and witliout milk; at noon plain 
soup w ilh .some morsels of herring, and the roc of this fish; at eight o’clock in 
the evening a salad made of herrings, raw ham sliced, one onion, vritlt a consi¬ 
derable quantity of oil and sug:ir. The patient most commonly cxpcIiH even on 
the first day, some portion of the tape-worm. In tw’o cases M. Schmidt 'has 
^evcTL seen the worm evacuated whole from tltU prcfniunaryi treatment alone. 
*The second day tlie patient takes every hour, be^nning at six o’clock in tlie 
inornihg, Uie following pills.^ 

No. 2. Assafortidii, dogs-grass, (ohicmlcnt,) each three dracluns; powdered 
gum gaiqbpgc, rhubarb and jalap, ^:ioh .two draitiiins; powdered di^alis, ipc- 
cacu|^ha, golden sulphurut of antimony, each twelve grains; calomel, two scrti- 
j^a; oUs m tao^ 8Md.|mts, each fiflcen drops. To he made into a mass, ami di- 
yidcdint^pUlyimtwo'^^lnHeacsh, wtuch arc to be kept in a\reli«toppcd bottle. 

These pms arriitalEeii vdtii a tea-spoonful of s)Tup. Half an hour aftor tiic 
fir^doic, the pMcht takes a tabic-spoonful of castor oil, and through the day 
drima Iheely <« coffee wcH.awcctoncd. , In most io.5ta]ices the worm is evacu¬ 
ated about twe u*<ddck: in the^enux>n|in which case tiie pills arc to be stop-

tlie evacuations cease to conittun any of the worm.- At nooii the patiicnt takes 
nothing but broth, and in Uie evening some soup with fresh butter and sugar. 
To malic sure th.it, Cto use the autlior's mode of expressioh,} no mere of Hi nest 
oftJte isenitt I'cmains, the patiicifl may stiU take some of the piUs in theinonung. 
To prevent relapses, the patient ought occasionally to eat herring salad ami 
horse-radish with vinegar and sugar; or, otherwise, he should continue tor Sonic 
time to take, about every eight days, one or mure doses of tiic pills. hen 
the treatment is finished, the patient is allowed to cat gi-ucl, young meats, 
chicken, pigeon, the yolks of eggs, good wine in small qDjmuty, and some 
kind of bittern. 

Where it Is not certain that tape worm exists, the following method of ascer- 
.tmning its presence or absence Is adopted. The patient cats herring salad in 
the evening, and drinks freely of sugar and water; the following morning he 
uses the fouoadng powder in syrup: take powdered jalaii, gr. xv. wormsecd, gr. 
X. gfiim gamboge, calomel, aa. gr. vi. oil of tansy, (ol^o-sacchanim,) gi. Ailer 
tills ])OWder, the patient driiiks cofTec mode very sweet, or very fat brotli. The 
powder produces copious alvine evacuations, and if the patient he ^ccted with 
t«ni.a, joints of it, or sometimes the entire worm, will appear in the stools. In 
this last ease, the pills are to be followed up by the treatment No. 2, for tin* 

. piu^iosc of.cbtahUshing a complete cure, should there be more than one txnia. 

Dr. Schmidt docs not employ his treatment during pre^ancy, nor immedi¬ 
ately before or after the menstruid period, nor \ipth individuals alfected witli in¬ 
flammations, phthisis, mai-asmus, hxmorrhoids, hxmoptysis, or senile debility. 

Of one hundred and sixty-six i>crsons cured txma by Dr. Schmidt, hut 
fifLecn were men, twenty had but one tseiiia, and all the others more, one eva¬ 
cuated as many as seventeen. After tlic publication of D^. Schmidt’s trcatincni, 
the experiments were repeated at the Ilospilal of l,a €liaritf£, in iSerlin, with 
constant success, as sliown by the six ca.scs which close the memoir.— Jin-hives 
Gdn&aksj January, \^29, from IlufelamPs Journal, 182B. 

• 54 . JNeura^a FaciuUs ,— nic Oaservatore MetUm di Napoli, No. 18, contains 
an account by Dr. Cawimonu, of a ease of neuralgia facudis wliicli wu.s cured by 
tlic vinous tincture of colchicum. A multitude of retnedibs had been pre\ lous- 
ly tried without effect. 

S5. Dysmlery ^—Dysentciy has recently prevailed to a considerable csleut in 
the Edinburgh Infirmary, The treatment tuloptcd by Dr. Christison, ** coiisist- 
e4 at tlie commencement ill the liberal use of opium, preceded in some in¬ 
stances by the free application of leeches'to tlie lower pail of the belly, and 
frequently accompanied with the applicalion of krge blisters, and with the use 
of tlie warm bath. If the stage was passed during which feculent matter was 
.discliargcd, and tl*; evacuations bad become mnco-sang^inolcnt or scro-sangut- 
nolcnt, I usually directed the application of the leeches to be immediately fol¬ 
lowed by doses of pure opium, of sucli magnitude and frequency as were found 
necessary to check the unrcraitting diarrlitea and tormina; and sometimes tJic 
dcsirc’d effect was not procured till the patient w.ss pretty strongly affected by 
the narcotic action of tJie drug. In urgent eases twenty or twenty^fbur gi-aiiis 
ii\ the twenty-four hours were sometimes necessary from ^h 0 .very begiiminjft; 
In the slighter eases four or six grains were suiHcicnt. 'pha/stx tui itnprty^on wofe 
pace roaoc on the discharges, it wa.s maintained by doses of ^ ^ or three grains 
relived' ^cording to circumstances; anrl frequency the c^ibitioa ofropmm 
hj^wo mouth was‘c(>njcnncd with its cnnpioymctit ii> thfe form of suppOMtwy. 

1 but once ftmnil this plan to fail in checking- the discharge of bl»od in 
twenty-four or fbrty-eighl hours, if tliS patfent wjts seen within. tlu*ee or fooi 
days; but the blood f.ffcn reappeared ahuudantlv in tlie stools, if the w 
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iiitcrmilterl on account of its causini; too complete consUpalion. After the 
lisemorrhage was permanently dieckcd, the frequent thin feculent stools con¬ 
tinued many daysj, somctinica many weeks, indicating, it is to be presliined, the 
'existence^ of, iilcehition^ which consequently must have taken place at a very 
early period of the disease. The opium, it is w'orthy of remark, rarely caused 
sickness or dry tonj^c.^ In eases in which the stools continued long thin, and 
with a tendency to be tinged nowand then with blood, an opportunity occurred 
for„Uying vinous remedies which have been supposed to be useful in this stage 
by accelerating the cicatrization of the ulcers. But 1 cannot say tliat any of them 
appeared to be of use, unless opium vras combined with it in such quantity as to 
he itself a powerful agent, li'hc acetate of lead was perhaps an exception; it 
certainly rcndci^ the stomach less irritable, in tlic few eases in .which opium 
iilonh was rejected by vomiting; and although 1 had loo few oppoitunities of 
Ifyiiig it in idiopathic dysentery, the experience I have had in the Fever Hos¬ 
pital and.lnfirmaiy fcvcr-wawls of its good cfl’ects in the clu'onic dysentery 
which is sometimes lei\ after fever, induces me to think that its aUogcd virtues 
in the chrome stage of idiopathic dysentery liave not been exaggerated. Nei- 
tlicr ipeoacuan, nor nitric acid, nor calomel administered so as to affect the 
mouth, appeared to me materially useful. I have had but one opportunity of' 
try ing the clfcct of calomel in scruple doses upon the cai’Iy stage of the disease. 
It was given on the fourth day with n»;irke*l advantage certainly, and w'as rc- 
peaLcil next day uith'equally good effect. Rut ulcemtion had evidently taken 
jilace before the p.'»ticnt came under my charge; and although the acute symp> 
toms were checked, yet, as the patient was an emaciaied subject transferred 
from the surgical wai^ls with atfeccnlly-ojicuod, cxlcnsive, chronic abscess, he 
Mink under tlic exhausting purulent discharge from tlic bowels and abscess to¬ 
gether. The only other patients I lost were two in number,-—one an old man 
of ninety, who,entcx*ed the Imspital on tin* ciglith <lay of his illness in a state of 
extreme exhaustion, st> lliat, although the stools were checked, he died two 
<lays ailcrwards,—the otiicr, a young wtiman, who Immcdialely after coining 
out of an exhausting and leiLious attack of contimicd fever w'ith marked cntcri- 
tic symptoms, was seized with d}seiitery in its worst form, and died on the 
lentil ilay witliout expci-ieucing any relief fi*om treatment beyond tlie allaying 
of pain.”—JSfW. Mcif. and iS’ur^. Jouni. Jaa. 1829.

5r>. Cimplele ^imatirosis mr^ by tbe application, of Uuchv^ to th^ Nasal Fawar.' 
—Dr. tluKi'ixKT of Landreclcs, relates in tlic Annaks de la Medteine J‘hysiolo’ 
j'/ywc, IW. JC, the case of a child aged live 3 'ears, who w’as suddenly attacked 
ivth complete amauriKis, without any known cmise. The disease resisted the 
usual remedies for nearly two months and a half, when Dr. G. being consulted, 
he advised the application of leeches to the na.sal fossar. The day after tlicir 
application the child was able to see a little; thti.s encouraged. Dr. G. had one 
or two leeches applied daily for a week, at the end of which period the child^s 
sight was entirely re-established. ^ 

ST^Sinpikar Tumotl^ in the Eye sueeesafuUy extirpated. By U, Clarke, Esq. 

S ^hc su^|cet,<xf case was a Hindoo, aged four ycai-s. A tumour nearly 

ohulay,^nd ^c of a common orange, projected from the loft orbit. 
** This enormous Excrescence was llrm and tense to the touch, tuid presented 
ant^iofly a g^mfated surface of a florid aspect. Its posterior circumference 
wAs of ft dus^^ hue, and was covered by a shining membrane. On its anterior 
siiperiar portion was situated the protruded eye, compacted into an unyielding 
lihrons mass, of an Irregulai-ovifomlfigure, apparently destitute of tlw slightest 







of its previous organisation. Th^<^pGriw and inferior palpebrx were 
<£stendcd to their utmol^ limits by tbe which, from its firm attachment 

to them, had dilated the integuments to a considerable extent, in its gradual 
j^gress from the boi^ cavity. The'history of thb/casc is involved in ob> 
acnrily.” - 

Mr. Clarke being satisfied of the necessity of extirpating this tumour,' pro- 
cceded to the operation June 26,1825, assisted by Mr. Thofft^n, who ^iisp- 
cd the tumour, whilst Mr. Clarke “ detached the adherent f^MUS, and diss/set- 
cd tlic tumour firom its firm attacluncnts in the bony cavity;‘if was so firmtyim¬ 
bedded in the socket, that a little patience was required in' order to hitinimic 
the scalpel with efiTect. As the dissection advanced toward the ttjh com¬ 
pact structure which invested tlic tumohr gradually mergcc^nto .a sefrer sub¬ 
stance; which, when in contact with the remains of the orbit, or vesst^ termi¬ 
nated in a |Udpy mass, partaking of the character of the tumour, ti^oh more 
. nearly resembled the meduUi^ sarcoma of Abemethy than any oth^ species. 
' In substance it was exccei^g like a portion of brain, of a iterl^,‘4usky hue. 
A small quantity of matter, of the consistence of thick crcapi* undid colour of 
• a red tingCf escaped from a depending part, on an incision being ihadc.' The 
disoi^^ia^ eye was converted into a homogeneous moss of a fibrous, nature, 
retmmng only In its posterior portion any traces of its former chni^oter: in this 
part a fragment of tlie sclerotic with tlie choroid coat, could be distinctly traced. 
The tumour being removed, its place was filled with lint, and the eyelids ngriin 
brought into contact; a compress was now applied, aiid tlie whole supported 
by a bandage.—23d. On removing the dressings this monung, tlic cavity of the 
orbit presented a healthy purulent secretion. .Uchewed the upplicatioii of dry 
lint.—^26t1i. Healthy suppuration appears to be estublisbcd; the bottom of the 
orbit is covered with yellow consistent pus. Care Wiis taken to fill the ravity 
with lint, as formerly.—29th. This morning appearances continue perfectly 
hcal^. 

** Inc abovetumour, in a modified sense, may be t;onsidcrcd^.as encysted, 
the adjacent eel&ilac^mlistance being condensed into an tnvcstt% membrane 
of considerdble tenacity. A portion exterior to tlic palpehra:, and algo within 
the cavity, was enveloped by it. As observed above, tlie covering wjis gradu¬ 
ally lost m tltc mcdulmty substance at tlie bottom of the orbit, where the re¬ 
mains of the recti mntoles existed, iitialtcred in tlicir stmeture. Some venous 
blood escaped from the turgid vessels on making the fiVst incisions, but sub- 
seqUCntly me hxmoiThage was trivud.”— of ike Medical and Phv- 
'steal Society tf Cakutta', Vol. III. 

58. Case of FungoM of the Gkbe of the Eye succcufidly rx/lrpiTted. lly W. 
Twixxxe, Esq .—** A healthy, but rather slight made Hindoo, about fifty years 
of age, applied at the Bye Infirmaxy on the 17th February, 1826, having a fun¬ 
gus that protruded from between the right eyelids, larger than an egg; it \ij^s 
of red colour, hard, and ita snrfiiec irregular or granular, like a firm caulifiqwcr. 
And when bandied or pressed, there was little bleeding, but alw’ays a ptimorm 
disebaxge. 

“ The tumour appeared to grow from the whole of the eyeball v it was move¬ 
able, and titc base was firmly ^rt by the eyelids, btit not attached to. Ihciii! in 
'Btbt there no vciy strong attadiment apparent, cxc^t at the "Uchrymal 
' gland, ft fil^d toe wltolc front of the orbit, and prcitwidM itogs ahove>stafC(l, was 
not oiily a hideous deformity, hut was prodiudive of the orbit asul 

head. weight and pressure of the protruded port^ip/th^^imonr which 
rested on .the cheek, had tlicre caused ulceration m ihC'Skliik Two'disease bail 
cieen montliS in arriving at this state, ani^was preceded by indamma- 
tii^whieh the man said arose from h particle of straw blown into Iris eye by 
tHe.WjfBd. ... ^ , 

5& of March I extirpated the disease; witii a common scalpel. The

:iase ofthe lunmur was so {irmly girt by the aperture ot'Uie eyelids, that an in¬

“ 'I’lierc was no uidavourablc symptom afterwards, and the paticiit w'as dis- - 
chsu’ged cored at the end of the month. This nuin presented hiinse If at the Eye 
liillrmaiy a few days ago, (February, lH‘2r,) remaining quite well, and there 
does not appear any tendency to a return of the disesise. 

** After the opera^on, on making an incision across the tumour, it was found 
of .1 4ifm gramiiai*’fexlui*c throughout-, and in its centre the remains of the ey<i 
were very evident. The W'hole globe of the eye, with a portion'of the optic 
nerve, were removed, as may be seen on Inspecting tbe preparation, which is 
iiow at the Eye Infirmary. 

On macemtion in spirit, the tumour became of a wliite colour, and shrunk 
fo about half its oi%inai si/.e; but still the shape of the eyeball is distinctly 
n»apked by the pigment of the clioroid.”— Ibul. 

This f'asc^s intt resting, as showing dial sonn. tumours of ver\ formidable a]>- 
jjearance, and productive of severe pain, have, nothing in tltcir nature w’bichi.s

-M. ‘I*, aged twenty-three, s.iiiguiii<; ttuiiperanjenl, excellent constitution, 
rmlcnt character, seired, iluring a fit of jiasstun, on the dd of .Tune*, a 
knife, nine inches in fciigth, and ran it tlimtigh his thigh ftsmi side to 
side. The Made pcnctratetl from without inwarcls, about two-tlurds up the 
Ibigli, jfhd came out about an inch above the aponeurotic ring- thmugh which 
tlu‘ fi'inoral .nlt ry perforates the tr!Ce'p.s muscle, ’fbe haemorrhage which in- 
sianiU came on was frightiui; his strength forsook him, and he fell down on 
tin- pavement, bel‘«>r«‘ he could aim another blow at hi.s hc.art, which he 
atteinpied. He was imniAliatcIy conveyed to the Hospital do la Pitic, and 
placed tin a bed. This was at five o’clock in the afternoon. Hrs. Devil- 
liers ami Halone, vi ho arrived a few minutes after the accident, exercised suc¬ 
cessively' with M. Martitict, the clevc of the-hosihtal, strong pressure on llte 
artery, just below Poupart’s ligament. The patient was seizetrwab vomiting, 
which rendered ciiiuprcssion very difiicuh; the accident took place immediate¬ 
ly after his repast. >1^ l,isfi*.'inc amved at ten o’clock, and found the patient 
im t!ic fitUowing state:—Conslant vomiting', starting of the tendons, syncope, 
extreme pallor and sinking of the countenance^ the wounded ifiember was 
nearly double its natural size, but the. colour skin was ^ot clianged.^ It 

waa a ciuesiion whether the tmlargeincnt of the limb was caused hv the injec¬ 
tion of bltHul into the cellular membrane, or by mflammatory tumefaction. M. 
f .isfraitc considered it to be the latter, as he had before witnessed cases where 
inflammation and lumofuction cam^ on in the course of an luuir or two, con- 
trary^o the lopimon-pf ltiost authors; he therefore acted upon the "strength of 
hUf ili.'tgnosis, and proceeded to tie. the vessel, lie made an incision three 
iiidhcs a Iwlf hi length by the side of tlic wound, coininencing half an inch 
below the openin^y thri>ugh which the artery perforates the tendon of the tri ■ 
•'cps mliscles. Tpe snbcutoncous eellnhir tissue was double its natur.vl thick¬ 
ness, but there was no saiiguincuus infiUrafion. Having exposed the sartorius 
lansclcs which was found swelh'd, the hp^llilor met at itsintuT edgi- the course 
'»f the wound, near the opening oft\c. tend^i oftlu* triceps The tissues wwe

found dense clots of blood. The sheaOi of the artery was next laiil ojien ti» 
some extent, and the vessel w'as found ^ontnicted to a veiy small sizd^ bein^' 
quite empty. The vein, on the contraiy, was very lai^c, and its volume sin¬ 
gularly atij^inentcd every time the patient exerted himself in vomiting. t)\vin,e 
to Oie coiitRictcd state of the artery, the wound in its coat was somu<*h reduceil 
that M. l^Tsfrauc could ndt discover it until the pressure above was removed fm 
an instant. When the vessel w'us set at liberty, the blood was immcilialcl) 
thrown out in a very thick, column, and with great force. 'IJic operator instani 
ly clapped his finger on the wound, and the pressure w'as rcWtw'ed. A lignjore 
was now passfid under the vessel, which tvas tied above the wound. Another liga¬ 
ture was applied below it, but itVas necessary before this could be done, to slit 
the tendon, through which the arteiy passes, to the extent of aijuut a iliiivl oi 
an inch. The wound caused by the operation was then closed, and its edges 
kept together by adliesivc plaster, over wliich a compress applual, tlmn ii, 
bandage was twisted round the limb all the w'ay from the crundarch to'lhc lot‘*> 
From eleven o’clock at night until the following inoniing the patient tVIt veiy 
severe pain in the inner ankle and instep; great tumefaction of the whole limb- 
no sleep. At seven o’clock, it was found nece.ssaiy to slacken the bandage; th« 
pain immediately abated. ("Gum-water,- ahsulutc 

June 4th. Until four o’clock, slight pains towards the cxif reniity of the mem 
her, which was placed in the demi'flexion on its outer side. The limli Wii'- 
covered W'ith a bolster, for preserving its warmdi; its natural tcni]}craturi: ne\« i 
forsook it. Vomiting intermittent, and without any effort; a few ininules sU-i'p 
in tlie dajr. Towattls ten o’clock at night, slight delirium; pulse full ami fr» • 
^uent; skin hot; but as the patient had lost a groat quantity of blood, i< w.is noi 
juclgcd proper to have recourse to bleeding. Atintena'ls, during tho night, 
the patient had about three hours sleep. CtSamc preswipHon.J-SWx. Mo s'lep’ 
during the whole night; the suppuration which commenced to bV establi.'.hod 
was of a good quality, and it issued in gj*eat abuiulanre from the outei^woinjii 
caused by tlic knife. The heat of the limb was natuiwl. f 'Oum-irali r, n(. J, 
ntnee; dressingH renewed twice a-day.J 

The patient was kept under a similar treatment until ^he I4tli, wlu n In- w .i- 
allowed chicken broth in addition. The w'ound continued to diM l>:«ri;i- v\ 
profusely for some days, but by the 17th, the discharge h:i<l noarlv it'.t «1. lit', 
diet was gradfmilly increased from the last mentioned period; ami tl»- .‘'.Oil., 
he was perfectly recovered, and able to return to bis ficeuputions. '1 he hmi' 
never lost its natural temperature. The low'cr ligature came .awav on tlu* i h!>, 
and the upper on the 14th. 

"There is one circumsUince w'cll worthy of notice inrfhis case, mum ly, il.. 
sudden manner in which the infiammalton and tumefaction of the limb i<iok 
place in a ca.se ot clean incused wound. We cannot help noitciitg also lh»' la 
vourabie and rapfll cessation of the .swelling, when neither .surgir.;d nor medi 
cal meaus were resorted to for their reduction. All the medicine whlrh ihi 
j^tient took, was gum-water.

>A man who hail hail gonorrliiea several times, was trwibli’d for i‘h’ 
ven years woth stricture of the lirutltra, which was latterly stoconHidi r<ab)e as i»» 
produce a dcvciopnmnt ol (uinnurs along the )>nssagc, cxti^uUng thrfiiigh'jii* 
the pi^naeum. He felt a constant liicliiiatiun to m<ake water, but the fluid onU 
came drop by drop, in consequence of which the bladder was never i-oiiflilftcb 
emptied. The absorption of the urine had Aflecti.d the constiim ion of tin- i».i 
♦.lent very much, and il communicated to tfii; hicafli ;ind perspiration . 



'tiiniiiis tKloor. When ihe ciilcrcil lUe Jiospita], his suiKering was in tho 

« vtuTin.*; the Ininoiirs had cMdargcil to such a «lcgree that he IkmI not hteii able 
lo pass any urine lor clght-aiid-fbiiy hours. At tins time he had a violent feveri 
i !«e innannriation which supervcneil in the bladder and the scrotum had resisted 
hlog<l-hstting, geiieral and local, and p:ul of the urine had become extravasated 
into die sui*rounding cellular tissue througli an opening which had formed bc- 
liind the stricture.

In this state of 
things, and considering especially the original cause of this inveterate aflection, 
Tm.Tcurial frictions were pi*escribcd. Under the influence of this treatment, the 
urethral tumum's disappeared: tlic testicles, whicdi were before naked, became 
enveloped in skin; the urinary fistula: closed, and the patient (quitted the hos* 
piUil,— fnjitifut. de Clawfuc Chirurg. de.

u'ni'.i- ihe ring. i>ii removing the fascia of condensed cellular tissue, the hernial

Its 
aqueous solution is precipitated by all the ueidsy and the more completely the 
stronger is the soluSon. TJic precipitates luivc no acid taste, but arc sweet; 
lliej^tiissiilvc in water, an«l gelatinize upon cooling, if tlic solntiitiis arc strong. 

This substance also combines readily witJi bases fonning soluble neutral 
snliuions; those with baryta and lime are not precipitated by carbonic acid. 
■J’liis priiu ipli' fornis insoluble compounds with inefcillic acids and many me- 
i.dlie. o\id. s.

11 
the child be in a healthy state tip to this perioit, ir will iionii dialel v 
breathe and cry, and the delivery of the heatl may be safely po.>.tpom‘il 
until the natural pains recur. If, from any ilegrce of a.spluxiu, ilu- 
child does not immediately breathe, it may often be mxnie. to do -<> 
by dashing cold water upon the body, or by other stimulating pio 
cesses. It has even appeared to me praclicable to inllate the limg-:. 
in some cases, through an elastic, catheter. \\'ht*n the month i-. s-- 
hi^in the pelvis as to be reached with diiliculty. or when die coni' 
preasion is segreat as to obliterate the cavity between the fingei>, a 
flat tube will be fouml useful, inside of me.tal, of spiral wire covered 
with leather, or of elastic gum, and having its largest diameter about 
half an inch. If the tube be of metal, or of siny inconipre.^sible ip:i- 
terial, it should be withdrawn during a pain, In prevent conlusiou nt 
the soft parts, and immediately replaced, if the pain subsides without 
expeUiog the head. Sucli^a tube may be considerml as aprolongatioii 
of the trachea, and is fully suilicient to 'Sustain life by l espiruiion hn

The hand being retained 
in the same position, a slou, hut constant rospiralion continued, ac- 
' omjianied with a low. moaning cry, for eight or ten minutes, when tlie 
ieenrrence of a jiain caused the head to be delivered.

C'.'.K 11.—’I'his ca-e oremred May Isl, 18i(), and was also a 
■ireech ea?e. Being a fii st labour, it M as protracted for eighteen hours. 
Vfterthe presentation was a'^ ertaiiied, 1 had made, in a hasty man¬ 
ner, a tube about fiNe inelu's long and half an inch wide, slightly 
ilatleiied, and -slightly bent over at its •‘\trcmily\ The case being 
one of more than common interest, I provided iiiyseit likewise wfth 
Joirep.',. Altliongh the mother had been in perfect lictiUh, yet the 
body of the child when cxpelleil, was found emaciatod and dark co¬ 
loured, (‘xfiihiting marks of feeble life. As much force as it was 
thought justifiable to use, was employ'd to extract the head, with no

’I'lio fomfoint!: priu lice of I’liglt is virtually the same to wliich I had 
re'.orted Htdore. meetiiu^ with his hook. 'Phal part, of his directions, 
which relates to introducing tjto lingers into the child's mouth, and 
pressing down the longue, appeals .superllnotis; for it ihe air is car¬ 
ried as far as the child’s lips, it w^l enter the lungs whenever the 
rliild inak<*s a natural eflibri to inspire, and without this etfort, (lie 
prae.fice will be iinaxailing. 

I am aw'are that it is ;i prevailing opinion, saiicliom'd by (lie aii- 
Ihoritv of re',peelahle wrileis, that when the face, i^ upon the lower 
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part or the satrum or upon the pcriiiaeuxn, the head is wholly in Ok' 
vagina, and that therefore iio fartlier aid is to be c?cpected from the 
eftbrts of the uterus in promoting its expulsion. This I take to be au 
iMToneoiis view of the subject. After tlie body is expelled from the 
^vomb, its remaining contents arc the head and llic placenta. These 
constitute a collective mass, upon which the uterus may continue to 
act, as Jong as either of them is_conlaiiied in its cavity. 'I’he hcail, 
therefore, whether partly in the uterus, or wholly in the vagina, 
subject to be acted upon through the placenta, and i luavc little 
doubt, that in all common cases, it would sooner orlate»»be e\pel led 
by the uterine,pftoris alone. Of the fact that expulsive pains acting 
upon the head, do occur in the^e cases, my own experience ihies 
not permit a moment's doubt. The same fa<^l I have also fotind to he 
confirmed by the observations of several of mv medical brethren— 
And 1 think every accoucheur of expt*rlence mu«it have reiuarketl. 
that there are times, when the safe eKtraciion of the lioad, ity exlei - 
. nal force, is diflicull ami even impracticable, while at others, umh*! 
similar circumstances of si/.e and piiMliun, it is perleetly easv, <i\\iiiu. 
doubtless to the eo-operali^e elforts of the womf). 

That the extraction of the head h) o\t«‘rnal foiee alone, .uiinj, 
through the neck, is not always an easy, or a s.ife ojieration, we m.n 
conclude from the cautions manner witli which writers speak mMm 
the subject, and from the known fact, that many children ilie altei 
the body is delivered. It is true that multitudes ol '.ucees.-liil ca^es 
occur, arnl it i» these cluelly uliieh are puhiislieii. while {Iiom* of the 
opposite kind are consigned to obli\ion. itappuais |)rohuhle, iliai ilu 
successful cases arc those, in which a favourable propoiiion esi^i^ 
between the head and pelvi-. or in v\|ilc!i the offiirt'i fd' the (»[ieiato> 
are secotidetl by ulerine pain^. 

The course of proceeding whicli ajip»*arh to me mu'.! likeh to pn; 
serve the life of the cinhl in thc'ic eases, is as follow,-. As soon li¬ 
the body is delivered, the patient being on her hack, the l>od\ ol tin 
child is to be supported by the right hand ol the opeiator, or h> an 
assistant, while the finger.- of the left haml are introdueed to search 
for the mouth.

Wlion it happens that the child tioes not spring, and makes no ef- 
Uirt lolireallio. after air is conveyed to the moutlu attempts should be

h is cei tainl v true that the same conseiiuences diil noi follow the 
tormer, that aitembwl upon the latter. 'Diis, liowe\er, may, I think, 
be accounted for, without violating the presumption that the two dis* 
1'ast‘s are identically tin* same. ’The se\erity of the ipaiiis which at- 
ii'iideil upon tjie fever of induced tlie sulfercrs, who believed 

the danger proportioned to the tiegrec of sulVering they endured, to 
invoke tlic early aid of the profession; and the symptoms prompted 
the physicians to an energetic treatment. 

•Idle revujsive and tonic troatmei.' of fever, which has been adopt 

■ I’rcs-lng and nibbing upon iho lundus iifilic woml» hasalway.s .xppeareJ to 
'uo oi^c ofthe moM powerful nu aiis ofcxcilmg the contraction of that oi’iTan in 
ascs <it’ tloodiniy. and of reUwneJ placcutA. 
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cd amongst lis, was well aitapted to llic cure of the prevailing cpid<> 
mic of 1826. The eruptions were brought out ami fixed upon thesur 
face cai’ly in the tlisease, by the use of mustard plasters. The adini 
nistratloii of scrpentarla, (V^irg.) and bark or cpiinine, kept up a' 
moisture upon the surface, and gave tone to the system* Hence m* 
unpleasant conserpience followed the disease, ' 

Before the reappearance of this fever in the summer of 1828, when 
it bore the name of Dengue, <iur people, l»y public report, had been 
taught to view it as anew disease, with wliich physicians were not ac 
quaiuted, and wlien attftked with it, for the most paiV, merely rt* 
sorted to some palliative for a ])ressing symptom, 'riic physicians, 
generally disposed to associate a new remedy with a new name of 
disease, treated their patients v.iiljoui system, and coiive«|uentl\ 
without success. 

My own observation sustains me fully in the remark, licit tin* 
Dengue of 1828, was as manageafile as llic Broak-lmije fever, (ns ii 
was called,) of 1826, in which latter not a death reciillerteil to 
have occurred. 

It is not my intention to detail the symptoms e.l the Deoum'.’ .i- 

they have repeatedly lieen lr> tl».* lit'ili immlMT (Id 

Journal will be found an article upon this di'^eas**, con’ainiii'j. an :ie 
count of the sym])toms, by Dr. Dickson, of t’hai li>ion. Ii. is Inn 
that tlie writer does not iliscrimiiiale between tin; symptom'- that i hu 
racterized the disease, and those that wen* the iV'-ult of injudicious 
treatment. If my oun aIcus of ihe Dengue be torrccl, and if I :nii 
successful in giving an expOMition of them, the juditio'.»-., readci wl!! 
readily perceive, what symptoms were appropriate to the lii-cuM*, and 
what were superinduced by the absence of all remedh s, or their m 
judicious application. 

The Dengue is certaiidy an exaniluuuatic fevei. At an early pi’ 
riod, an eruption inxariably appear- in sonu’ pait of the bod%, iiii 
less prevented by active purging, bhuMlinL', oi some othm Mijudiciim-. 
prescription, ypoii lixing arnl maintaining llii- eiujdlon on the sin 
face, and allowing it gradually to pass oil’ by perspiralion, depend' 
the radical cure of the disease. 

As just stated, my great object in treating Dengue was to lix tin 
disease upon the .surface. 'I’o <lii*» end, iijhmi v isiting a patient lahom 
ing under it, and especially in the lli-t stages o| ilie di'-ease, I dircid 
ed a mustard pla'«tertobc placed on tlie abdomen to tniiaine. the skin. 

U the eruption had previously cxi'iled, ihi' iin leaM d it, or in ifs ah 

* ^>cc my irCviliM: oil Autumual I'cvci-., pp. lo.'. 1, .md » 
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•;ence pruiluced it. In some casci* aildiiionul pla.sfer:> of* the baiac ar- 
tide were placed on the cxiremiticb. Whenever the eruptions wei-e 
fully established on tlie surface, the pains of the tlillereiit parts of 
I lie frame were removed. 

If circumstances indicated their use, easier oil, or some mild lax- 
rjllve was given, to obviate or remove costiveness. 

The eruptions havinp; been lised on the surface, serpentaria, and 
oark or i[uiniiie were givem luitil llie fever subsided, which was com- 
•miiily fnnn Iw'o to four and live, tla^s. After that, the serpent aria was 
i/iven alone»for six m- »ught tluys, by which a constant and gentle 
moisture was inhintaineil on the 'surface. During this latter period, 
j^nimal food, porter, or wine, were* given the patient in small (}uanti* 
lies, iriult-r tin* above hriofly recitcil treatiueiit, the eruptions gradu- 
sllv pu-iSi'd otf, (u-urdi v before lijc i'ever,) and the palieiit was re-

L first attempletl a reduction ol the Imvvcl by taxi.s, but as my ex 
•.M lions were uiia\ ailing, I bletl him largely and then renewed my ex 
1 -rtions, but withoui hiicce.ss. 1 then ga\e him two ounces of tlie 
-.piril of turpentine, and iii^tiucled niy pupils, who remained with 
him, to repeat the same <lose every hour, till eight ounces w'cretaken, 
Ol some sewsilrtt* elfect produced. J^oon after 1 Icfi him. a profuse 
sweat took place, and he fell inlo a tranquil >Ieep. Jii about two 
hours the h'ernini tumour became soft and yielding and spontaneously 
retired from tlie sciotum. On repeating my visit in the middle ol 
die‘day, I found be hail taken aboni si' ounces of the turpentine, and 
without experiencing any iiu onvtnieuce from il. lie was still .sleep 
mg, and entirely reliexeil. The next day he was at work in Ihe 
^uickjfard, and witli no other * omplainl lhan that id a slighi loosenes*^

ot' the bowels, iind a *!calirnig sensation in the rectum in passing Ins 
stools. No strangury was produced. 

Although it requires tlie experience derived IVom many cases to 
futitle a noAv romcily to conliilence, the beneficial effects of the tur¬ 
pentine xvcrc so obvious and strikinu;. in the above cases, that I have 
thought it proper to call the attorition of the profession to its further 
trial. . 


Account of thv SmuU-Pox .Epidemic in tVesUm /*mnfiplra- 
nicu ByL. (\\j,LAr;iiA.v, Licentiate of the Faculty of IMiyslcianH 
and Surgeons, .and Member of thi* Faciiltv of Medieim* of flla^ 
gow. 


Vabiola made its appoaram»* in the eity of l*ittsliuru:h, in the 
month of October, 18'28, ami (ontinued ti> Ma\. It '^aid, 

the first case was that of a inuii cd’ etdour, reported to have, canne, fiotu 
Fort George. To thi'^ man a larcii* proportion of our cili/.ens are in 
dined to attribute the misfurfune of having been afllie.ted with tliif 
loathsome and severe visitation. 'I’his, how»‘ver, is Imt taking a nar¬ 
row and unphiiosophiral view Ilf the subject, and ove,rlooking entirely 
the great exciting cause of ejndcmics in general, vi/,. their origin .ami 
propagation through the. medium of atraosphevic.il inlluem.e. It is 
supposed in the suiToimding country, that tin* dis(>ase sju-ead from 
this city as a centre: nothing can p«)S8ib]> be nlore remofi^ Irom Jrulh; 
it existed in many of the mon* remote countie'i nearly in as sreat a 
degree as in the city of Pitt«iburu:h, in proporlion to the number ot 
subjects liable to the disease. 

Such was the dread inspired by the idea of its rontairioiis inlliienre. 
that persons arriving here from a distance, would <-srarc.ely thdav .» 
moment in the place; even those coming info town to attend rnarkei 
from the adjoining country, made all possililo lia'^ti* to get out aga*;i, 
under the impression that, tin* ilisease could be caught no where but 
here. A goodly numbfu’ of ^icrsons repoilcd to have been v;ic;cinat»‘d 
took the disease, insomuch 1h;it tin* I'eith of the community'in the 
preventive pfiwcrs of vaccination, is cnnsidcrahly shaken. One young 
man came under my observation, who had been vaccinated ten or 
twelve years before by a most respectable practitioner in Philadol* 
phia; he bad a distinct, und well-defined mai’k of a vaccine vesicle on 
the arm, y'ct he had the natural smali-pox in the most regular manner, 
though mild. 
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■ Here there were a numerous family of young persons, none of 
' whom caught the disease. 'I'hey had all been formerly vaccinated; 

some six, some nine, some twelve, and some twenty years before. A 
' l»oy who had not been vaccinated, caught the disease; duiinghiscon- 
i'alcscerice, and througiioiit the greater part of his illness, a child, 

■ about three or four years of age, who had been formerly vaccinated,* 
.vas much about him—slie escaped the disease. • 

In a family who occupiet^ a house, in the cellar of which some per - 
■(ons «if colour i esi(hhl, ill of llie sniall-])Ox, lliree of the children were 
liable to the Tontagioij; they were vaccinated anti escaped. 

It is custoinai v with our people tti suppose, that if, after the inser¬ 
tion of the vaccine virus, a vesicle appears, they ore perfectly safe, 
*,0 far as vat riiialion can protect them. Motives of ill-judged ccono- 
also iiiiluc«‘ many to Mirduate ilienis<:lv<-.>,; and even in many 
t a?>e.s \v!icT-e the. jiractftioncr i.s ealletl on to insert the vaccine matter, 
he has not aii t)pportunity of jutlginsi whether or not it has taken proper 
eftect. llenc«*. I ho occurrence t)fsinall-pf>x in very many of the instances 
nhirli have tak»Mi place tluring thi> e|>itleiuic, after reputed vaccina- 
!itjn, argues nothing, so far as impairing- our conlitloiico in the pro¬ 
tective powers of liiis most ^aloahle tli^coverv is roiict'rned. 

This epidemic was charaeteri-Aed in general hy lolltlness of form, 
the eruption being tif tin- di^tlint t kind, and tin* focr of the mfiam- 
tnatory type, exhibiting a readinos.-, to give nav to the usual reme- 
tlial means. Some praclilioner.s are of opinion that the. disease showed 
Itself in the rontluent form in a few instiinres. I saw nothing of this, 
/.file eruption was oi-casionally so thick on the tacc as to give the ap¬ 
pearance of the vc-ticles running into each other; while on the body 
ant^xtrcinides thc> were perfectly di-stinct, and Die low typhoid 
form of fe^c•^ was ali>ent. The majorit \ of ilic cases which teruiinat- 
‘ d fatally, wi*re such as w'cre either nogloctcMl or improperly treated 
during the eruptive fever, or hail previously laboured under some con¬ 
stitutional defect entirely iiiiconnocted with the variolous infection. 

■?i'hc disease was generally usheretl in hy a feeiin|| of lassitude, 
[•ains over the extremities, giddiness and pain in the head, dry skin, 
iurred tongue, restlessness, full ami tense pulse, exacerbations of 


heat and cold, thirst, want of appetite, constipation of the bowels, 
throbbing of the temporal ai teries, with frightful dreams. The sub¬ 
jects of attack were for the most part. 4 conng persons, and principally 
children, although there were a few eases of persons of middle age 


The*modc of treatment most advantagei'iis in my hands, was in the 
commencement of the eruptive fiwer to detract a quantity of blood, 
proportioned to the age and hahil of the patient. 'To have ihe head 
-haved, and rold waior .ind xim-g.n .\pplied «»\11 tiiosciilji lUchodv 
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and cxti einitiea sponged with cold or tepid water, according to Uu* 
temperature of the surface and the. ieeliiigs of the ])aUcut. 'rhen' lo 
exhibit as much of the sol. tart, antiiuonii as would produce a free 
emetic effect, following it up by aperients until the intestinal ca 
iiai was properly evacuated. A detenninatiou to the surface 
afterwards kept up, by the use of the ox. antinionii cum phos« calcis, 
or the aq, acetalis ammemite. After the appearance of the eruption, 
gentle aperients, n ith tlio occasional use of an anodyne draught oi 
the pulv. ipecac, et opii was generally all that was requisite. Tlu 
apartments of the sick were kept cool, and as well ventilated as the 
locality of tlic place would admit. A mattrass was preferred to a 
featherbed, and the bed clothes as light as possible. The iliet reconi 
mended was thin farinaceous gruel, with cooling acitluiated »lrink 
During the period of convalescence, the most rigid abstemiousness 
was strictly enjoined. 

Small-pox has not appeared in this country for about ten years be 
fore. There was nothing peculiar in the season during the prevalenci 
of this epidemic; the winter was cold, but not more so llian usual 
But the winter previous was remarkable for Um* «juantit\ of rain tliat 
fell, and the absence of frost or snow. Kroni report ot tlie. sev 
tons of the various Liurial grounds in the city of Pitt'^lnirgh. there wcf.- 
said to be from fifty-five to sixty inlerineids of persons who had ilie<« 
of smali-pox during the epidemic. What pri»p<irlion this mav be;u 
to the number of recoveries, it is diflicuU to su\. as then- no le 
gister kept, even of those who come under the care of the praclition 
ers of medicine, and many requested no medical advice. In some t.i 
the German settlements in the adjoining counties, (hev utterK lefnsrU 
to be vaccinated, or to have any medical aid when iltey wen: attack 
ed by the disease in the natural way. Throughout the whole cMr--* 
of the epidemic, cases of varioloid occuiVed from lime to lime. Hai 
there wxre no deaths from tins cause. During the spring luotilh- 
whooping cough made its appearance, and variola began in diminish 
I had the opportunity of making only one post mortem cxaminati^pi 
the following are the appearances as exhibited on dissection.

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Aui . VII. Perforation of the Stomach, v)il1iouL Ulceration or Soften 
ing of its Coats. By Leonard Vrirce, M. D. of button, Massa 
• chusettb. 

. .LKTflJIER BOTTOMLY, a native of Cheshire, England, came 
lu the rnited States in June, 18-7, then aged nineteen years; he fol 
lowed M'caving in a woollen inanufaetory. 

Januunj M)lh, 18iJ9.—I \Vas called about six o’clock this evening 
to visit him, lyit lieing from home, did not see him till nearly eight. 1 
found him suderftig from severe pain in the region of his stomach—^feet 
and haiulh cold—pulse small and llutteriDg—countenauce contracted 
and anxious. (hi im)uiriiig of himself and his comrades, 1 learned that 
he had been as well as usual till about live this evening, when he was 
'‘Uddenly ‘iei/.ed with a violent pain at the epigastrium, which soon 
extended downwards, but the. seat of the pain remained at the stomach. 
VVheji first set/.ed, the puiii was so violent that he cried out am 
dying,'‘and threw hiinself upon the floor, holding his bowels with his 
hands, and pre.ssiiigliis body aiitl thigbs togetbev. He was soon helped 
lohis lodgings, which were a few rods distant, but was unable to walk 
upright, rciiniining bent, supporting himself with his hands upon his 
knees. The pain>«till continued violcitl, but was not now confined 
lo his .stomach, being occasional! v as low tlown as the pubic region. 
Before 1 arrived iic bad taken an emetic ut ipecacuanha, containing 
eight grains of calomel, which had vomited him twice with some re 
lief: but the pain lieing now in his stomach, I gave him tepid water, 
which voiuitcil him twice more, and he expressed himself cuiisidera- 
l>ly ridieveil. 1 now applied flannels wet with warm water to his ex¬ 
tremities, and gave, him two grains of solid opium. Ifis extremities 
soon became warm; pulse fuller and stronger; the pain abated consi 
licrably, and he fell asleep. I now directed one ounce of castor oil 
to be given every Ihrce hours until iiis bowels were moved, and left 
hyn for tile night. 

—At 7 A- M. I found him considerably pro^ftrated, and in 
pretty am j/ft.' pain. I’ulse iluttering, and extremities cold. The 
bowels were, ratlier fuller than naiuial, but were not tender on pres 
sure; had‘passed a restless night, and taken the oil without producing 
any sensation of motion in his bowels; iiuitc thirsty. 1 now divided 
two drops i^f croton oil into six pai % and directed one part to be 
gtven»cvcry half hour until the. whole was taken, unle.s.s a motion was 


produced. Stimulants were given, and watei

A 1’ ^1- Had taken all the croton lul w ithout producing the >liglite<>l 
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cathartic effect. Pulse much as in the morning; complained bl 
considerable soreness in his bowels, which were ratiber fuller than ir/ 
the morning. 1 should have given ciiemata, but for want of tlie. propei 
apparatus was obliged to postpone them, and ilirectcd one ounce ul' 
castor oil to be given every hour, and put a blister upon the cpigasirium. 
8 P. M. Directed an enema of decoction of senna, which passed off in 
about twenty’minutes without bringing any feces with it. In a fe^v 
minutes I repcatcil t!u» injection, which soon passeil off urimi\ed with 
any alvine matter. I directed an enema of milk And molasses, <»(’ each 
four ounces, to be given every hour until his bowels«'were moved; 
continued the drink of water gruel; left him for the'night. 

' February Is/.-—4 A. M. vomited a small quantity »tf a dark, feti«l 
liquor, and in about fifteen minutes expired. 

I vlry readily obtained leave of the IVitMid.-* to rxumini' the body, 
which 1 did at 3 P. M. ten hours uft<'r hi» death. 

The blister had produced very slight \csicatioi;i, and ilte bowel', 
were considerably tumid. On cutting through the pariete’' of the ab 
domen, there was a suflden gush of litptor consisiing of tho»,r article- 
he had taken into his stuntach, castm oil, water gruel, \.e. i <ih-i-rve»l 
to the bystanders that there was :i ruptuie nf (he ..tomaf-h or inte-i 
tines, and I then supposed it to be from ulceratifui. Vfler n-nu»vi!!;i 
the fluids from the abdominal ca\ily with an iiijt^fitig '.vnu^r. i lai>i 
open the abdomen, and proeee«led tt» search for disea-ie. ’I'lu* \essel 
of the omentum, and of the peritoneal coat of tiie uite-tines were k on 
siderably gorged with blood, but there were no unnattirai adhesion', 
between any of the parts. The mucous coat tif ilu* iute-tincs Ava- ot 
a healthy appearance, except in some places in iiie small intestine'! 
there were n^nutc scarlet dots thickly set together. The urioar\ 
bladder was entirely empty, and of a healthy appearance. Ki<!ney-! 
healthy. The liver was of a pale ash colour evleriially, and inter 
nally much paler than natural. On arriving at the stomach, 1 foun«! 
about half an inch above the pylorus, on the anterior pari, an open 
ing about two p.nd a half lines in diarnettM'. ’^I’his had the appearaiu'- 
of having been punched out with a cutting iu'.triiinenf, atul wa- not 
much unlike the holes made in harness for the buckle tongiies, hut 
the edges were not quite so w'ell tlefin^d .is though cut with an edge»l 
tool. There was no appearance of disease about the perforation, 
either externally or internally, except that the mucous lining of the sfo- 
mach was filled with black and brown dots of about tlic s;Ane appeaf 
ance, except in colour, as the grains of Indian meal taken ift th*’ 
gruel.

Xu r- VHl. Somt' Observatiuns on Pt’oimds nf the Jlrart. By Johv 
Kkumax (’o\k, -M*. I). Professor of Mateu ia Medica and Pharmacy 
in the fJniver.'.ity of Pennsylvania. 

I n the last number of thl> .lounial, p. 263, is a notice of a very in- 
Teresting c.ise of gun-slioi wound of the chest, in which the patient 
lived sixty-seven days after the accident, and on post mortem exa¬ 
mination, thre«.* shot were fouml lying loose in the cavity of the right 
\entricl(*, and two in the right auricle. 

The case is of lluit interesting nature, that it strongly arrested my 
attention; more especially, since the affirmation of this wound of the 
ventricle, and its sui>stM|uent healing, is in direct opposition to every 
recorded case of the penotr.‘ilion of the cavities of the heart, of which 
I had collected a considerable number, in iny Memoria Mcdicn. Af¬ 
ter consitlCiartJieVhrlibcratioii, 1 have therefore ventured to draw up 
. the following observations, in opposition to the opinion entertained 
by those respectable physicians who h.avc rccsoided the case? hoping 
that they may cither change those opinions, or that they may have 
an additional mass of facts on the siu ject, that may correct my own 
if erroneous. 

'rhat wounds of the heart arc invariably fatal, when penetrating 
; its catties, is confirmed bv everv case to be found in the records of 
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our science.* Tliat such wounds are necessurily so, incivl^ lioiii liu 
structure of that viscus, is not so evident; the fatality arises from the' 
nature of its functions, and the absolute tendency to death, which, 
the unarrested discliargc of blood, must inevitably promote; rather 
than from any incapability of its admitting of the same salutary in 
flucnces of nature, that are conspicnoiis in every other muscle of the 
body; and hence there is no deticicncy of recorded healing up of su 
perficial wounds and ulcerations, &r. of the heart, where adiicadap 
tation of cure had been sedulously attended to. It is also obvious, 
from tlie cases 1 shall adduce, that life has been prolonged even up 
to the sixteenth and seventeenth days, and through all the interme 
diatC period; but which must obviously have been ihe result <»f sonu- 
mechanical cause, by which the blood was not able to pour foith in an 
acute, but only in a chronic manner, if 1 may use thesi; terms forihi’: 
particular view of the subject. In none of these cases uas the wouiul 
healed, nor w'as life in any of them preserved, even during <uie«^1hii<l 
part of the period of the case whiL-h has given rise to these reiu.'U’k<> 

I amconserjueutly led to belie\e, tlia< in thi> case, the ‘'luit thus found 
within the cavities of ihe heart, n^adicd tlu*n» bv a verv ditlerent con 
veyanccthaii that [)oinled outl—an«l tl»ut the .^pots assumed as esrhaj' 
of their transmission, were but the marks of superhcial injury, oi 
mere lesion of the external surface by shot, that never penetrated be¬ 
neath that surface. 

I shall now detail some of those ca'^cs I have adverted to, inlmpi-- 
that they wi lit end to corroborate my jireviou-^ remaik.-, a^* well 
the few that will subsequently be made. 

Parey, lib. 10, cap. 50, gives an account of a geoileinan, who. 
lighting a duel, received a wound which [lenetrated his heart, ."O laii;*’ 
as to contain his linger; yet he struck some blows atterwards, and 
followed up his flying euemy above two hundred paci s belore he hi! 
down dead. 

Frederick 5d of Denmark, is repru u-d to have .shot a slag thiouu'' 
l>oth ventricle^ of the heart, who ran fifty paces before he fell.

vi'ouiids in tin* ventrich^s were stopped. Unquestionably this is a 
- aiise of ji‘in]>oi-!iT-y survival at times-—another may be, the slanting 
Jhvctioii «»f ilw Mound, opening like the ureter in the bladder, so as 
lin-m :i valvular apparatus: other mechanical explanations'may 
juohably be assigned.

l> fatal. III!I when in cases where these symptoms have come onto

In this aHoctiou (here is always observable a %T?ry considerable pul¬ 
sation in the part: not depending, as Professor Blumkmiacii, and 
ihe older physiologists believed and affirmed, with respect tothemo- 
iion of the hraiir, upon the process of respiration, but produced cn- 
lirely by the action of the arteries. That any doubt should ever have 
lM‘en enti'i-tained in relation to* this matter is, indeed, the more asto¬ 
nishing, since, to Hxc senses themselves, this cerebral motion is in 
perfect s> lu hroiioiis correh[iondenci'with the action of the arteries in 
other parts of the body.

As far as my own observation extends, I am warranteil in <lie opi 
niou that this disease consists of a fungus excrescence from the braiii^ 
in consequence of preceding violence done to this organ, fAlloweti 
bv increased vascular action in the part atfccted, producing au c\u- 
berapt secretion of cerebral matter, which, being unrestrained in con 
sequence of the deficiency of the natural siipiiort and covering of ihe 
braioy protrudes through the opening in the skutU and rises in the 
form of an unsightly mass above the surrounding integltmenls of the 
head.

taclied a bandage on raili side, and extended them above lie 
bead, and ia.xtened tliein to lie* bead-boaid of tin* lied. I lu* wa" 
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(fone for the purpose of pt eventing the patient from being drawn 
down to the foot of the bed by tlie extending power. I then passed a 
small silk handkerchief around the ankle and foot of the fractured limb, 
anil tie^l the ends together at the sole of the foot. To these united 
ends of the handkerchief 1 attached a small cord, which was passed 
over the^ foot of the bed, 'v^llere it .-suspended a small weight which 
was designed for the. extension of the limb. , 

'rhe niany-tailL‘d bandage, with the four small splints, were con¬ 
tinued as heretofoi-f.' In due time the broken bone united without 
anv shorleniiiw or other deformitv.

The frac- 
tilled limb wa'. then pi.ired in tills splint. The many-tadi'd bandage 
was applied on*!- the f'rarinred ];.iition, (tlie boii<‘S hating fir^t been 
plain’d in .ij.po^ifion.) o\er whieh at • iju.d dist.iiii.e-a [v>rt and around 
the hmh, four thin wooden sjilmt-, six inrlie-* long, were placed and

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from the. bladder of Mr. Michael Cumstdbk., a fanner, aged about 
sixty, who had resided several years in the same vitiliige with himself, 
and who died a few months before, with symptoms of vesical disease, 
which he presumed to have been causcti by the calculus, lie remark* 
cd that he found the bladder greatly thickened and inilamed. Being 
then in haste, 1 }iarted from the doctor without attending to u detail¬ 
ed history of the case, intending to possess myself of a circumstan- 
iial account of it at a conitienieut time. 'I'his, however, was the last 
interview 1 had with Dr. Kilcs, who, during my absence from this 
part of the country, the ensuing winter, suddenly die«I. .\fter my 
return, 1 visited the village where the doctor and the patient luul 
lived, and obtained of Mr. Daniels, a respectable and jiiudiigent 
man, the following account of the case. 

** Mr, Comstock, who had been his near iitigUbour, and tlic ‘•UiU of 
whose health he had bccivacquainted for several vmrs, died in A^iril, IHJd. A 
difficulty in passing his urine, of whicli he liud occaMunali) coinphiiiu d hirninc 
or ten years, had, in the latter purl of liuit period, gnulnuHy incveahi d. Dunnj^ 
tlic last year of ids life, laimur, c.specially at hoeing, greatJy :iggT.i\ated^hi.s 
pain in the region of the bhuKKr. J'our years before In'! <U;Uli, be Jiudaviok n'. 
attiick of jiain in the region of Uic bhnUler, whicli hiileil li\c or si\ d.i_\ an'l 
seriously threatened ht-» life, lie was subject, after\vai\ls, to att.n ivsol the s.ini*., 
kiiid, varying in sc\CTit\, and occurriiig, on an average, once in tlircc or four 
months. The attack, of which lie (bed, huslcd aboul ten dai •j, ;uul tiiiiing this 
sickness, his cliicf complaint was of p.'iiii in the region ol the lil.uldf r. lie was 
occasionally sick at the stomach, was feveri.sh, anil rested hot little.” .Mr. J>. 
remarked tliat he wasprc.sent at the c\ainiMatiun of the body of Mr. (.'otO' 
.stock, and saw Dr. Niles remove the stone from the bladder. 'I be dorior toi;k 
the stone with his fingers, from m ar tbe ntek of the bl,older, wlu re it la\ en¬ 
tirely iiuconfincil.” Mr. D. “saw the inti rior of the hhidiUr, it looked \er_v red. 
'iTie doctor cx-anfincd other parts of the bodv, hut found no other appe.iraiice 
of disease.”

“ A fr.tgmei'A after hasing In-on licatotl, was dissolved in muriatic acid, and 
the litiu- prccipilMed hy oxalate of ammonia; hy evaporating and heating, no 
ll\«-d salts wen* oiitaincd. 

“ I’rom ihcsi* e\i)i-rimcnts it is inferred that the calculus is oxalate of lime, 
mixed with animal matter.”

While on a xi-ii at the south, which occupied most of the winter 
of I s-2(i-r. I had an opportunity of showing thU specimen of calculus to 
a numher of eminent surgeon.s and mineraloirisls, connected with the 
mo-f <li>«tingiii>hed ineilical in>iitutions in our country, none of whom 
had e\er seen or licard of any thing like it. Some mouths afterwards, 
Mr. CiMKi.vs r. SiiEj*\un, of the mineralogical department at Yale 
Colleire. had (he kimlne-is to write me, directing my aitentiou to a 
di'*«ci ijdinn in the IMiilosophical Transactions, of a calculus some¬ 
what >imilar, found in France about a hundred years ago. The fol¬ 
low ing airouiil of it is extracted from Martyn's Abridgment, Vol.

The .Manjuis de. (I. states that he was induced to send to the Pre¬ 
sident of the lloyal Society, the drawing of an uiicommoii stone, found 
iitteiv in tin- bladder of :i dead hody, which he hAd engraved in his 
own presence. It is exactly cotifonnalde to the original. 'I'he ino-<t 
able phv-^icians and anatomists assured him that they inner saw .my 
Ihipg like it. lie can xouch that the engraving, tlioiigli ver;\ exact, 
does not come up to tliis singular work of nature; the ten hianche.s of 
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'which, sjiroadinji;; ii'om the centre, have sofiie rcsenU^ance to those ni 
certain plants. It was a matter of difliiculty to tiiink^' that the systoin 
of juxta-positioii, which is eiiiployeii to explain tlic jjprowth of common 
calculi, can hold good in this case. He «larcs not, however, athvance, 
that vegetation has any share herein; though the. shape of the stone, 
of the canals or papiVla% which seemed destined t<i convey the. nutri¬ 
tious juices, in some'measure favoured this hypothesis. Tie Ihotiglit 
proper to join to the figure of the stone, an a(:c<ipDit of the. patient's 
distemper, sent by Mr. Salicn, surgeon of J.isle. ’The fact itself i.^' 
curious, and may prove advantageous to lithotcmiists.. Yliey will ini 
derstand, that in a similar case, no other method but the high opera¬ 
tion can facilitate the extraction of a fiireign hody, who.'^c branclH“- 
must necessarily cause great lacerations, unlc.^s the\ louinl s«»ne 
favourable circumstances, and that the eontextur*' of it wi^re brittle 
enou^ to break it before being extracteil. 

Mr. Salien'^s account of the ahorc rn.se .— Joseph Hasse, of l.t‘ 'I'hor, 
a small town at a short league's distance from Lisle, in (lie count n 
of Venaissin, sixty>six years of age, of a robust constitution, a4ealei 
in corn and cattle, having never complained of any imli'‘|iosllion, !>»• 
gan, on the 14th of February, 1731, to feel sooie dillk-ult\ ol making, 
w'atcr, attended by a smarting abiiul the glans. but was not detained 
from bis pursuits. On March j 28, ir.liJ, he xva'^ s«*i/.eil with a trui- 
ischuria, which pained him much. Mr. Salieii oas -.ent foi- on (Ik 
evening of the GOth, and drew ofl’.-^ix cuj)'-. of water, ea< h joidainiiei 
a pint and a quarter. The patient got imiiiediah' relief, iia\inL‘;ne 
pains or fever, and thought himself cured. Iliit the paiii.r) rehii ning 
the next nig^t, he removed to Lisle on the 3()lli, and had hio watei 
drawn regularly morning and evening, till April l.“»th, havinir. in the 
meantime, no pains nor febrile symptoms, nor did he. lo'-4‘ iteoli. On 
the l.'lth of April he supped as usual, but half an hour after wn.'< .<'ei/.ed 
with a violent shaking fit, which lasted an hour, on whic h a burning 
fever ensued, attended with great thirst, In'ad-ache, and r»‘’Hlle''?«ne'j-i. 
.Mr. S. saw him at 8 F. .M. his usual hour, and atlenipted l<Mira\\ his 
water, but found an obstacle, vi/.. a ^(nne obstriK ting tin* p;i,ssage. oi 
the catheter. He turned the instrument to tin* left, and hit a branch 
of the stone: ihc surgeon then drew ii back a little, IuiiumI it to the 
right, and hit another branch of the same stone, and arriMMl at the 
conclusion that there were several stones in the patient's bladder; and 
that, it the ba<l sytnptotpM eontiuurd longer, there was no chance ol 
the laticnt's recovery. The bad syniptooi.s continued, hiccough camr 
lUi tie 2tUh, anii the patient died tin- i28lh. * 

'The extraordinary figure of Ihi-* -stone inav fuiindi in.tller oi tnut h 
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('(‘.'iKoning philosi^hcrs io know liowit couhi be rorined in the blad- 
diM*, jiikI yel notbeitroiiblesuino to the patient for so long a time, and 
bad given it so parlic.iilar a ligiire, and so regular a shape. . 

Sir Jhiin Sfounv on ihr, stnnr rtmr .—^'I’hc abrn eiiicntioned stone is 
«.o singular, lliat among huiidrnis in the poss<*ssion of Sir llans, none 
l ouhl ( ornpare with it. Onec ho had a patient sixty or seventy years 
ohl, who had great diliiculty in passing his iirino, and besides was 
iiiiahle Io ^it in his chair without suttcring jaain in the region of the 
fu ri/oiicnm. liy the aid of soft medicines and waters, he voided by 
liie iireiiiraa stony Ihit in the middle, and smooth, but had five points 
M'''embling t!»e rowel of a spur, 'riie points of the rays w'ere sharp. 
t)ut there nere no asprritios or crystalii'/.ations on their surfaces. It 
oinall. so a'», alter many day**, to pa-i^s ahmg the urethra; but if it 
li;n! lint paj^^ed ilw neck of the bladder, but remained in it, in all pro- 
ijaiiilitv it wouhl liaM‘ attrai t(‘d matter to all flic points or rays, and 
irtrrea>ed in all dimen-'ioto.

The patient hail been hut a short time in tin*, inlirmarv. het'ore .in 
.icul» atlai k ol her ilisnrder supervened. She h;ul been out ot the 
ward for a lew hours in the ilav, and at night compl.iim d ot leeliiig 
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chilly and unwell; in the course of tlialtnight hei: breathing becnino 
diflicuit and painful, with a feeling of great stricture across the top 
of the thorax'; inspiration was impeded, and soon became extremely 
laboured and anxious, attended by a loud ami peculiarly ha^jsli croak¬ 
ing sound, which was audible in every part of the hospital. A pa¬ 
roxysm of coughing occurred at intervals, and distressed the patient 
very much; it was.abrupt, renewed rapidly for some seeoiuls, ami of 
a sharp th^'illing kind, as of air forced with great impulse through a 
tense, narrow passage. There was no expectoration, except that 
sometimes after great eftbrt iii coughing, a considi'rable i|uanti(\' of 
colourless, ropy fluid would be suddenly thrown olf, by an act of strong 
expiratios, amounting nearly' to vomiting. 'I’lie patient's counttMiance 
was pale, and betrayed niueli <Ustress. Ihilse small. <juick, ami soft: 
temperature of the body raOier low. 

The treatment of this severe paroxysm, consisted in tlie exhibition, 
at intervals, of the camphorated julep, with linct. opii and iether: li¬ 
beral demulcent drink, an epispa>stic to the thorax, and a light, warm 
cataplasm of flaxseed, chamomile, and spirit of campiior lo the from 
of the neck, with bottles of hot water to the lower exti emitie-«. 'I'he 
symptoms of cynanche singinosa grailually pa>sed olf, ami in fort\- 
eight hours the patient was in her previous stale, except >ome general 
debility'. Paroxysms similar to llie. t)ne just described were IVeijiu’ntly 
renewed, commonly ensuing to fomc exposure o'* change of weather. 
Tn the course of tliree montiis slie ^ulli:retl in»t less lhan six or eight 
sucli attacks—usually of thirty-six or forty-eiglit Inuirs duration— 
without sensible iinpairnumt in the interval'^ ofhi'r genmal stalt- 
of health;^e paroxysms always breaking up with a di.M’hai ge of large 
masses of uncoloured gelatinous matter. Great elforts were made to 
alter the state of parts which kept up tiie liability to those sudden at 
t%ckfl, with their train of terrible symptom.s. The pafn^nt was put on 
a guarded mercurial course; small dosi^s of caloimd in c<imbination 
with giiaiacum and ricuta; with the employment, as libioally as pos¬ 
sible, of tartai^zed ointment, over the upper region rd' ihe chesi, and 
a succession of blisters kept open in front of the trayhea: hcr^lietwas 
regulated, and Imwels kept soluble. Once »»r lwi( e her mouth was 
nnidered slightly sore by the calomel,,and during the continuance of 
that impression, the patient thought her brealhing wa^^ much more 
free; hut iine or two severe seizures occ.uniiig after what was consi- 
dered a lull trial of nutreury, it wa'» withdrawn altogetluM*, and vari¬ 
ous means aiterwanU employed. 'I'he plan «d' counter-irritation was 
frequently renewed, and having sometimes procured great advaptage 
from the steatly exhibition ul copaiba, in the atonic lbrmf> id'broncin- 
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lis tiiicl ciitiii rliy an einulsioii^i' th.it article was employed in the pre- 
Mi-iit cuhc. aHer the mercurial alterative experiment was given up. 

While uiuler the balsam course, with counter-irritation externally, 
the patient had less cough, t*nj«)yed longer immunity from acute at¬ 
tacks, breathed better, anti was in many respects more comfortable; 
imt still Imr voice was rough ami stilled, ami sliglil iiopressions of 
coltl or damp brougiit on some ilegree of that harsii^ stridulous, croak¬ 
ing kiml of inspiration, which lieciiine so exalted and predominant in 
tin* severer paj-oxysms*. On otie tmeasioii, wlicii tliis woman had been 
in thi; yard of the alms-house, al’ttu’ a day of cold rain in August, she 
w as allecletl at night w itli the u>ual symptoms of a Kuftbeative attack, 
lit this ilistanch, the bad sMU]»loms exceeded dieir common intensity; 
ihe usual jtaHi:iti\es, tliligenlly applied, fiiiletl to give relief, and the 
p.uient expij'etl suildenU. in twelve liours Irom flic incursion oi the 
partiwsm. 

lixaminulion tr.^hf hourn nflrt' tUuth .—Along the anteiior surface 
t»r ilic iraclii’a. somewhat on its left side, were a iiunibcr, five or six, 
loiiml bodies, fnuii the si/.e ol a pea to that oi a marble, lying loosely, 
riio-c iHulie-i wcie ol dark c<»lour. pari ipiite black; Iruin their place 
and manner «»r iri'.ii ibulion, ibey appeareal to be the external bron- 
iliial glands d» geneiatetl. They were id’solt p«lp% con-istence, the 
bl.n k ImhIu's oi the same cobmr within as on the outer aurfai e.

seucil oii», and fell Jinn ami liea\y. On attempting to cut through 
(he miihlle lif (In* body, its complete division was preveifted by the 
ol a hat'il substaiici* w itbiii, and a partial scctimi oul\ made. 
The boil\ m^^^ pre-eiileil a thrcc-l'old constitution; the cxteiiud ina'i^ 
li*r, fiir a ipiaiter •>! an im’li was dark red, then a layei ol gitalei 
ihiikn. ss, ijuiii* black, while the • eiitre of the body was a hanl, 
white, (alcareous snlMianci*, suppiisinl to w'cigb one drachm. The 
whole nia-, like tlio Imdles ahmg llie line of tlie trachea, seemed to 
hi* a inorhid enlargi*ment and ctmveisiou ol the small glamK u»uall> 
ticctipying tin* exti'inal hriuichiu! angle. 

The interim* of the trachea was \er> pale, except just before its 
branching, wlieri* then* was a llorhl patcli, au inch in extent. The 
iniMT surface .»f tlie lest of (he tube, up to the tin raid space, was not 
.)»dv wiilmht colour, but its imicou^ memhiane so thin that il coidil

Tlu-ic 
was tio fluid of any kind in the trachea, uiiltl opening its primitive 
branches; these w'crc found filled witii the same ropy mucus which 
the patient had occasionally discharged in former attacks. 'I'hc mu¬ 
cus found in the bronchial tubes was uI brownish colour. 'I’he poste¬ 
rior part of the trachea, opposite the thyroiil cartilages, was of al¬ 
most cart^agiiiouB iirinuess, and mure tiian an eigliih of an inch in 
thickness. The interior capacity of the trachea between the thyroid 
ci^tUages was very much contracted,* leaving- a triangular chink 
scarcely sufficient for the passage cd*u straw. 'I'lie s^)ace of the la¬ 
rynx above the thyroid curtilages was also greaVly narrowed, by 
thickening of the lining membrane, and more particularly <d' the re 
flection forming the rima, (the bonlers oi which wei e liard and chord- 
like,) and the covering of the ventricular [lortion or appendage.-. ul 
the larynx. 

The lungs appeared sound. TUe,y were iiiroiighout e\pansilrfe ami 
crepitous, but heavy and dark coloured, showing great \enojis con 
gesiion. The patient «lied, prubaid^>, ruliter td siiiVut atioii Irom tilt* 
loaded state of the brtmciiiai tubt's and ceils, complicated with strong 
spasmodic irritation of the laryn\, than from any acme derangemeni 
or lesion. Tlie mucus with which the bronchial passages wert* all 
filled, up to the great division, was so \iscitl liiat uom* of li would 
flow out by gravitation, and only small portions could U* i‘\tr.iri«-il 
mechatiically. 


Cask II. Chronic Caritifis. Iff/iicrlrnphif iriih Comlcnsatinn.— 
\nne l4ce, twenty-six years of age, near six feet tall, of mooiI pm 
portions, rather pale, but not sensibly emaciated, was admitted .iiiin*. 
I%S7. iShe represented herself to have been as well a.-- <ommoti ttu 
years previously, until April last, when her iin'iises were mt'-.si-tl, and 
from this cause, us she supposed, lier healiii had declim-d. 

Symptoms .—(icnerai system. 'J'ln* tempera tun* t)f the .-uilace 
Jiatural; skin s^ft; pule 85, very small, nut seuhibly it regular or uii 
crjual; no fever or rigors; countenance pale; com|ileMoit a little sallow ;

mind calm. Gastric system, 'rongne, i lean; slightly lymphatic in 
the centre; tu> decided character of irritation; stomath not derangeti 
in sensation; no morbid sensitiveness about the epigasti iuiit; appeitit 
eutnmoidy gootl; Ixiwels regular; deje.i tion-. s« anty. 'I'ltoiax. No 
(ough; respiration smalt, but easy in grneral. the -aim* wlien lying, 
-itting, or standing, but ijuicker altei walking or any ethui, .imi 
liecked btuhleuly. but not painlidiy. on allemptiiig lull iii*.pira(ion, 
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no pain in the region of the heart, or the muscles of the chest or arm, 
and tlie jiatiiMit could lie on citlier side, but preferred the left. Ab- 
fionicii. liclly rather full, too prominent or rounded at the sides, 
iiliglitly.tcuhc, not u;enfrally tender; sensibility greatest in the lefthy- 
pochoiidriiiiu, as it IVom a degree of spleriitin, or of morbid tendcr- 
bosh in the left j>ortion of the Iniiisversc colon; no defined hardness 
•or volume in the. part. This was the only ackno\sJ edited seat of sore¬ 
ness or j|)aiu aliuut the Ixidy, and uneasiness, sometimes amounting 
to pain, Ma-^ genorallj felt liere, and frequently referred to by the 
patient.

-udden check uniformly oppo'.ed to oery attempt at full inspiration. 
>Vhal was the tine mitiire of the con-^tant embarrn>.sment of the eir- 
culatioii ami breathing, was, however, u question of much uncer¬ 
tainty. 

'I't catiurnt. —The patient was put ou a tonic and alterative course, 
to liivc new impid>e to the su'.pemleil or failing functions, and to 
check die proclivity to hydropic inliltratioii. i’ahmiel was given in 
'.mall do-«e>, combined v^ith siptill. rhubarb, and pulv. canell. alb., 
ami die patient diiei led tin* u>e t»t an intusioii prepared vtith a view 
to <>\ellY more ellicient at tioii of the bowel.s and kidneys, but contain¬ 
ing a proporiifiJi of vegetable bitter,' to prevent deprer-sing or disa¬ 
bling effect.'', on die digestive oygans: the use of the iidu.«'ion lobe re- 
gulaieil, in it" ilo'e and repi'iitioii. by the corre*«poudeuce of its effects 
with the gem ral design of it< evhibilion. Daily friction on ihc trunk

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of the body, cliicfly over the hypochondria^ aiul lower pectoral regions, 
with a mild rubefacient, were also cmn>lo/e«l. 

Tlie patient's mouth was rendered slightly sore by tlic calomel at 
the end of a week; the How of urine had become free, ami thcvn'dema 
of the lower limbs was ni>w scarcely apparent; the patient's spirits 
and appearance mure enlivened. '1‘lie calomel was withd'rawn in a 
few days after its action became manirest, the bitter cathartic infusion 
wa* continued so as to keep up regular and iVee operation <)r the 
bowels. She continued to improve in strength and appearance, tlioiiv;h 
the pulse and breathing betrayed a similar cmbai rassifi'ent as at first, 
yet from llie tlecline of anasarca, increased vigtmr of body with re:.t, 
and regularity of life, the respiration was less dlslrcr'-in*; to tin* pa¬ 
tient than formerly. As tlu* eutainenia had not retiinied, alier >i\ 
weeks stay in the iidirmary, the tonic i;um pill was iliieeteil for tlu*. 
patient. Hhe had now recruitcii so much as to sit up all da^, ^^aikillL> 
the ward at her pleasure, and engaged in light work. kniniii<r. .'sew¬ 
ing, &c. Snell was the slate of the patient at ilie cml ol eiuht weeks 
from her admission. At this time, alter hasing been out ot t)ti‘ hos¬ 
pital for tK>mc days, she. was attacked in the evening by chill, follow¬ 
ed by fever, cough, acute pain in the upper miildie region ol ilo- iho 
rax, and very confined respiration; ^ytuptoms betraving the inva-ion 
of pneumonitis. In the fever ensuing to the rhill, her skin hecaine 
hot, head painful, face pale and appearing swelleil; ]>tilse very ijuif k, 
thread-like, and reailily interrupted by pressure. 'The patient wn-. 
restless and agitated, ami could nut lie down %<ithout Insiipjiortable 
upproHsion of lireafhing. 

From the depressed expression ot the patient’s counti'iiaiu e, and 
the uncommon chcTraelcr of fce.ble movement in the puUe, general 
blood-letting was omittctl. A full dose of ealoniel. with antimonial 
f>owder, and the compound powder of ipecacuanha. Dover'-, was exhi¬ 
bited, with the de‘‘ign to allay I'oimtitutional ii(itati<kn. and induce 
an efficient secreting function of the mucou.s pa.-'ages and .-kin. 
favour the laiitr object, a ililnb* solution f*f tartari/eti antiimmv wa- 
ordered at intervals in liberal portions of warm h.\'ley di ink ’I'he 
night was passed badly. On the next ilay the, patieni wa., very weak, 
her lace iriueli swellcil, infiltrated, with -nine cohuir, pul.si; rpiick, 
and ihreaily, breathing Iab(»ured, infelleci dull, inclining to stupor, 
cough less fre<|uent, no expi'ctoration. .A hirgir epispa-tic was onler-

four hours, wine whey freely IVir drink. 'I'lo* day passed wilhfuit sen

appearance; some water in the pentc»neal easily, the abdominal aorta 
pretematurally small. The. liver did imt o« cupy imjro abdominal 
space than is common, but wa«5 twice its iialuial bulk; and from some 
cause not apparent, had ascended in the direction of the left thoi af ie 
cavit}’, pressing the diaphragm before it, and otcupied fully half the 
space of that cavity; hence the compressed and t.horteiu'd appearance 
of the left lung, before noticetl. 'Hie liver, though hypei trojdiiod,’ 
bore no particular mark of disease; the gall-bladder was small and 
contained a thin pale grceii fluid. The kitlne v'-*, uterus and hlatlder, 
natural, the latter of very small .si/.e. The <»varies <m both sides were 
convertcil into a mass i>f tubcrculations, imperfectly suppurated. 
There were some remains of chronic ulceration in the vagina, the 
clitoris morbidly enlarged, and part of the labise interniii dmnoiishcd 
by former ulcerations. Both groins exhibiteil scar.s frofii ancient bu¬ 
boes. 

Taking the strong traces of fornuT syphilillc inb n couid, 

there seems grt»und for suspecting that the thii kcimig ajul nflening 
of the right auricle, and the sitiirular nIcer-like jai:'j:e«lin nilliiii 
that chamber, were consequent on coiHlitidiona! «‘intr atinn of 
lues.

heal I h, in the first insfance, be brought to remembrance of any illness 
fur an iinlefinite period betorc coming to the Alms-house. It would 
seem, howeviil', that even carditis may sometimes observe a course of 
slow chronic consummation, without involving any peculiar or press- 
illy; crisis.

Thc|^encral state of tljcsysleni 
corresponded mtli the torpor of the circuLyion; the man kept iiis IteiK 
was silenti and seemed iiidiiTerent to every thing about him, his usual 
position supine, comiteiiancc dull and drowsy: when asked r/'^-peei 
ijighis state of feeling, complained of aiiuoyauce by his cmivl, .«ml 
of tlie sense of weight in his breast, spoke little, ratiier abruptly, and 
always in terms impkying despondence of getting better. 

l^re were ill this case but faint indications for diagnosi'^,' or })re 
scii^on. Chronic pulmonary einbarrassiiieut was suspected, butol 
what particular character was uiiecrlaiii. No leading didicatiou pre¬ 
senting, a palliative course only was pn*scribcd. For many days Die 
|)atient remained as when admitted. Jle ate ail that ivas given him. 
slept great part of every night, and froijumtly in Die day, >etalwa>- 
expressed himself uncomfortable, and tlenied any improvement in ifn 
sensations. Diarrlura was prevalent in the (idirniary when Dos man 
was received, and in a week after liis admis^ion he was alVected bv 
tliat disorder, W'hlch caused him much iiicdinenienn'. nml '>l•eln(’d to 
aggravate his cough, chiefly perhaps by causing him t<» leave hi-^ lied 
fretiuentiy, to go to the privy. One inoriiin:!;. in Du* bmrili week of 
the man’s stav in the Inlirinarv, while we were makinu. il»e M'-ual tom 
of medical duty through the ward, this man eanu* oui of the piny 
closet, (a small apartment at Die. chiI of the w.od,) and ran toward 
his bed, coughing very liartl. lu Die next inoiuenr, the Miuml of \ io-

anteinu*. laO'i al, and [lo.-terior sui face. to its own pleura, and hv 
ni tlie >. rnu> iinnidMane of the rlh-i. The lung was enlarged very much, 
lino ami heavy, and in if'* whole substanco hcpalised to'*0 great a 
degree. Dial e\*M V tiacc of hioiichial tubes and cells wn'* wltolly ob 
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Hinted up to the point where the left bronchus penetrates the lung 
primary branches. From this point there was no channel by 
which air could enter the lung, and for that cause, the extravasated 
blood was totally excluded. ^ 

TTus liing had evidently been long out of the serxice of breathing, 
and as its cohesion and condensation was clearly the work of in¬ 
flammation, and that probably uf no indolent character, it is inexpli¬ 
cable how the unfortunate subject of the case could have been so un- 
coni^ious as he appeared of any former n;'urbid slate of his lungs, and 
so fully impressed with the belief that his health wits peu fet t till 
within four weeks of his coining to the Alms-house. The case in this 
respect adds another to the numberless admonitions, derived from 
hOSpit&i practice cspcd^lly, how little confidence can be filncod in 
the account which patients give of their general state of health, 
even where there is no reason to sujiposc the smailosi inti'iiiion to 
deceive. It was to the state of the left lung, as represented, that al¬ 
lusion was made, when it was remarked that the stethoscojic might 
have clearly indicated one important ftMturc of diagno>is. in tlie, in¬ 
vestigation of the scat, &c. of lesion, about the thorncic fi'xtures. 
The respiratory murmur, indeed every sound which re*ij)iration gives 
by mediate auscultation, tvas of course wholly extinct out the eiilire 
front, side, and back surface of the chest, corre^poiuling to the out¬ 
line and body of tlie left lung. 

Cask IV. Gant'rdjut Necrosis, mth jicmlUir Jitieeiuf Dem-tf tc 
eencc.-— Margaret Cash, aged fifty-six, adinittcil October iZnth. 

This patient came into the house with diarrheea of anaggravao d cha 
racters frequent painful dejections of the muco-gypseoiis kind, frothy, 
ash-colou^l and glutinous; severe entcralgia, soreness in the Tight 
hypochondrium. The general symptoms were indicatlu* of much 
constitutional ilisordcr, but did not betrayany urgcni daoiii i. Tlierc 
was no head-ache, no cough or pain in the breast, hnMthing natural, 
temperature ofaihe surface moderate, tongue while, no particular 
thirst, stomach quiet with indifference to food, 'riiy jud-o was.aliotit 
ninety, small, sharp, and irritable; in the left arm the piilst' was 
barely pcrcejitible to the most careful evaminalion, anil faultcring 
as to be eiLtinguished by the 1caat!pressuie; tempi raluro of the left 
arm and hand sensibly less than in the right; no ollu'r ditf’erence in 
the two arms, except that the jKiwer of voluntary contraction was 
less in the left hand than the rigid. 'I'he patient was >till, spoke sel 
dom, seemed listless and unconcerned, yet without tendency to vtu- 
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por, or any manifest fault of intellect. Tlie predominant signs 
iiite'stinal and hepatic irntation, with augmi^ted 
deficient tone of action in juie vascular system. 

To calm irritation of the bowels, restrain the wasting 
and improve the excretions, a mild aperient, ol. ricini, 

' and sugar in emulsion were exhibited, to which was added a 
«>f iau<!anum; and.succeeding the operation of tee emulsioiiy 
doses of calomel were directed at intervals of*six hours, comlH^ti^ 
w ith a few grains df chall^ pulverized guvArabie, half a gna^df 
ipecacuanha, «nd onc-cighUi of a grain of opium. Tlie urgency of dl- 
arrha'a, and itsMebilitating consequences, requiring early restridnt, 
an occasional dose of chalk julep was afterwards added. I^epadent 
was kept strictly on our hospital regimen for diarrhoea—for breakteat 
and supper, equal parts of milk and water, boiled lightly, with 
♦ ion of I'uastetl bread or biscuit—for dinner, rice jelly sweeteiu^|;r> 
coiniUofi drink, mucilage of rice or barley. By these measures gid¬ 
dily pursued for sfinie days, the number of movements was reduced 
to four and five in twenty-four hours, less tlian half^ tee tiuinber 
cummoniy occurring at and before the period of admisSten. 

Tltc patient's general state was not amended in correspondence 
to the k‘^^ellillg of diarrhwa, pain, &c. She continued languid 
and dull, with mther increasing signs of lowness; her pulse in, tee 
light iirtn, still sniuil, sharp, feeble, and more frequent ihai£:.at 
fn-tt: ill the left arm there was now no pulse; the left forearm 
and hand cool, even cold, to tec touch, while the rest of the body 
was wui'imM’ than natural; tee patient always drowsy, yet seninlide 
w lien roused. Some irritability of tee bowels remaining, rooBons^tbo 
fref(uen1. and the e>acuations brown yellow colour and soiq^y eon- 
slslence, the hydr. cum crei. et op. &c. was continued, imd tee 
fusion of cort. ulm. rubri ordered, tee latter agent liavinglteen fimud 
in vciy main of our cases of chronic diarrhcea, to exert as^^l^U^tn- 
llueiirc. Tlic diet was made to correspond wite.^e design of sup¬ 
port, as far a', the state of the symptoms and ti^^^^ost tetat indif¬ 
ference of the jiatient to fm>d would permit. 

Kver hinee tfie [latient's admission into the infirniarv, she bad 
complained of pain in tee inner side of the left^arm, a little below 
tin- insfi tion of the tendon of teaJi^s major. N^othiug iua|cared at 
^tiie place indicated, to explain thw^use of pain ^ere| was 

sore to*tiu' touch, but neither swelled nor inflamedi. the soreness 
extendeil an inch or iw'o up and down the arm, in tiva tradt of tiie 
brachial artery- At the end of a week from her entering the wanl,

The blotches \ypre large, irregulai 
inlbrai, ao^ in a few hours after their appearance »ume of tliem be¬ 
came slightly vesicular or bullous, the cuticle being someuhat raised 
by sero^sanious extravasation. During fois change in the condition 
of foe arm, there were no marks of that low, topical, inilammatm’v 
which accompanies gangrenaaphacel us; the arm neithei ^uell- 
cd^^mr became hot. The death of the limb seemed to be taking place 
in a manner purely passive. 

As soon os the livid tinge was perceived on the iiugcu'.s of tlie h ti 
Hand, the patient, notwithstanding the continuance of general fever'

The attending students asked with mudi interest, if this man could 
get well, under so great lesion of important parts.

directly involved in the abscess, and on the indidemico which tin* 
constitution might manifest, to the state of the parts afVreird; tiu* 
latter turning mainly perhaps on the oi^nal soundness of the lialiit, 
and its inaptitude to participate in tlie consequences of local inita- 
tiott. Tlie patient remained wholly free of fever after breaking of the 
abscess; his appetite increased, bowels recovered steadiness, and the 
tc^e of thp general system improved daily. The disr.haige from the 
opening in die back diminished constantly, continued free of leioc. 
and in a short lime consisted entirely of a thin serosity: and e\<‘n 
that ceased altogether in sixteen days from the rupture of tlu' ah^^ 
the orifice closing in hrmly. In short, this man rcco\ered i fi cil > 
in a very brief interval, and without a single bad symptoni. 'I'lic bark 
and acid were continued throughout his convalescence. 

Crocker was dismissed the lufi»pita1. reported for light work, about 
the middle of October. Tn the second week of NovemlKM )je entered 
the Infirmary again very ill, reported hiinself to have felt unwell, 
with chills and feverishness, three or four days before ajij>lyirig fo< 
readtnission. His symptoms on entering the ward now, were cnu*;li. 
pain of the breast, and difficult breathing, all ineVea^^ed on U ingd<iw n. 
He bad fever, quick sharp pulse, hot skin, ami flushed fare; bell^ 
rather sore generally, particularly tender in the right }i\ pochondrium, 
ittpocialiy in front along the cartilaginous bortler. Tin* od.il signs* 
kldfl^ted a threat of renewed hepatic abscess, apparcull v in <he an¬ 
terior portion of fhe liver. Ordered venesection immi-d lately, a saline 
cathartic, to be followed by calomel, tart of antimonx, and nit. pot¬ 
ass, in doses deseed to control excitement, without diteuly alVe< i 
ing the stomac]|i or bowels, the diet exclusively bread, with milk and 
water. 

For three days succeeding the patient's read mi.-smn into tin* waid, 
he experienced no relief from the bad symptoms; tin* >ign-i jil dlni - 
rather increased^ cough was more ur^nt, pain of tin* siih* gi eatei. 
and breathing more restricted. The fever continueil without scu'^iblr 
remission, face constantly flushed, skin dry and hot, strength r»*«lin ing. 
On the fourth day, symptoms as before; fever, cough, pain »M’ tin- 
breast and side, embarrassed breathing, debility. anxic*tv of coiinti* 
nance, and resttessnes'^.

The pulse commonlj small, without frequency, and soft, 
tongue clean, appetite moderate, bowels regular, evacuatioiu^of onii- 
nai^ character, no evidences of gastric deraugeiiiciit. The main fea¬ 
tures of the case, in shoi*t, were made up of the peculiar hiiarsi'nes>, 
dry cough, and considerable general debilityji tracheitis, now chronir, 
with some bronchial concern, seemed the primary and still prtMloiui- 
nant affection, to which all the other syj^ptoms, tite general »lebilitj, 
and probably the intermittent also, held a depeiident«^rc}atioii. 

The object of treatment in this case, was gradually to divert, or 
break up, chronic inflammatory irritation of die bronchial Inncotl^ 
tissues. For that purpeme various alterative means were enqtloved, 
generally calomel in smmi doses, combined with Dover's powder, 
occasionally with hyosciamus and cicuta. The sarsaparilla [ili-au 
also used, and an emulsion of gum ammoniac, syrup of .md 

seneca infusion, exhibited as an expectorant. Local ireatiueni was 
instituted concurring with the general design^ stiinuhint oiubrocatioii 
was made on the throat, and counter-irritation maintuine.d over the 
top of the chest, by a compound of the tartar ointment with hYilri<»- 
date of potash. Undcr^thc treatment the man iiiipruvod rep:iilarl\ 
though slowly; after some weeks he had recovered his voice, lost his 
cough and intermittent, and regained in considerable part hi>> Ih-sh 
mad strength. At his owm request, he was reported for work, in tin- 
second vreck of February. 

On the twenty-fourth of the same month, twelve dayf' alier bein^ 
reported for work, 1 found Morgan again in tlor fiospital. lie was 
BOV acutely ill; lus face flushed, of a purplish hue, countenance be-* 
traying great distress^ breathing stow and diflicult, often i :]ii->inga

The report furnished by the 
t t'-.i(h‘nl stmJeht§ wasj that the man had been brought into the ward 
the night preceding, with the symptoms just described, but of less 
iMtensity; that he was then chilly and depressed, and seemed incom- 
pefi'iit to bear active treatment by direct depletion, but had been 
b i cly \omi<ed, and had taken a mercurial cathartic. 

J he t.irtc in all its circumstances had become of pre-eminent ur- 
\. and atbnonished <if his peril by his sensations, the poor man was 
i-nn-iaiiily tleclariiigthathe nuistdie if not relieved in a few minutes. 

I'he jn'C'j'Jure and the source of danger in the case, were sufficiently 
fjbvioii':, and yet the choice of expedients by which to turn it aside, was 
not without difficulties. Here, perhaps, w*as a fair occasion for the 
evercise of that laudable rule of professional conduct, which mea- 
'urcs its bobliicss by the magnitude of its object, and pursues an in- 
dn aimn td‘ primary importance or positive necessity, by the surest 
mean -i in the shortest fiine. I'lie embarrassment of respiration was 
i.i]iidl\ dcran*ring the functions of life, and leading to serious failure 
ol Hut powers of the whole system. A more free supply of air was 
the plain licmami of the case, and it was but to look at the patient’s 
struggles lot breath, to have the expedient of tracheotomy suggest it¬ 
self foi- adoption. It was determined first to put in practice a dificr- 
t'lit jilao. 'file smallest sixe cupping-glasses^ were directed to be in¬ 
stantly applied, free incisions being previously made over the surface 
of intnerai tioii. ab<i\e arnl around the larynx. Aware that tltc cups 
rnislit a<hl leiopfirary increase to the difficulty of breathing, they were 
appro'll 'iinj.ly. aioj in as quick succession as possible, leaving in 
e.o h iri-iance the front of the larynx free and die cups cfillfefiy on 
the !-ole-., 'fhe patient/s breathing was a good deal hindered by the

the diorax, the lungs did not collapse, though there whs no nnn:itui;ii 
adhesion. Interlobular emphysema existed throughout the lungs, 
which was mauifi$sted by bubbles of air collected on their surface, in 
clusters, and in strings or chaplets following the division of its Itihnli. 
One ofsthese strings traversed completely the cirruinfercnco ne\< (c 
the ribs, of the left inferior lobe. There was also a consi<leral>!i- 
pliysema around the root of both lungs. Throughout tiie iiitiiitM h^lx- 
of each lung there was a high sanguineous congestion, such cxi'st- 
in the acute stage of peripneuinony, and which gave a solidity ap¬ 
proaching to the sanguineous hepatization. This c(»ngostioii was ol 
a greater intensity at and about the root of the lungs. 'Die remain¬ 
ing lobes were of a light spongy texture, and, except tor their cmpliN - 
sematous state, seemed sufficiently fit to carry on re’spi ration. 

The emphysema had passed into the anlcj-ior and superior nirdia-- 
tinum behind the steruuui, and thence beli»w the fascia proi'undart i - 
vlcis, into the root of the neck, up the trachea to the larynx. 

Having tiiken out ail the respiratory organs togethei, and laid 
open the trachea and bronchia, there was found a perfect and entnv 
lining of coagulating lymph, extending from the superior mat gin of the 
glottis, through tlie larynx, trachea, and bronchia, inr4) ilm lunu;^.

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MEDICAL LITERATURE. 

Art. XV. Memoir of the Life ami of /hr /air. (^om\ 

Chisholm, M. D., F. R. S. &c. Sic, former/i/ lm<iH etor (ieitrrai oj 

Ordmnee Hospitals in the Tfest Indies, *■ 

A Mitn fARY life, umlcr ordinary circAinistanco^. seldom allords 
a favourable scope for the development of medical genius. The pre 
vious education, and peculiar habits of his profcssioiL in inea 

sure, uniit.lhc medical officer for the passive duties of a subortlinate 
sphere, whilst the various restraints and checks to uliich heb -eomes 
subject by the uugenial nature and undeiined liubiliticN of iniliLury 
control, are so many discouragements to tiie acquirement of tiuitidas 
ticity and vigour of mind so essential to the improvement of ilm men¬ 
tal faculties. Notwithstanding these serious dilHciiltie.-, adtleil to 
tliosc more immediately arising, in former days, from^m imperfeet 
(Mganization of the. medical dcpartmeiit. itself, and its undue esdma* 
tionand rcBpectibility in the service in reganl to rank and emolu 
ment, both the army and navy have given birth to many whose getiiu-^, 
surmounting the ordinary disadvantages of 1ln*ir station, lia-* raisetl 
them to the first rank in medicine and'surgery: not to mention .seve 
lal living instances of men who.se, knowledge and experiem-e reinlei 
them ornaments to medical .-^eleiice.t 

Or. Colin Chisholm, the subject «»l the iiilhtwing tiiographie.il 
sketch, was also one of those who commenced hi-. (an-.M in die 
vice ends country, lie was a native of Inverm-'.^hire, in ihe noilli 
west part of Scotlainl, where he was born in the \ear 

He received his classical edircation at Inverness, and at Aberdeen, 
.md studied medicine and surgery at Kilinbnrgli. At .in eaiij .ig« 
be entered the army, having been .'ippoinied surgeon to a Mu p.., oi 
Highlanders, in the yeai 1775. This corps, of whit li the ijiie lb. 
UouEUT Jackson, the eminent writer on army diseutie?., was the then 
a.Hsistant surgeon, became aftervvanis the second battalion ol the 
seventy-first, (iligblanti,) regiment, anil, together with thi' foif\

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vv<-.oinl regiment, being dcsliruMl for actual service in North America, 
sailed I'roni Ureenock lor that country, in April, 177^, the sick ol 
bof^i corps being placed undfcr Dr. Chishultn’s supcrinten^ance dur¬ 
ing <lic pas»."ago. He continu<‘d to serve with the seventy-first regi- 
ineid, in dUl'erml parts of America, during the whole of th^ revolu¬ 
tionary contest. Wlien peace was concluded, in 17U3, he was placed 
oil half-piiy, and settled as a physician at iSt. Georges, the capital of 
tireiiatla, in the West Indies. A few years after he had established 
hi nisei r here, and principally, it is supposed, through the interest of 
his frieml the late Dr. John Roi.lo, he was appointed his successor 
as surgeon to the ordnance stationed in that island. In the summer 
of tr04, he ret urned, to Britain, the first time since his settlement in 
the enlony, and, in the course of that year, married Miss Eliza Cooper, 
an ainMibI^‘ young latly of Tnvcrncss. In the autumn of 1795, he had 
confer[.ed upon him the rank of surgeon-general to the ordnance em- 
jiloye.d upon tlie expedition under the command of that lamented and 
';;al)anl otru er. the late General Sir Ralph Aberchomby, which sailed 
tVoni Portsmouth for the ‘West Indies, on the 15th November of that 
year; but which, from heavy storms, and conset|uent disasters, wasuu- 
atile toreacli ij.s destination till the springof 170(1. and then only with 
the lii^s of several transports, shipwrecked or driven back by tlie great 
incleiiioncv of the w'eather, wliich lasted for many successive W'eeks. 
in the year 1707 he received the appointment of inspector-general of 
oidnniice hospital', in the M’indward Islands. In this capacity, it 
befanie his duly <<» 'ii’it in person and regulate all the artillery hos¬ 
pitals III the difl'ereiit islanils: a tour which ailiirded him abundantand* 
profiialile opjiorlunitie'v fnr instituting medical and statistical observa¬ 
tion. and ini|nirios in that country, on a scale, and to an extent, sel- 
diimi‘njo>ed by a single iinlividual. 

W lu'ii the intended object of this appointment appeared tophave 
been iully accomplished, tlu' board of ordnance were highly sensible 
of his niei-its, ami as a ilattering testimony of theii- full approbation 
of liis si’rvices, permilted him, at his own i’e«|uest, to retire from the 
ileparliiieiit. graiiting'him what was at that time deemed a handsome 
allowance,'namely, ten shillings per diem for life. 

* We have, now arrive<l at a pcriuil which forms an important epocli 
III the professional life of Dr. ('hisholin: we arc next to consider him 
in the character of an author; but more particularly, us the founder 
and ardent supporter of particular medical opinions, and doctrines 
relative to contagion, which furnished a wide and fertile subject for 
iiupihy and keen controversy, amongst a certain class of medical au¬ 
thors and praclitiuners for many years afterwards. 
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In tlie year 1794, tiiat is, immediately or very soon after liin rc- 
1am to England th^f first time, he pubiislicil a book, in one volume^ 
octavo, entitled An Essay on ihe Malignant ,l\‘stib*ntial in¬ 

troduced into the West Indies from Eoullnm on the C’oast ofriiuinea, 
118 it appeared in 1793 and 1794.'’ In (his work, and under the 
above title, the doctor eharacterizi'd'a fever which, about that period, 
pi'evailed in a great and fatal degree, especially aiimngst the troops, 
in almost all the British West India islands. This fever he unequivo¬ 
cally pronounced to be highly and specifically coulagious; and a dinn¬ 
ed to have been introduced, or imported, in the iiinl instance, into 
Gmnada, (where it proved very fatal to the inhabitants of the colony,) 
through tiic medium of a ship called the Hankey: which vessel ar¬ 
rived there from the coast of Uulnea in Africa, in the month <»f Fe¬ 
bruary^ 1793; and. moreover, that this fever was propagated from 
thence,' as from a common centre, to the other islaiid.i ul* tin* Wo^t 
Indies. 

Whetlier the fever in question, so ably described by Dr. Cliisliolm 
in that valuable publication, actually and esaentially dilU rcil other¬ 
wise than in degree from aggravatcil forms of tropi« :il. <ir nliat is 
usually, but viigiudy di'noininaliyj, yellow fever, which, it is well 
known, have, on dillerent occasiuiir^, :ind mulcr e.rif:i\ ourabh* circum¬ 
stances, made great and extraordinnry ioivuc in liu* idaiids of the 
Antilles; or whether it w'as, as the doctor assei tnl it iu lu-, a specific 
ciHitagion, a novapeslis, imported, in the manner lielore slated, it is 
not. %vitiiin the scope or design of tin's memoir to impiire; puriicitlarl\ 
after the volumes whicii have been written by bolli sides on this dis¬ 
puted point. 

Non nostrum est inter hos InnlaH coniponerf; lites. It may be siilli- 
cientTor-tts to observe, that the high jirofes^Ional reputation, and in- 
tegrit^^of character, which the author had justly acquir«‘d and sus- 
taitlicd,.during his lung residence in the We-^t Indie-., added to iiie 
steriing merits of the work itself, gave sucli di'ciihMi weiicht, and au¬ 
thority to the opinions and floctrine-s Iherciii promiii<j;ated, th.il at. 
first feW^persons were to In* found suilicietiily competent or ventur¬ 
ous to impugn them: and, in that (juarlerof the world, at least where, 
thcjr soiindness or fallacy could be best appreciated, lh(‘y appeared 
to have been received, for a very considerable time, with nearly uni¬ 
versal consent. 

In a second edition of the. es.say on malignant ‘‘ IVslileiitial 'Fever," 
published in 1801, in two voliiiiie>, the. doctor firmly adhering to his 
I'ormOr opinions, widely extended the sphere of operation imputed to 
imported and qiecilie febrile i ontagion: comprehending williin it' 
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«.'ur^rK, and ideutiiyiiig the Boullam fever with the epidemic yellow 
lii‘vrr whirh prevailed, with great fatality, about the autumn of 1793, 
ar.'.l in sub»e(|ijent years at Jl^hiladclphia, New York, and bther places; 
*;>iid ascribing all those fevers to one common origin, namely, con¬ 
tagion, imported into, anil communicated from the West Indies. T^c 
rxtcinsion'ainl devastating effects thus attributed to contag^n, dis- 
seminaled in such various and remote parts of. the globe, may, in 
<i>rne measure, enable us to account for the accuracy of the. doctor’s 
hypothesis being questioned, and from the increasing opposition 
•\hir.h his doctrilic met with, and to which he indeed alludes in the 
•^anie. edition of Ws essay, for it may reasonably be supposed that 
• -<01110 persons who had become willing converts at first, and, to a cer¬ 
tain degree, implicitly bowed to his opinions as to the existence of 
inridental contagion; hut who .were not prepared to go so far as doc- 
lor <J}u<,ho]m in ascribing to it a contagious quality of a specific na¬ 
ture, ami far less in identifying it with destructive fevers which pre¬ 
vailed in other, and such very distant regions of tlie earth. 

Sniue of the army medical ofticers, serving at that period in Uie 
W est Indies, had, it seems, already doubted the soundness of his 
opinions; liiif. it lioes not appear that his doelrines had as yet met 
witli :in\ scj^ous or direct opjio<-.ition tiirongh the medium of the press, 
<niti! the year IKOr, \\hen Drs, Mii.i.KKaiid Smith of New York, the 
fonnm- genUmnan being the editor of the New York Medical Reposi- 
ti'iy, piibliciy entered the lists of opposition in an official report ad- 
dr«‘sseil to die gn\enu»ra of the state of New ^’orfc. In 1811 l)r. Ed- 
Nvrn.\Mi 1 . IfvNcuoi j, physician to the forces, an able and 
inqib' writer upon thr same, side, anil by far his most powerful anta- 
'gouist, maybe said to have embodied every argument that would 
liear upon l)ie question. On the other hand Dr. Cliisholm,. supported 
anil strengthened hy the testimony and conviction of professional men 
of uiU|uesiioned eminence, published an animated reply to his oppo¬ 
nents, in order, as he states, to correct the pernicious doctrines 
promulgated by Dr. KdwariL Miller, and other Aiuerican physicians.” 
This repl\ appeared ni I8()ib in an octavo volume, under the title of 
livlter to .Iohn IIayoartii, M. D., F. It. S. &c.'’ In 1813 Dr. 
fl'hisliorm also wrote a very spiritcil answer to the remarks of Dr. 
Ilaiicroft, wliicb appeared in the Kilinbiirgli Medical Journal, for Oc¬ 
tober, 18l.>. 

'I'bis iniporlant conlroversy, involving in its progress many men oi 
disiiuguisbed talents on both sides, and pervading almost everv 
quarter of the world, was maintained with all the y.eal and ardour

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which its importance warranted, and which is usually inanitcstcd by 
its warmest partizan. ^ 

Polemical writings, however uupleasiog t(» the disputants, if 
docted with perfect candour and dignity, are undoubtedly instru¬ 
mental to the advancement of knowledge,^ important facts, and new 
lights are often elicited by the controversialists, in support .or refu¬ 
tation of their respective hypotheses; so that the calm and dispassion¬ 
ate inquirer, by reasoning upon, examining, and comparing the lacts 
and legitimate arguments propounded by each parly, has a betUn- 
chance of discovering the truth, and forming a riglit judgment, than 
a person who should come to the inquiry with a mind ]irftviously ma(h^ 
up, or at least tinctured with the tenets and dogmas of parly. 
a pmnt of such importance to the health, and safety of the human 
race, and to the commercial and political interests of the community, 
ttns eager controversy was of no small advantage: and, altliough the 
pmnts at issue among the <lispiitants for so many j’car.!. have imf 
bc^n so satisfactorily accorded as could be desired, \ct the acrimony 
of the contest is worn oft*, and this once intricate, ami much agitated 
question, has been so much narrowed, that its dLsru.ssion hu» been 
productive of considerable benefit, not only to the profession, but to 
the human race. ^ 

After his return from the West Imlics. Hr. iMiisholm ic'^ided 
chiefly at Bristol, or Clifton, where his tab*al< us a phvMcian, wc 
understand, were highly estimated. His timewa- in a great measure 
divided between liis professional pursuits and writing coutribulioii'' 
to mcflical science; the latter, (some ftf which are very xaluahle,) 
wWe, for the most part, published in the form of I'ssaYs in tlie Kiliii- 
Medical Journal, one of the oldest and most respectable pe¬ 
riodic^ publications in Kurope, and edited by his friend^ J)r. Di n- 
<!AVpi..,A:Hstof his writings is annexed to (hi'* memoir. Iri tin* year 181 
Xir. Chisholm went over to Switzerland for the betlcr education oi 
hm..elisldren, and resided mostly at Ceneva. During ihe leisure, at 
fordOd by this Alpine retirement, he wrote, and bequeathed to hi^ 
sur^ring professional brethren his last es<.:Ly, entiiled ‘*A Manual 
ou tlie Climate and Diseases of Tropica! INmnfries, &c.**’ this 

work, which is chiefly intended for young tropical ]n‘ar1ilioiiors, atni 
which was avowedly undertaken at (he tlesire of, and is dedicated n* 
his old and estecmeil frierul, Sir.lAMKs director-general «*(

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the army nu'dical department^ iiimself a valuable contributor and be- 
nedictor to medical science and improvements; of this work/ whether 
.ve regard its intrinsic mc;:itSy or its practical utility, it is impossible 
*to speak ill terms oi'*too high commendation. After the completion 
of IhisVotk, Dr. Chisholm made a tour through Switzerland end 
Italy, and returned to England in May, 1824. He had been Ibi^ 
some time suflering under a painful malady, of which he died on the 
3d oi Fi'bruary, 1825, in the 69tli year of his age, at old Burlington 
street, liOiidon. • 

On a review t*f Xlie writings of Dr. Chisholm, it will be allowed 
that his talents, both as a, physician and as an author, were of a su- 
. perior order. Altogether he must be regarded as a man of no ordi¬ 
nary st'ionce. 'J'o the possession of great iinlustry, a mind ardent and 
•Milightolled, he added literary and philosophical acquirements, m a 
very eoftslderablc degree. His writings arc distinguished by a 
sfylej’at once perspicuous, classical, and nervous; charactenzed, at 
the same time, liy a warintli and earnestness of language, certainly 
not aiw:i>?> lonciliatory in Jiir, controversial essays, and which coH- 
\r^ an appearance f»f acerbity, particularly to those persons whose 
oplnioiiM it was his objeet to combat. In contro^ersics not governed 
by the rules of strict iiiq)ailialit\, it i.s too often the practice of 
tlm vilsputasiis, to suppress, gaible, or overlook facts and circum¬ 
stances wbirh mililaie against ibeir own opinions; to permit their 
passtuiis to iia\e a >hare in the question; to be over-strenuous in their 
own eaufte;nic)re ready ami anxious to impute error to their opponents 
than io acknowledge it in tliemselves, and search after truth purely 
for its own sake. In regard to the controversy in which Dr. Chis- 
iiolin wa'» involved, we may observe, that, when carried away by his 
earnestness in maiuluiiiing his tenet:?, the manner of reasoning which 
he adup{(‘(l was not always the best calculated to propitiate and con¬ 
vince bis Mjj'poiients; yet bi:? arguments wore the result of convicthm, 
exprc.ssed w ith an honest and manly freedom, and dictated by a nund 
y.ealously directed to the cause which it was his grand obje^^ to de¬ 
fend. 

11 professional knowledge and experience we have already said 
was highly appreciated in the West Indies, and he doubtless is enti¬ 
tled to the meed of praise for his meritorious labours in the field of 
medical science. He was liu* first to recommend and inculcate amove 
liberal employment of mercurials, and of introducing an improved 
and more decided line of treatment in the fevers of that country—a 
practice llial had, to a great degree, obtained, and been found sue- 
cessYul in the same class of diseases in India. 
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VV'itli respect to his medical doctrines It may be said, that ii iini< 
form and consistent faitli, entertained fur a long course of years; it 
sincerity, uprightness of intention, and moral excellence, give an ad¬ 
ditional portion of weight and validity tonis opiiiiuns, Dr. (.'hisludin, 
to ihe day of his death, steadfastly adhered to, and most conscien¬ 
tiously believed in all he had written upon the subject of contagion, 
while the correctness of his pathological and therepcutical views on 
febrile diseases, was cuuiirined and exempHtied by dm success of his 
subsequent practice. 

‘^In private life, Dr. Chisholm,” to use the wordi of a dear and 
very intimate friend, “ was most amiable, and for the world, t<Mi 
much devoid ‘of guile;’ in the relations of husband ami parent, ^af¬ 
fectionate and indulgent.’ ” 

Dr. Chisholm enjoyed the tViendship and correspondence ol sevr 
ral eminent men. lie was one of the oldest Fellows nf the lioyal So¬ 
ciety, a member of the Wernerian Society of Kdinbuiu;h, of the IMd- 
losophical, Medical, and ISatiiral History Societies of New York and 
Philadelphia; of the Physical and Natural History Society of Gene 
va; and of the Helveth*. Society, for promoting Ilje science of Swit 
zerland. 

It is understood tliat Dr. (Ihisiioim luis left a valuahh- MS. on the 
medicaltopograpliy of the. countries i\e \ iMled on tin* continent, \vhi( h 
it is hoped will be given to the world. 

Whatever professional opponents Dr. (.'hi>>hotni may have nnlo: 
tunately left behind him, it is certain tluif he hini'ielf dii'd in t hri^^ 
tian ch^ty and good will to all. It is not perlnqH possible (n pio 
duce a more affecting, pious, and »incere valedictory address, noi 
one more calculated to disarm hostility, than tliai ulnrh, in referein e 
to medical controversy, he makes to his professional brethren in lii'^ 
last puUiitation, the "'’Manual of Tropical Discuses,*'' wilh a ^llor( 
extract from which we shall com lude this skcuh. ** It e.ver,’* say.s 
the truly benevolent author, “ any rcinurk, or any language of mini’ 
have given pain or offence; if ever 1 have hetrayed animosity in tin’ 
maintenance of my own, or asperity in the considoralion of another'>. 
opinion; fully aware of the absurdity of a conduct, which the frailly

Tl'.is piosperons stiiK* td* the. science, brightened by such antici¬ 
pations of prospectixe improxement, ,^pay be ascribed, mainly, to the 
spliMidid. useful, ami iinperishablu accessions which have been af¬ 
forded to it by the •genius and industry of llituiAr and his eleves. 
'I'he .views of Bichat necessarily opened a large and unexplored field 
for paUiological researches, ilis Anatomic iTcneral must be adopted 
as the founiiatinn of all correct pathological investigation, and the 
impulse which his reseaixlies and exanqile have given to the medical 
inquiries of the present age, cannot but be attended w ith the happiesi 
results, when tlie jiresent system of jdiysiolop^ical medicine shall htivc 
become better understood and more extensively adopted. Notwith- 
sttiuding the iliflo ulties whicli physiological medicine has to contend 
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with* iirising irom the inveterate habits, an^ accumulated prejiidirr ot 
centuries,.yet it, nevertheless, has made steady and rapid advances,

The igres were iiijectcd, more, or less sharp or piercitig, sometimr*.

rounded by a thick cloud, although the atmosphere w a-^ tranr.parent. 
A slight strabismus occurred in one case. Matiy patients iuid ba'inoi • 
rhages Irom the nose, from wbicb tbey did not f'xperiencf^ any reliel. 

The most part of the cases jire.scntcil f»u the, surface of tin? bofly an 
eruption of lenticular rosc-cohmrod spots, imwe or less approximatnl 
to each otlier, ordinarily towards iho tenth ilay of the alfe» lion, rarely 
at the seventh, never before; and Ibis eruption fliil not vary less in 
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Us duration than in its quantity. Sudamina was very frequently 
.united to this eruption. 

'I'he abdomen was tympanitic, preserving yery rarely to the close 
of the disease its natural Siize and. fonii. The tympanitis in some 
subjects always remained inconsiderable, while in others it liecame 
progressively more marked, increasing in such a manner, ampnga cer¬ 
tain number, that the summit of the abdomen surpassed in election 
the level of the chest. 

During the period of thoiexistence of these three orders of symp- 
tiuns, all morc*or less charactei-istic, the diarrhoea developed itself,

The successive changes elTected in thei^jliysiiignoniy were remark¬ 
able. IQ^^ted and violacious at the commencement dt the disease in 
a n^jbber of subjects, the countenance lost bydegreos this clia- 
racteiv^UH^d became, if we may so express it, without animation, suc¬ 
ceeded by indications of prostration, stupor, or indiirereiice; and, 
in some, by a profound prc-occupalion oi- ic>ciic, and again b> 
furor or wandering, reseiiibliiig a species of delirium. In soiiu* case.- 
the countenance was expressiAc of pain; in otliei'^ weiv <j|j-erv(!d 
sjiasmodic movements of the lips, ■/.yi.oinatie muscles, ur (hose of tlic 
lower jaw, or a permanent r<mtractioii of the pupils, 'rhf'ii* spasms, 
somedines, were of coii.-ideride duration, exi.sting also in oilier part- 
of the body to such an extent, that frequently twitching of tlie ten¬ 
dons, very marked spasmotlie. movements of the siipei ior exlreinith-s 
and often a permanent contraction of the same |iart-. and of the mu'-, 
cles of the neck, took pla<' 0 . Deatli finally super\ened, usheriMl in 
either by delirium or a deceptive calm, the patients only loosing their 
consciousness a few hours previously. -Death, Iiowomt, otrurred 
sometimes in a very unexpected manner. Very frecpiently it took 
place from secondary lesions, or was precipitated by perforation-) of 
the small intestines, which almost constantly gi\e rise to the >Miip 
toms of intense peritonitis. Such was the [irogre-ss ot‘ the disea-ii* in 
the greater number of cases. In others this progtes-; preluded re¬ 
markable modifications, either in the couimeiuemeut, or during tin- 
course of the aflcctioii. Thus, many patients only experiencod, dur¬ 
ing a space of time of some duration, a simple feiirile excitement, 
great heat, intense thirst, little drowsiiie.ss, some vertigo, partial loss 
of appetite, and n moderate tlegrce of feebleness, Avithoiit. pains of 
the abdomen, without diaiTluea, or without any symptom wltk-h in¬ 
dicated, in a definite manner, the. seat of the disease. Some, eases 
e.Vj|n, (three,) had nut a loo.-tene.ss; and it was not until five, six, or 
eight days had elapsed, sometimes a littb; more or less, that pai-ns of 
the abdomen ami iliarrha^a occurred in others, after which the allcc- 
tion pursued its accustomed course. 

In some caltes the fever, after having commenced with great ap- 
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vigour, diminished; the rcchlencss was inconsiderable, the 
diaracterisiic symptoms not present, the affection appeared djglit, 
•anti flic patient seemed fron^thc first attack to have rather a simple 
^?as<i ic derangement than any other-disease. This was the latent 
jiirm; of wiiich the diagnostic indications remained uncertain eVen 
.till f*’ the moment when tlie perforation of tiie inte6(|ifo 

removed all doubts. The most usual external characters, the pll^- 
siogiioiuical clianges, for example, were altered also in some cases, 
by t he intensity of many of the symptoms. Sometimes, in facti the 
dlarrlura and IIk' tyini)anitcs; sometimes the stupor, delirium^ ^d 
every species of spasmuilic symptoms; and accordingly as one'or^the 
utlier of these slates prevailed, the disease assumed the appettfiince 
Ilf a putrid or ataxic fe.ver; sometimes, also, it assumed the form ‘of 
au inilammalory fever in patients in whom the pulse was large, and 
tie* iiilogiuiiL'iits had lu'coine injecK'd iii the early stagiv of the 
disease.

\M<vvillistiijiding (lu'se different aspects, the nft'ection was always 
ihe same, the fiindameidal disorder did not change. On dissection

The othar.-.ojgans, frequently, were far from being in a natural 
states but their lesions were not constantly present, and only ddler-. 
ed, slightly, from those lesions which we observe in subjects who 
haYe sunk under other acute diseases. In the chapter on diagnostic 
indications, the reader will be enabled to see how it is possible to 
ayoid errors into which a superficial observer ^nay be drawn iii- 
amyertmitly) in a case where the character of t*he iilseasc is widely 
difi&i^nt from that which it was tvoni usually to present. 

The duration of the disease varied from eight lo^forty days, and 
beyond that period, 'flie different stages were almost confounded in 
those individuals who sunk so early as from the eight io the tMi-ll'il! 
day of the affection. In a certain number of cases ihe. cliaracterislii 
symptoms ceased .some time liefore fieath: in liiese instances tin 
disease was considerably protracted, and it wa« then, cspcc^all^. 
that the fatal tennination evidently resulted from ^ome accessoi •, 
lesions.

Tin- l>lr>U‘riMl surfaT-os and the idcers which succeeded to the eschars 
of ilu- >. 1111 .Ill, cicatri/.ed slowly in some cases, and formed a new 
obstacle to the com|ilete re-eslablislunent of the organic forces. 

'J'he Jieal, the acreleraiion of the pul>e, and the diarrhuea dis¬ 
played the mo-^t obsiiwacy generally in those patients whose symp- 
toiuM were mo^t severe, ainl longest continued, wliicli is readily to 
be accounted for; Ilu? severity of the symptoms indicating that of the 
lesions, aull■^he^e ilisa[»peaveil more slowly in proportion to their 
magnitude and seventy'.

Hilj^ly experienced slight symptoms, such as mild diairlicca and a 
ti^eriite diminution of the strenj^h and appetite. These symptom > 
continued also, in the same manner, for some time after their adml- 
simi, to which were subsequently superadded a slight state of.tympa 
ntfes, delirium, drowsiness, reddish lenticular spots or sudaminti. 
which indicated decidedly the true cause* of the first or accidental 
symptoms, which it was impossible to hhve associated with any otliei 
lesion than that of tlie elliptical plates of the ileum. 

. ITie spasmodic rigidity of the limbs and of the pupils diil nof tat** 
place, as has been already noticed, in-any of the cases which had a 
happy terminkibn.

It should always be reumiiibcrejl, never 
thelcss, that typhus fever, h<Hvever benign its appearance may seem, 
is always a formidable disease; in regard to which wt; should ever up 
prehend danger, even in cases where the symptoms are \ery light, ;i-> 
well as those in which they are severe; for wc know not at --.vliat nm

Of the other 
thirty^thzte'cases, the diarrhcea appeared in jive on the second da^.in three on 
the third daj', and in four on the fourth day, &c. &c. &c» Kn two cases it appear¬ 
ed much later, on the eighteenth and thirtieth days of the disease. One of these- 
cases, during twenty-five days, experienced only a slight duninutlon of appetitr 
and strength. 

**Thc greater number, those in which the ^mptoms were mild, experienced, 
or^n^ly, only slight pains of the limbs; an aversion more or less m^ked to 
labOlil:; a diminution of appetite; and a slight fever? in such a manner that the 
persons attacked thought, in this fii-st stage, that tliey only laboured under Ifu 
eilects of excessive fatigue. And may it not with propriety be asked, whethei 
these symptoms of weakness, which also prevailed during a certain time in

The blood was in clots in two cases; the stools extremely 
fwlid, blackish, pultarcous, as if formed of putrid blood, the two lost days of

severe symptoms, the most intense meteorism, and in whom the menses had 
not sullVrctl any derangement before the disease in question. These three 
sniijccts had, besides, suffered from epistaxis, which had been considerable in 
one of them; wlticli indicated a disposition more obnoxious to luemorrhage, 
which it was impossiidc not to admit, conaadering the small niunbcr^of cases in 
M'bich the alvino uvaewations presented the haemorrhagic character. 

“ The sanguineous exhalation commenced at An advanced period of the dis¬ 
ease; thht is to say, at the seventeenth, twenty-sixtb, and thirty-second dayr of 
the disease, which had on the whole progressed dowly, and appeared* at first 
not severe. As to the thirty-one, subjects in wliora the disease was light, the 
ciiarrhica was altogethersnuch less intense and much less protracted than in 
those of whom wc have just spoken, so that it was only con^erable in four 
cases, and its mean duration did not exceed fifteen days. It commenced, also, 
a little less fi'cquontly with the affection, or in about a third of the individuals, 
(twelve,) and it was wanting in two patients: one patient alone.: had stools a 
little bloody, so that the duration and intensity of the diarrhoea were in propor¬ 
tion to the violence of the affection.

“Of fifty-seven cases of acute rheumatism, diarrhoea occurred in eight. It 
commenced on the second day of the affection in one subject; very.conade- 
rably later^n the others, from the eleventh to the fortieth day; continuing 
live, foifltcen, and thirty days; was excessive in two cases; especiaDy in ^at 
u liich evinced the most obstinacy.

The tympanitis augmented considerably, in <>\o subject*., in tin 
same circumstances. The stools were also le**** numenm** in Iim 
cases, after the first or second bleeding; in another, the day alter ttic 
application of leeches to the. anus. ’Hiey diminished after ihe appli 
cation of leeches to a seventh subjecl, and wei’e stationary in the 
others, 'fhe tongue did not present appreciable < haiige*» the day fol 
lowing blood-letting, in one-half of the snbjc< ts; and in the othei 
half it was either more moist or more dry, in very nearly an equal 
number of cases.

'Flie exanpiiaiioii 
of the digestive functions led to the same result; in fact, “ in what¬ 
ever light blisters might be viewed,-they were found to have prsduc- 
ed no sensible effect cither o&z&e duration of the affection or the pro 
gress of the symptoms in the fotal cases. '■ 

2d. Cff the application of blisters in Utbjerts utfarked with the /</ 
phus affection who recovered. —To ascertain the inllucnce of blisters 
on tlxe progress of the disease, the author makes k conipanson in 1lu> 
firat^plSoe between those patients, who, having been bled, took lo- 
niesf^d those to whom they were not administered. In those Ctises 
where bleeding and blisters liad been prescribed, die mean, duriirion 
of fhe affection w-as thirty-five days: it was only thirty in those who 
were restricted to blood-letting, so Ihiu in fa<*t at first view, the hlis 
ters appeared to have been injurious. 

But this conclusion is far from liuiijjj; ns^orou-., flie aifeefion having 
been much more severe generally in the first suhjeels, than in tin* 
second. In those who took tonics, all more or less sevi*rely alfecffd. 
the difference was analogous, but luiu-li less so, <iiu‘da\ only; so fhaf, 
if a general conclusion could be deduced froiu so iiiniled a nuniber 
of facts, it would be, that blisters arc injurious by retarding tin* con 
valesccnce of patients; tins does nol surprise us, since the lesion^ i^l 
the skin, more or less profound, which result from Ihcir repeat<‘d ap¬ 
plication to a part, clearly evince their morbid action, slight, it is 
true, but joined to one, or often man\ otlier affections existing at the 
same time in the sy.stem, it is difficult fo conceive how they can ai*. 
celerate the favourable termination of a ilisease. 

In regard to the immediate effects of />//A7cr.v.~The heal was ob¬ 
served with care the day and that following their application; in 
twenty out of thirty cases where they wore, app!u‘d, a slight cliange 
only was observed in two patients, it was diminished in one, and 
augmented in the other. 

The pulse in every case was studied in tlie same manner; the num¬ 
ber of pulsations was augmented ten strokes in two patients; six in a 
third, on the day succeeding to their applicaliuii: it was stationary 
in others, or only presented slight diflVrenr.es, wfnch were ecjually 
olxBerved at'fivery period of the affection when iiotice,d daily^ where 
diluents only were administered. 

The delirium disappeared the. day after their applicafiori in one 
rase, where it had existed in a sligiit ficgree for four days; tlie de. 
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hrinu^ soiiiiiolc.iicy, and si.u|H>r, tiicieosed in five others. In the re- 
■iifjaininj; cases the. state of the cerebral functions was stutionaiy. 

'riie .slif!;ld riiangcs obscryed in the temperature and the cerebral 
luiK'iinn^ existed in a*lar‘ 5 cr proportion in those patients to whom 
blisiers had not been applied; whence it results, that they had noap- 
preoiable immediate cflect in thffse patients who recovered, except 
that, perhaps, they retarded a little their convalescence. 


If Mifh, in is the- result, of experience, blistcj's ought to be banished 
ironi the treatmoni of the typhu^afTection, especially as no one is ignorant of 
• licir nus(:liievou.s cflcctj;; the los-s of skin which tliey occasion, and the slow- 
Mf.*.-* wiih which their sui'iliccs heal in many cases. Useless in rc-cstebl'sUing 
,fho <-<:rc!iral functions, they concur on their part to maintain or auglll^t 
febrile e vciteiricnt.. and its fa1.il coivscquciiccs; their cflect as a derivative nie'an 
Ml ruitny of tin: inilanunations which ilcclarc thornsi Ives in the course of thety- 
fjbiis affet-ltmi, is more than doubtful, after wliat lias been oh.served above; an 
ioflamniBtiou, but nioilcratclj extensive of an organ, causes, almost inevitably, 
one fir iiiort: inflammations in its course. In fact, that under v.diatcvcr point of 
./u vv bfislcr,'. migbl be rcgardctl, ihc-y were always foundinconvenientin this af¬ 
fection, without alTordlng any advautages which could counterbalance those 
ilfft'Cl-,.

M'hicb have been most commonly pursued; for dropsies, like many other di. 
eases, have been too <^%en treated according to a Idiiid routine. 

The idea usually attached to the term dropsy is tliat of a watery ai-ciimula 
tion in some part or cavity of the body, but our autlior, who regards ibr- i ho 
won as only a symptom, or one of a series of effects arising finm a iiH)rbid ron 
ilition of certain tissues, would employ the term in ;* miieh mon* eompribeuiniv*- 
sense. Rejecting the common explanations in which tlm causes of dropsir-il 
effusions are chiefly referred to loss of tone in the cxhalent and ahsorlxMit .sy*» 
fcems, or mechanical obstructions arising from diseased liver, or other viscus, 
fie attributes them to a morbid action in the cellular tissues, allied in it*, nature 
to ordinary inflammation, and subject to the same laws. “ It is,’' saysjhc, *‘a 
well known property of common Inflammation to be suddenly transiati^ from 
one pari of the system to another, which is termed a inebastasis. This property

'S6,'Q»^le Tr&UtMni of Iniermiltmt Fevers Jlhf the Sulfthnfe nf Quininr, tipplu a 
touJhnuded^ Surfaee of the Skin. By Professor tJ. Siowi vnki.—I n a great nntn- 
ber df csises it is impossible to administer certain reme>iir's, either from thi- dif¬ 
ficult of swallowing or the vomiting they produce, tlicinsurinoiiiitaide disgust 
which they inspire, or the youth of the patient; anil in some instanees it is pro 
bi^ethat tlie liquids of the .stomach inodify the remedies introduced into tliis 
on^ui. Under these circumstances, the employment of medicines hy the i-n 
d^innique method ujrers a very valuable re.source. Professor Sjierauza has i-in 
p\oyca in this manner the sulphate of quinine, in the Ireatment of a considera¬ 
ble number of cases of intermittent fever. He relates, among others, live easc-M 
tcu^n fever, which yielded immediately to the apjilication of tin- sulphate 
^ applied upon a surface deprived of the <rj>idcrmis by a vesicatory. 

Tiflmiue-piafientft the fever had existed for many days, without manifi-.st local 
at^iitioil^'C^epttwo, which presented gastric syipptoms.

Finding it impossible to 
retain her in a chiir, .she was placed upon a bed, and with the assistance of her 
iiclghli^mrs, pre.sein cd in that situation from local injury'. The aegion of tlto 
IkVarl w.is slow' 'iinl fei-hle; the pulse somewhat indistinct, and beating at an 
average, in the first half Imnr, :)i) in a minute. The stufaceof the body was cold, 
and uniformk' w'el with pers\firation. The functions of the stomach :ind bow'els 
not perceptibly ilisordereil. Site remained sensible lilironghoiil her illnc.ss. A 
.strong solution of sulphate of zinc was ndministerod with di/Tieulty, since, witli 
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every desire to seeond the object in view, she could not avui<l bitinjy lUrotig^li 
tlie cup by an uncontrollable action of the temporal and masseter muscles, 
metallic vessel, whicti was then substituted, received the inifiression of tw*t* 
teeth. The emetic op^irated freely in a few minutes, ^ut did not imninliatfly 
relieve the symptoms. Abundant portions of grmel, and a l:u-{ 7 «^il<>'?e.ol' raster 
oil, constituted tlie whole .'ifter-treatment. The pulse at the rxpivalioi. f)f t^^•o 
hours averaged 70, and had become firm. The convulsions gra<luaUy sniisidrd, 
and finally ceased in about four hours from the period of attack, afitirwIiirU sbr 
slept, and awoke early in the evening without any other fcrling of illnrss tlrm 
what resulted from exhaustion. Tl»e next day, although still feebU-, she could 
walk from home.”—JWd.

67. Case of Suicidal and Infanticidal Mania. — “ E.'il, a'young, and hiflierto 
healthy woman, tlie motlier of''two children, in humble life, hut not in indi¬ 
gence, applied at the Hitcbin Dispensary, in consequen&fc of the most misera¬ 
ble feelings of gloom and despowlency, accompanied by a strong, and !»y her 
own aOiount, an almost irresistible propensity, or tcnqitation, as she icnueii it, 
to de^trojr her infiint. This feeling first came upon lier alnnii a wj-rk bi-forr, 
when the child was a month old; and she was now sunk into .m extreme state 
of dejection. She begged to be continually watched, h-st she shi>idd’^ield to 
this strange propensity. The appetite is bad—bowels loosi;—stools d.irk atifl 
oflTensIvc—^lias occasionally discharged portions of tape worm ftom the bowels. 
Pulse natural; sleeps ill. This account is taken from the Dispensary report- 
bo^k, October, 1834, and the treatment need not be mentioned, as the s\in[i< 
toms continued without alteration till March, 1835, when the patient looft^Mie 
8inall*pox. During the eruption, the mind was serene and happy, and sin; 
free from the dreadful temptation by which she had been pix'vionsly hiirasscd . 
but, upon tlie subsidence of the sroall-pux, tlie disease returned with its loi'iin.i' 
horrors. 

"About the middle of April, the disease, without any apparent cause, began 
to decline, and she was, at the cinl of the month ilischargi-d from the lln.jn ii 
saiy by her own request: her child was now six months oi«l. she nm-sed it hc-i- 
aelf from its birth, and continued to <lo so till it was twelve nnmths old. slu- 
remained free from any disorder until the. spring of this war, IKJJi, when sin- 
had another child, and, about a month after the birth of it, she was assailed by 
tlus propensity to destroy it. The symptoms cuntinned till tin- chihl w as h.di'.t 
year old, and from that lime have gniduall}’ dcclineil. Oci-asnnniMy for a i<-\. 
days, a sort of metastasis takes ])lacc; the. propensity to ili-.stroy tin* infant r n- 
tirely subsides, and the place of it is supplied by an eqiialh si rung di.spnsitlon 
to suicide. Tt is worthy of remark, that during the most bistressino pcnoiU of 
her disease, she is perfectly aware of the .atrocity of the deed .sin- is so pow er 
fully impelled to, and prays fervently to be enabled to with.siainl so great .i 
temptation. She has repeatedly told Dr. llawkias, that the inclination io de.slroy 
her child has been so powerful, that she should certainly have- yieldeil to it, if sin-* 
had suiTered herself to use a knife even .at her meals;—for a knife is the instru¬ 
ment which she feels necessitated to employ in tbe.perpetr.itioii of the act. 
Whilst this extraordinary state last^ tlie bowels are uniformly relaxed, .atui tin' 
atoola of a dark colour and offensive odour. She has suckled all her children 
for twelve months; she haa had three children, but* this dreadful state of mind 
has supervened on the birth of the two host only. It may be proper to ol».<H rvc 
that, when suffering from any bodily indUsposit ion, the mind is scrciic and happy 
and €reefirom any kind of morbid feeling. This [looi- woman is hy no means (Ic- 
affection for her infant even in the most trying perioil of her ^lisc.ase. 
'niis casc appears of much importance in a medico-legal consideration. Is Au- 
of sound or unsound mindP And supposing in this case suicide were commit • 
ted, and a venlict of insanity were returned, should not the same verdict he

cient wrlti^is in medicine, v\ as but a pvi’cursur of a yreater woik on the same 
subjiit, w Iiieli it. w as his inlenlioii to bate ptiblisticd, and from which much 
\abirrh!e information iniyht hate justly been anticipated. Al’t.-r tlic attainment 
Ilf Ills medical iloctorate, be inari'ii d llie dauyliter ot'liis preci jitor, aniutual at • 
<aclmt^it liatiiiy snbsislial ihirl'iy the jieriod of his slmlies. \ biiiliaiit < ai’eer 
now o|ieiud upon him, and he entered upon it with a /cal and enilmslasm that 
lield li’.rth a cc rla^nly of the hiyhest proi’ession.d distinction, lie had hardly 
eitmiiti need, Itefore he was called upon, in the doulilc c.ijiacdt' of broihi-r and 
plitsioi.m, to aceompant liis hrothi r'.s wife to the iiatamia. After a .short ab¬ 
sence he returned to Nett York, frmu whence he wasay.iin .summoned, to ]U’o- 
ci I’d as s[)Oeillly as possible to Knylaiid, to acconipany home hi.s vcneraldc* fa- 
* tin r, whose enfechled c.onstitntioii had .sunk under the accunmiati d ju'itations 
and dilliculjLii's ol'a mission to Knylaml. On his return he pri pared ayain to en- 
yage in professional oi't'i*|)ations, when he was ivipiired a third time to cross 
the Aflantic, as professional adtiser to his wife's sister, whose h<-allh reijuircd 
a w'iileii*5Hc»idei3cfl in U^dy. The, melane.holy termination of lliis visit to the 
ladt', wJiose ileath took place soon after hi-r arrital in Italy, h-fl him at liheriy 
to prosceiile his travels in Kurope. lie visileil ilill'ereiit parts of li.dy, i‘\ainiii- 
iiiy eviTV'thiiiy worthy <if observation in the arts .md ncicmcesyenerally, aswitl 
as enrichiny his miiulwith stores of professional kiiowledye. lle'ysiled rvaiiee, 
iliiriny his slay at l*aris, cnioyeil the yiaatcst op]iorlunities of iinproviny 
liim.self in hi.s f.iMiiirite sludy^ of anatomy. He here adiUd to hi.s library a valii- 
ahh; collection of l-Vi-nch anthor.s on the ditrerent de|)arl meiit.s of niedicul sci¬ 
ence. In tile fall of l!i28 he returned to New Voil^aiid resinnid the practice of 
medicine. Diiriny Hv* severe epidemic, fever which vi .lied the neiyhhonriii}: 
country duriny 1h;it sc ason, he atteiuhal tnc f.unil> of his i-hler hrothcr, tl’ieu 
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n'sidmg^ :tt Jani;iic:i/l-.oiig Isliind, ami thrrc contracted tlic disease, Irum^lli'' 
clTecIs <»r which he seems never to lia\/i entirely recovered; it ai^’i^Tavated a pul 
inoiiaiy attack, wJiich tic sulFercd wlieii in Italy. l>uriiig’,tl^c f>iiccccdiiijy wuiUt 
J ie \'as ohlig^cd to ctinJimJ'himsclf to tho house the greater portion of the time, 
Jiarassed by severe cou^li; this continuefl w'ilhou/. ihiich iiitemiiss^m, ixitil tlie 
mouth of MarcJi, when lie was attackcil with Ji.vinoptoo. Ili.s frieihls, whfbh m • 
eluded a nuinennis ami cvteiisivo eire.h', now became seriously an\i/.n\s* about 
him: every exert ion that domestic or tValiriial solieltmh', or the hlft'hesl [iro- 
fesslnnal aid could sufj^pfest, wjis faithfully trii d, to arrest thd ra'iai^’esof bis t'.t:d 
niahidy; they proved of no avail, but to allbrd a mcl.aneboly eonsolation to Ip ; 
afllictcd himily, of havint^ rendered bim all the assistance that human .neaiis 
could afl'ord. Ffir a short time atler tho ct ssatichi of the Irrmor-rhage, stfoiiij 
hopes were entertained that Jiis naturally \ir;'orous cons..!tutioii nould ti'iiim|i1i 
oveellio disease; these hopes were of short duratii'u, no ip-iteriid im])rovcini-nt. 
resulted, ami the dise:isc proCrt?dcil with steady and rapid pro;rrt-s-: to a fiita’l' 
termimdion. During' his illness, eager inquiries were constantly m:ide,-:ind an 
anxiety pervadcclthe community to ohtriin intelligenre fif the st:i1e of bis beallli. 
Dr. King was early distinguished for c|uickness trf :ipprcbcnsion, and for the 
great facility with which he :icr|uircdaiKl retained e\er\ subjeet to wbiclntu* de 
voted bis attention. As a ]mblic. teaclu-r lie g-ivi* promise of the liigbestji '• 
ccllcnce, bis voice was clear and full, lilsmamuT giMtc an<l imijressi\e, aoil 
enunciation slow and distinct; be v\as remaikiible for the opeiine:?'! ami JV.Mik-

In all llie iloincstic rcbitions. In; was witliont repro icli. A lii\e of ml ii-iiee g'e- 
ncndl^, bill particularly an ardent ileslre to iin|)i-o\(: tluo to wbieb be, b.nl di. 
voted bis time :iiid attention, dlstinguisbed bis sltorL proliMMonid career: bi.s 
mind was malun-d and rijie for all tbc boiioursofliis |)rniehsion, wbii b bi.s prein:i 
f 11 re death :done jireveiited bi.s altalulng. Ills rouiilenaiifa- was mWile and 
striking, his e>es bdl and intelligc-iit, and f;'\v faces wi-n- niori.: stron';-ly marked 
with traces of genius aiul l:dciit; it was the index of ;i heart where re.Vided every 
kind and generous feeling. 

His svmpathy with the suflcjitigs of his ]i;itient, and bis an\iely to r<.-lie\v 
tbcni, the mildness of bi.s manners, and ibe kiiiilmss ;ind ln'iievolencf-"of In - 
ilisposition will be long remembered by tbo.se wbo came tinder bi*! profe.ssioii:d 
c:ire. ’I'lioiigh so early r«-movcd, be lias not lived in v:un, bis e'-amp , el tlmiains 
to slinuilate our medical youth who are lu’cssing forwai’d in tbc narrow path of 
high and bonourahic distinction. 

Dr. King was among the first selected hy the Alhen.cnm to give popular lee 
lures; this duty he discharged the livst year hy delivi-ring four lectures on 
pliTi'iiology; the siicccctling year, being again :i]>poii)teil, lie lectured on the 
.slruclure of the hum:iii voire, in vvliicli he g'ave a highly iiili’n-sling view of Ibe 
scimicc of music. The N.'ilional Ac:ideniy of Design,* vtitli the laiiciiilili* view dl 
.•iUbnling instruction to young arti.sts, selec1< d Dr. King to give :i cotM>e of ler 
tun-R on anatomy: the members oftb-.it :iR.sori;illon aH'-ctioiiately rc^ienibcr lln‘ 
iiiteisst lie took in their welfare-, an»l the ])ii|/ils the valuaide in<-l ucti.ni lu- im 
parted to them. After bis graduation, lie spent mu- y»-av in the New \ ork flos 
[lital, :is house .surgeon, and vyas immediately :ifler a]ipolntcil deinoii.s1r:ilor of 
anatomy to the C.ollegC of I'liy .sici:iriS and Surgeoii.-;, Dr. Post being iittbat lime 
pi-ofc .ssor of lli:it lirancli; <lui-iiig this pe riod lu-g;ive :i very in.struclivc courv 
of lotiIIre.s on the prepai-ations contuineel in (he miiseum. .1. M P,
